The  Directors  of  the  Citizens’  Association  feel  it  is  due  to  its 
members,  as  well  as  to  the  community,  to  present  a  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  first  year  of  its  organization. 

In  accepting  their  offices,  the  Directors  were  satisfied  that  there 
was  an  extensive  field  for  their  operations,  but  they  did  not  know 
its  full  length  or  breadth.  Neither  could  they  anticipate  the  ob¬ 
structions  which  were  to  be  thrown  in  their  way  by  public  offi¬ 
cials,  nor  how  dependent  the  Association  was  to  be  upon  some  of 
these  very  officers,  for  the  reforms  they  desired  to  make. 

The  Directors  did  not  know  how  utterly  powerless  were  indi¬ 
viduals  in  the  obtaining  of  legal  redress  for  the  most  glaring  public 
nuisances,  affecting  not  only  the  order  and  decency  of  our  city, 
but  the  lives  and  health  of  our  people. 

There  are  acts  of  Assembly  and  Ordinances  without  number,  re¬ 
lating  to  the  highways  of  Philadelphia— offenses  are  defined— iienal- 
ties  imposed,  and  methods  of  redress  provided  for  ;  but  these  latter 
do  not,  as  a  general  rule,  give  the  citizen  the  power  to  enforce  the 
law  without  the  uncertain  process  of  application  to  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  police,  or  the  Councils  of  the 
city. 

Shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  office  of  the  Association,  the  Di¬ 
rectors  invited,  through  the  press  of  Philadelphia,  complaints  which 
related  to  the  highways,  under  the  pledge  that  the  complaining 
parties’  names  would  not  be  revealed.  Thus  assured,  citizens  re¬ 
sponded  from  day  to  day,  sending  in  their  complaints  by  hun¬ 
dreds — all  of  them  were  in  due  course  referred  to  appropriate  com¬ 
mittees,  and  to  the  Association  Inspector. 

In  every  instance  the  complaint  was  examined,  and  rarely  did 
it  appear  that  it  was  not  well  founded.  In  the  large  majority  of 
cases,  all  that  was  needed  was  a  courteous  note  to  the  owners  or 
occupants  of  premises,  in  order  to  insure  prompt  action  on  their 
part;  and  in  nearly  all  these  cases,  when  they  were  in  fault,  the 
evil  complained  of  was  promptly  remedied.

The  Diieetors  of  the  Citizeiis’  Association,  liave  therefore  pub¬ 
licly  to  acknowledge  its  obligations  to  those  who  thus  showed 
their  goodwill  to  the  Association,  and  gave  their  co-operation  and 
sj^mpathy  to  the  cause. 

They  owe  also  public  acknowledgment  to  the  High  Constables 
of  the  city  for  efficient  services  Avithin  the  scope  of  their  authority, 
and  they  regret  they  cannot  in  like  manner  accord  praise  to 
some  others  of  the  public  officials  for  equal  readiness  to  subserve 
the  lAublic  interests. 

The  reasonable  demands  of  the  Association,  such  as  private 
citizens  haA^e  the  right  to  expect  at  the  hands  of  public  agents, 
haA^e  been  o2)posed  by  some  of  those  in  poAA^er  in  various  ways. 
This  plea,  and  that  excuse  ;  this  reason  and  another  has  been 
made,  or  given  Avhy  the  plain  reipiirements  of  laws  Avere  not  en¬ 
forced.  In  one  case  the  prosecuting  attorney  refuses  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Hrand  Jury  to  the  complaints  of  the  Association, 
most  formally  made  to  him. 

In  another  case  the  Board  of  Health  does  not  see  fit  to  enforce 
street  cleaning  contracts,  by  Avithholding  the  compensation  of  those 
who  fail  in  their  duty. 

The  police  officers,  or  many  of  them,  neglect  to  perform  duties 
plainly  set  forth  in  the  police  manual. 

This  Board  does  not  hesitate  to  declare  that  a  vast  number  of 
complaints  affecting  the  liA^es,  health,  comfort,  couA-'enieuce  and 
business  of  our  people  can  be  promptly  remedied,  if  those  upon 
Avhom  the  duty  rests,  under  the  laAV,  Aviil  take  the  same  pains  to 
apply  the  cure,  as  they  do  to  shirk  the  responsibility,  or  to  excuse 
the  offenders.  • 

It  is  to  be  remarked,  hoAvever,  that  notwithstanding  the  obsta¬ 
cles  thus  jAointed  out,  this  Association  has  by  steady  and  i^ersis- 
tent  efforts,  by  the  power  of  the  name  of  the  Association,  and  by 
the  cordial  support  of  almost  the  entire  press  of  the  city,  and  the 
moral  support  of  the  f)eople,  forced  at  the  hands  of  some  of  these 
very  reluctant  officials  the  abatement  of  very  many  public  high¬ 
way  grievances. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Directors  to  advise  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Citizens’  Association,  of  the  shameful  and  disgraceful 
state  of  the  streets  of  Philadelphia,  either  in  respect  to  their 
repair,  or  filthy  condition ;  such  as  Avould  be  tolerated  by  no  other 
city,  than  the  very  j)atient,  long  suffering  and  highAvay-taxed 
city  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Board  of  Health,  as  at  present  organized,  has  proven  to  be  a 
failure,  and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  in  our  judgment  it  is 
incompetent  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  it.  It  has  failed 
entirely  in  the  work  assigned  to  it,  of  having  the  streets  kept  clean. 
This  is  no  reflection  upon  the  character  of  its  members  as  indi¬ 
viduals,  for  in  the  first  place  the  Board  did  notask  to  haA^e  that 
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branch  of  municipal  business  committed  to  them,  and  in  the 
second  place,  they  are  unpaid  agents,  who  have  each  their  own 
affairs  to  attend  to,  and  can  scarcely  be  expected  to  give  gratui¬ 
tously  their  time  and  labor,  to  a  matter  which  requires  earnest  and 
unremitting  oversight.  They  have  failed  in  these  particulars  : 

1st.  They  have  drawn  their  contracts  in  terms  calculated  to 
allow  evasion.  The  contractors  are  required  to  keep  the  streets 
clean,  but  no  fixed  number  of  sweepings  (as  a  minimum)  for  each 
and  every  street,  is  called  for  by  the  contract.  Thus  it  is  left  to 
the  judgment  of  perhaps,  incompetent  and  possibly  interested  in- 
sjiectors,  to  judge  whether  the  contractors  have  done  their  duty. 

The  public  has  reason  to  be  much  dissatisfied  that  at  least  one 
contract  w'as  given  to  a  party  whose  warrant  had  been  refused 
the  signature  of  the  Mayor  for  failure  to  fulfill  a  former  contract. 

2d.  TheBoard  has  clearly  shoAvn  an  unwillingness  to  stop  thepay 
of  the  contractors,  for  neglect  of  duty,  and  to  annuli  contracts,  as 
will  be  instanced  by  the  correspondence  appended  hereto. 

3d.  Complaints  are  referred  to  an  inspector,  and  his  reports  are 
received  as  evidence,  irrespective  of  the  loud  complaints  of  citizens, 
the  daily  press,  and  of  this  Association. 

4th.  The  Board  of  Health  having  the  power  to  remove  the  oyster 
cart  nuisance,  has  failed  to  do  its  duty  in  that  respect— see  corres¬ 
pondence  appended. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  must  see  in  their  own  daily 
walks,  that  which  any  other  citizen  wfiio  is  not  blind  sees,  that 
there  are  streets  upon  which  the  sweeper  has  not  trod  for  months 
and  years — that  heaps  of  filth  are  stirred  up,  and  piled  in  regular 
succession,  only  to  be  again  scattered,  and  repiled  after  the  lapse 
of  weeks  or  months. 

That  the  sew^er  inlets  are  shamefully  foul — that  street  sweeiDing 
is  done  in  the  main  by  feeble  old  men,  who  have  not  the  power  to 
do  effective  work.  That  their  sweeping  is  not  cleansing,  but  a 
mere  top  surface  scraping. 

The  Board  of  Health  must  see,  as  every  one  else  does,  that  there 
is  but  little  uniformity,  system  and  regularity  in  street  cleansing 
— that  contractors  will  allow  month  after  month,  year  after  year,  to 
pass  in  certain  localities,  without  the  removal  of  a  single  load  of 
stieet  dirt. 

The  remedy  rests  with  the  Board,  it  is  in  their  hands,  and  they 
do  not  a2'>ply  it.  Let  the  contracts  be  so  made,  that  the  number  of 
times  each  street  is  to  be  cleansed,  be  clearly  defined.  Let  the 
p>enalty  be  forfeiture  of  the  contract  p)rice.  The  contractor  must 
be  held  to  an  iron  rule,  else  the  duty  of  the  Board  isnotxAerformed, 
and  the  i^ublic  purse  is  iilundered. 

The  following  correspondence  will  show  how  easilj"  contractors 
can  obtain  their  compensation  for  work  not  performed.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board,  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen: — You  will  remember  that  about  ten  days  ago,  in 
company  with  two  members  of  our  Association,  I  called  upon  you 
in  reference  to  the  shameful  neglect  of  duty  of  several  of  the  con¬ 
tractors  for  cleansing  the  streets. 

Two  of  your  members  visited  with  me,  next  day,  a  part  of  the 
city  which  has  been  most  often  complained  of,  to  wit:  Twelfth 
street,  from  Walnut  to  Wharton  street.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this 
street  has  been  suffered  to  be  in  a  disgracefully  filthy  condition, 
in  spite  of  very  numerous  complaints  to  your  Board,  and  also  that 
it  is,  on  this  very  day  in  pretty  much  the  same  state,  I  write  now 
to  ask,  very  respectfully,  on  the  part  of  this  Association,  if  it  is 
your  intention  to  pay  the  street  contractors  of  that  part  of  the  city 
their  usual  monthly  allowance  for  the  month  of  November. 

I  shall  be  obliged  to  you  if  you  will  send  an  early  reply  to  this 
inquiry,  as  I  iiresume  the  period  of  monthly  payment  is  close  at 
hand.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Health; 

Gentlemen: — Your  favor  of  the  9th  of  December,  1870,  in 
answer  to  ours  of  the  8th,  was  duly  received,  relating  to  contractors’ 
pay  for  November. 

On  the  26th  of  November  you  wrote  us  that  the  “  streets  com¬ 
plained  of  would  be  thoroughly  cleansed  before  the  contractor 
received  his  pay.” 

In  yours  of  the  9th  of  December,  you  state  that  the  “  contractors 
received  their  warrants  for  November,  the  streets  referred  to  in 
yours  having  been  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  that  the  inspector 
reported  them  in  good  condition  after  consulting  with  one  of  your 
active  members.  Dr.  Nebinger.” 

We  now  learn  from  Dr.  Nebinger,  that  the  district  spoken  of  to 
him,  by  your  inspector,  Gibson,  was  not  the  district  included  in 
our  complaints,  but  south  Second  street  below  Christian  stj  eet. 

We  now  repeat  that  many  of  the  streets  included  in  the  district 
by  us  complained  of  were  not  properly  cleaned  ;  in  fact,  some  of 
them  not  cleansed  at  all,  and  the  contractors  should  not  have 
received  their  pay  for  November.  Yours,  &c.,

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In  vieAV  of  the  absolute  necessity  for  a  better  observance  of  duty 
by  the  Board  of  Health,  tlie  oinnion  of  eminent  counsel  was  asked 
in  respect  to  the  method  of  compelling  the  performance  of  duty, 
George  W.  Biddle,  William  H.  Kawle,  and  Samuel  S.  Hollings- 
woith,  Esrp’s  furnished  the  Association  with  their  carefully 
written  opinion,  the  conclusion  of  which,  is  as  follows: 

ilieie  is  a  remedy  against  the  Board  of  Health,  for  neglect  of 
their  duty  by  indictment,  and  in  such  a  proceeding  it  would  only 
be  necessary  to  sliow  that  they  ha:!  not  complied  with  the  duties 
imposed  upon  them  by  the  Legislature.” 

In  as  much,  however,  as  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  had  already  declined  to  present  a  bill  to  the 
Grand  Jury  tor  the  reason  “that  it  is  only  in  certain  rare  and 
excciyfional  cases,  and  where  there  is  some  special  neccssitij,  that  a 
District  Attorney  is  legally  justifiable  in  sending  bills  of  indict¬ 
ment  to  a  Grand  .Jury  without  a  complaint  on  oath,  by  a  prosecu¬ 
tor,  without  a  preliminary  hearing  before  a  committing  magis¬ 
trate,”  and  in  as  much  as  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  refused  to  send 
an  indictment  against  a  railroad  company,  knowing  that,  under 
many  decisions  or  the  Sujireme  Court  of  Pennsylva.nia,  a  corpora¬ 
tion  could  be  indicted,  but  could  not  be  arrested,  and  hence  could 
not  be  given  a  preliminary  hearing  before  a  committing  magis¬ 
trate,  the  x\ssoeiation  could  not  expect  anything  but  a  refusal  to 
send  in  a  bill  of  indictment  against  the  Board  of  Health.  For  this 
reason  alone  the  Association  has  not  seen  lit,  for  the  present,  to 
take  the  measures  referred  to  by  the  legal  gentlemen  named. 

The  Association  regrets  that  an  indictment  is  the  only  remedy 
against  the  Board  of  Health  under  the  law  as  at  present  estab¬ 
lished,  especially  as  the  Grand  Jury  lias  since  presented  certain  of 
the  streets  as  public  nuisances,  in  words  following  : 

“  The  Grand  Jury  deem  it  a  duty  to  direct  ihe  attention  of  the 
honorable  court  to  the  condition  of  the  cobble-stone  paving  of  a 
number  of  the  principal  business  streets  of  the  city.  Market  street 
from  the  Delaware  to  the  Schuylkill,  furnishes  an  apt  illustration. 
The  pavement  of  this  great  business  thoroughfare,  over  which 
such  an  immense  amount  of  heavy  freight  is  continually  passing, 
is  a  disgrace  to  a  great  city  like  Philadelphia,  an  imposition  ujion 
taxpayers,  and  a  discredit  to  the  Commissioner  of  Highways.  The 
sidewalks  of  our  city  are  in  very  many  sections  deplorably  out  of 
repair  ;  loose  bricks  abound  ;  in  numberless  places  large  portions  of 
the  pavement  are  entirely  gone,  and  in  others  the  inequalities  of 
the  surface  render  them  almost  impassable  in  v/et  weather. 

“  The  jury  would  direct  attention  to  these  manifest  violations  of 
ordinances  and  dereliction  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  supervisors. 

“A  general  system  of  underground  drainage  for  all  w'aste  waters 
which  cross  pavements  is  suggested  by  the  jury.  The  filthy  con- 
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ditioii  of  many  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city  has  been  the 
subject  of  long  and  loud  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  citizens. 

“In  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Jury,  the  Board  of  Health  should 
insist  on  a  more  faithful  performance  of  the  obligations  assumed 
by  the  parties  who  have  contracted  to  keep  the  city  in  a  more 
cleanly  condition.” 

In  order  to  give  at  a  glance,  an  idea  of  the  many  kinds  of  ob¬ 
structions  and  highway  annoyances  which  have  been  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Association,  by  the  most  respectable  citizens, 
male  and  female,  during  the  past  year,  we  present  the  following  : 

Projecting  water-boxes  on  sidewalk,  most  dangerous  to  pedes¬ 
trians. 

Curbs  out  of  place. 

Carriage  blocks  out  of  place. 

Splashing  bricks. 

Broken  sidewalks. 

Tree  stumps. 

Dead  trees. 

Dangerous  trees  ready  to  fall. 

Locomotives  and  trains  standing  on  crossings  at  night. 

Neglect  in  removing  coal  ashes. 

Dangerous  railroad  crossings. 

Loose  boulders  in  streets  (about  1500  scattered  around,  in  one 
block). 

Sunken  street  excavations. 

Dirty  gutters  filled  with  filth,  to  level  of  curb. 

Ash  heaps  in  middle  of  street. 

Barrels  and  boxes  standing  in  front  of  stores  for  mouths. 

Derrick  poles  remaining  in  street  gutters  after  being  used. 

Cellar  doors  on  level  wnth  pavement  left  open  at  night. 

Trucks,  carts,  drays  and  soil  carts  standing  on  streets  day  and 
night. 

Granite  yard  obstructions  of  streets,  with  huge  blocks  for  years. 

Overflowing  sewers. 

Stable  drainage  into  streets. 

Dumping  of  new  rails  along  streets  and  in  gutters,  ■weeks  before 
being  used,  and  old  rails  allowed  to  remain  in  gutters  weeks  after 
being  taken  up. 

Lumber  piled  to  overhaiig  streets  at  board  yards.  ^ 

Sidewalks  obstructed  with  castings  at  machine  shops  for  years. 

Use  of  ashes  and  cellar  rubbish  in  repairing  and  paving  streets. 

Blasting  in  public  thoroughfares. 

Washington  avenue  between  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  streets, 
not  cleaned  for  five  years,  except  the  gutters ;  complaint  signed  by 
ten  respectable  citizens. 

Lumber  piled  on  footways. 

Tool  shed,  standing  in  Market  street  for  years. 
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Euts  along  side  of  rails  of  passenger  railroads. 

Iron  plates  out  of  place  at  street  crossings. 

Obstruction  of  sidewalk  in  front  of  furniture  stores. 

Bad  condition  of  Market  and  Broad  streets,  caused  by  the  re¬ 
moval  of  rails. 

Dangerous  condition  of  end  of  city  wharf  at  Chestnut  street, 
Schylkill,  three  thousand  dollars  having  been  recovered  lately 
from  the  city  by  damage  done  by  this  nuisance  to  a  vessel. 

Offal  in  streets  and  alleys,  filthy  alleys. 

Stagnant  water  in  gutters. 

Riulroad  snow-cars  blocking  up  streets. 

Useless  passenger  railroad  track  on  streets  never  used,  and  un¬ 
finished  for  months ;  instance  the  Locust  street  track,  from  Thir¬ 
teenth  to  Fifteenth  street. 

Condition  of  streets  in  front  of  buildings  in  progress,  material 
allowed  to  occupy  too  much  space — to  remain  after  building  is 
finished — blocking  up  gutters  and  allowing  filth  to  accumulate. 
Long  and  continued  nuisance,  caused  by  Twelfth  and  Sixteenth 
streets  Passenger  Railroad  Co.  dumping  rails  in  streets  and  taking 
up  cobble  stones,  virtually  blocking  up  the  streets  for  more  than  a 
year. 

Passenger  Railroad  Tool  houses  placed  in  the  streets  for  mouths 
when  out  of  use. 

Dangerous  stones  in  gutters. 

Trees  occupying  space  needed  by  pedestrians.  Spruce  street, 
above  Tenth,  a  remarkable  example,  a  tree  inclining  inwards  at  an 
angle  of  30°. 

Piles  of  manure  on  side  walks. 

Leaky  swill  carts,  scattering  swill  over  highways. 

Filthy  condition  of  hundreds  of  streets,  complained  of'by  hun¬ 
dreds  of  citizens. 

Imi:)assable  condition  of  Long  lane. 

Sidewalks  excavated  for  pavement,  and  filled  with  stagnant 
water  for  months. 

A  want  of  pavement  between  rails  of  Washington  avenue  from 
Broad  to  Swanson  streets. 

Length  and  close  connexions  of  Market  street  freight  trains  ob¬ 
structing  travel. 

Building  material,  plaster  boxes,  etc.,  remaining  in  streets  more 
than  a  year  after  the  houses  were  finished. 

Dangerous  condition  of  Broad  street,  near  and  at  Baltimore 
Depot. 

Dangerous  condition  of  entrance  to  Fairmount  Park,  Wissa- 
hickon  portion. 

Stretching  of  boulders  in  paving  streets,  bad  assortment  of 
boulders — too  large. 

Non-removal  of  culvert  and  paving  material  after  work  is  done. 
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Want  of  protection  to  iiedestrians  from  erection  and  tearing 
down  of  old  buildings. 

Slate  and  coal  dust  screenings  allowed  to  remain  in  streets  in 
front  of  coal  yards. 

Weccacoe  avenue  overflowed  three  months  of  each  year,  citizens 
must  use  boats  to  reach  their  houses. 

Deposit  of  fllth  and  garbage  on  vacant  lots,  most  offensive  in 
summer. 

Hog  pens  on  Wharton  street. 

Want  of  crossing  stones  all  over  the  city. 

Unnecessary  tree-hoxes  obstructing  sidewalks,  used  and  placed 
there  as  signs. 

Trees  two  feet  from  curb.  Walnut  street,  between  Seventh  and 
Eighth. 

Awning  posts  boxed  around  for  sign  boards. 

These  show  the  general  character  of  complaints,  and  will  serve 
to  satisfy  the  public  how  absolutely  necessary  it  is  to  have  a  new 
system  of  highway  management. 

The  state  of  Broad  street  needs  special  mention  ;  its  condition 
near  Eeed  street  was  such  as  to  forbid  travel  upon  it.  This  lasted 
for  years.  The  attention  of  Councils  had  been  called  to  it,  over 
and  over  again,  by  the  public  press,  and  by  its  own  members. 
An  excuse  was  given  that  the  Baltimore  Railroad  had  its  tracks 
there,  but  no  effort  was  made,  that  we  know  of,  to  comjDel  that 
company  to  repair.  This  nuisance  had  existed  for  years  to  the 
greatest  inconvenience  to  the  i^nblic,  and  to  the  damage  of  pro¬ 
perty  in  the  district. 

The  follownug  comi^laints  are  also  submitted  to  the  members  of 
the  Association  : — 

“  To  the  slovenly  and  insufficient  mode  of  attempting  to  clean 
our  streets,  which  is  done  hut  once  in  a  long  while.  The  operation 
consists  in  slowly  scraping  the  dirt  together  into  heaps,  and  then 
one  or  two  or  more  days  later  a  few  carts  come  to  haul  away  what 
has  not  in  the  mean  time  been  scattered  again  all  over  the  street — 
for  instance,  I  state  that  south  Twelfth  street,  between  Fitzwater 
and  Catharine  streets,  was  thus  scraijed  late  on  Thui’sday,  P.  M. 
(26th  of  April)  the  dirt  was  partially  hauled  away  this  afternoon, 
(April  27)  and  some  of  the  heaps  still  remain.  (See  junction  of 
Twelfth  and  Fulton  streets.) 

“A  quantity  of  railway  bars  have  been  dumped  down  upon 
Twelfth  street  along  its  southern  extremity  up  to  Shijjpen  street, 
ever  since  October  of  last  year,  said  to  belong  to  the  Twelfth  and 
Sixteenth  Streets  Railway  Co.,  which  company,  however,  seems 
to  have  exhausted  itself  u^^on  the  feeble  effort  at  building  the  pro¬ 
jected  road,  as  the  iron  still  remains  as  a  public  nuisance  all  along 
in  front  of  our  dwellings,  preventing  carriages  from  being  driven 
close  to  the  curb  stone,  where  i^ersons  wish  to  descend  from,  or 
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enter  their  carriage,  and  compelling  them  to  clamber  over  said 
rails  into  the  street  in  order  to  reach  them. 

“  I  have  made  inquiry,  but  cannot  find  that  there  is  a  company 
like  the  Twelfth  and  Sixteenth  Streets  Railroad  Co.,  organized,  or 
located  in  any  office  in  this  city,  where  complaint  could  be 
brought,  or  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance  could  be  enforced. 

“I  would,  therefore,  for  my  neigiibors  and  myself  beg  that  you 
would  take  such  measures,  as  will  modify  our  first  complaint,  and 
remove  the  cause  of  our  second.” 

North  side  of  Market  street,  above  Darby  road.  West  Philadel- 
pliia,  a  stone  cutter’s  saw,  worked  in  the  street,  which  yesterday 

frightened  Mr. - ’s  horse,  causing  him  to  wheel  round  and 

fall  on  his  rider,  severely  hurting  him. 

Stone  slabs  at  this  point,  obstructing  the  street. 

On  south  Broad  street  below  Ree<l,  east  side,  on  the  open  lot, 
there  are  thousands  of  cart  loads  of  rotting  manure,  street  dirt  and 
filth,  the  stench  from  which,  to  persons  jmssiug  up  and  down 
Broad  street,  is  almost  intolerable. 

“We  beg  to  call  your  especial  attention  to  the  bad  condition  of 
Delaware  avenue,  north  of  Shippen  street. 

In  I'.Iay  of  last  year,  the  city  authorities  ordered  the  owners  of 
wharf  property  in  that  vicinity  to  raise  the  bulk  heads  of  the 
wharves  preparatory  to  a  repaving  of  that  portion  of  the  avenue. 
This  was  promptly  complied  wdth,  and  the  avenue  was  rej^aved 
with  Belgian  blocks,  from  Almond  street  north  to  the  south  side 
of  yiiippen  street,  the  grade  at  that  point  having  been  raised  about 
twelve  inches. 

Then  the  paving  v/as  stopped,  and  dirt  and  rubbish  were  clumped 
on  the  old  cobble-stone  pavement  of  the  avenue  at  the  foot  of  Ship- 
pen  street. 

Occasionally  portions  of  the  old  pavement  were  torn  up,  and 
the  cobble-stones  carted  away. 

The  inlets  at  tlie  corner  of  the  street  became  choked  and  over¬ 
flowed  carrying  a  great  portion  of  the  dirt  and  rubbish  into  the  dock. 
Belgian  blocks  were  brought  there  in  the  fall,  ostensibly  for  the 
purpose  of  finishing  the  repaving  of  South  street,  but  they  were 
afterwards  removed. 

This  state  of  affairs  continues,  only  in  a  more  aggravated  form, 
as  the  constant  travel  along  the  avenue  has  cut  up  tkat  i)ortiou  of 
it,  until  it  is  now  almost  impassable. 

Also,  Belgian  blocks  have  again  been  brought  there,  and  piled 
in  such  a  manner  that  the  width  of  the  avenue  at  that  point  has 
been  reduced  to  about  15  feet. 

Although  it  was  stated  that  this  i^ortion  of  Delaware  avenue 
could  not  be  jjaved  between  December  1st  and  April  1st,  without 
trespassing  upon  the  law,  yet  Almond  street,  between  Delaware 
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avenue  and  Front  street,  was  paved  during  December  and  Janu¬ 
ary  last. 

The  Board  of  Health  at  one  time  had  the  street  cleaned,  but  that 
is  all  the  relief  that  has  yet  been  granted. 

We  think  that  this  is  a  matter  worthy  of  your  immediate  con¬ 
sideration,  as  the  business  interests  in  that  neighborhood  are  in¬ 
jured  thereby. 

The  Commissioner  of  Highways,  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  have  been  noti¬ 
fied,  and  we  have  conchided,  as  a  last  resort,  to  ask  your  interpo¬ 
sition  in  the  matter,  asking  that  the  true  cause  of  the  delay  may 
be  shown,  and  the  relief  that  is  needed  granted.” 

The  Mayor  of  the  city,  upon  application  of  the  Association,  early 
gave  orders  that  every  proper  respect  should  be  paid  by  the  po>lice 
of  the  city  to  the  complaints  of  the  Association,  and  to  aid,  by  all 
means  within  the  scope  of  their  authority,  in  enforcing  the  laws 
of  the  State,  and  ordinances  of  the  city. 

To  a  limited  extent  the  orders  of  the  Mayor,  in  this  respect,  were 
complied  with,  but  it  was  easy  to  perceive  that  the  orders  were 
distasteful,  and  would  only  be  obeyed  where  a  watchful  eye  was 
kept  over  the  police. 

The  Manual  of  the  police  is  very  clear  in  the  requirement  to 
report  nuisances,  etc.,  to  the  lieutenants  of  the  respective  districts, 
and  to  the  central  station;  but  to  a  large  extent  it  has  become  a  dead 
letter.  The  police  regularly  and  persistently  neglect  their  pre¬ 
scribed  duties,  and  some  of  them  deny  having  seen  a  Manual,  or 
knowing  of  its  existence.  The  complaints  made  bj"  the  Associa¬ 
tion  to  the  police  were  such  as  wtre  embraced  in  the  Manual. 

It  was  found  useless  to  expect  much  aid  from  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  Association,  however,  has  found  in  the  high  consta¬ 
bles  of  the  city  a  very  ready  help.  With  their  services  many  of 
the  reported  complaints  have  been  remedied. 

It  may  be  truly  said  that  in  the  Department  of  Highways  there 
rests,  under  the  laws  and  ordinances,  more  power  to  correct  abuses 
in  the  matter  of  repairs  and  construction  of  streets,  etc.,  than  any 
where  else,  and  it  is  but  j  ust  to  say  of  that  department,  that  valu¬ 
able  aid  has  been  given  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  Still,  many  complaints  have  been  uucared  for,  and  gross 
violations  of  laws  and  ordinances  are  of  daily  occurrence,  which 
it  is  incumbent  on  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  remedy  when 
they  have  the  funds  for  the  purpose. 

The  Association  submits  to  the  public  its  convictions,  after  one 
year’s  most  careful  observation  of  the  condition  of  the  highways, 
that  the  streets  of  Philadelphia  have  grown  worse  and  worse  from 
year  to  year,  that  there  is  no  proper,  careful,  scientific  inspection,  or 
skill  used,  in  either  the  construction,  or  in  the  repair  of  the  same. 
That  public  money  is  recklessly  expended  in  street  paving  and 
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repairing;  and  that  contracts  are  drawn  in  the  most  inefficient 
manner.  That  there  seems  to  be  in  every  direction,  on  the  part  of 
the  hosts  of  public  contractors,  a  determination  to  do  public  work 
in  the  most  careless  and  worthless  manner  for  the  largest  amount 
of  money  which  can  be  obtained.  One  contractor  has  gone  so  far 
as  to  aver  that  the  more  wretchedly  the  work  was  done,  the 
sooner  there  would  be  a  new  contract  for  repair. 

It  is  said  with  great  truth  that  the  giving  out  of  contracts  for 
street  paving  is  by  the  imperative  direction  of  special  ordinance, 
and  that  the  commissioners  have  no  choice  in  the  selection  of  con¬ 
tractors,  but  the  same  rests  with  owners  of  i^roperty  exclusively, 
who  are  apt  to  select  the  cheapest  men. 

Justice  demands  that,  so  long  as  the  present  highway  depart¬ 
ment  holds  i)ower,  the  Commissioners,  having  fearful  responsi¬ 
bilities  imposed  upon  them,  should  have  the  means  at  command 
■wherewith  to  remedy  the  existing  evils  ;  that  they  should  have 
a  sufficient  inspective  force  and  adequate  power. 

We  have  reason  to  believe,  that  by  reason  of  the  want  of  these 
essential  elements,  the  Commissioners  of  Highways  are  to  a  large 
extent  retarded  and  liindered  in  the  iierforinance  of  their  duties. 

The  department  has  not  the  inspective  force  absolutely  de¬ 
manded,  nor  has  it  the  means  at  hand  to  keep  900  miles  of  the 
paved  streets  of  Philadelphia  in  that  state  of  repair  which  our 
people  have  the  right  to  expect.  The  one  hundred  and  ten  thou- 
and  dollars  appropriated  for  repairing  the  paved  streets,  and  the 
forty  thousand  dollars  appropriated  for  county  roads  are  not  suffi¬ 
cient. 

The  attention  of  the  Association  was  early  called  to  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  streets  occupied  by  i^assenger  railway  companies, 
■R’hicli  were  required  by  law  to  keej^  the  streets  in  i^roper  order 
and  repair. 

It  was  evident  that  the  several  railway  corporations  had  disre¬ 
garded  the  law,  by  neglecting  its  plainest  requirements. 

Notification  of  hundreds  of  causes  of  complaint  were  duly  given 
from  time  to  time  to  the  officers  of  the  respective  companies,  with¬ 
out  the  desired  result. 

The  late  solicitor  of  the  Association,  the  present  able  assistant 
Prosecuting  Attorney  of  this  City  (IMr.  Hagert)  having  examined 
the  law  bearing  upon  the  remedies, gave  his  opinion  as  follows: 

“  I  know  of  no  process  by  which  a  corporation  can  be  compelled 
to  appear  before  an  Alderman  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  on  a  crimi¬ 
nal  charge ;  and  until  indictment,  found  in  a  competent  Court 
tvitli  common  law  pjowers  to  compel  such  appearance,  no  trial  or 
judgment  can  be  had. 

“This  indictment  may  be  had  upon  a  previous  presentment  by 
the  Grand  Jury,  or  by  a  bill  submitted  by  the  District  Attorney, 
if  in  his  judgment  the  case  shall  require  the  exercise  of  the  extra- 
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ordinary  power  vested  in  him  to  submit  bills  without  a  prelimi¬ 
nary  hearing  before  a  magistrate." 

Finding  it  impossible  thus  to  arrest  a  corporation,  under  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  Hagert,  the  Association  caused  careful  surveys  to 
be  made  of  all  the  streets  occupied  by  the  passenger  railroad  com¬ 
panies.  The  result  of  these  surveys  appears  in  the  complaint 
register  forming  a  part  of  this  report. 

This  was  done  in  order  to  bring  the  attention  of  the  proper 
court  to  the  subject,  with  the  reasonable  exirectation,  that  the 
court  would  refer  the  matter  to  the  Grand  Jury,  in  the  case  of  a 
single  company,  as  a  test  case. 

This  hope  was  indulged  in  under  the  advice  of  the  solicitor ; 
and  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  a  case  of  indnitely  less  magnitude 
had  within  a  few  months,  been  so  referred  by  the  same  court, 
affecting  merely  a  small  locality. 

The  Association  believed  the  neglect  of  the  railroad  companies 
to  repair  the  streets  presented  one  of  those  extraordinary  cases 
which  required  the  exercise  of  the  extraordinary  powers  of  the 
court. 

The  application  was  rejected,  and  the  court  pointed  out  several 
methods  of  redress,  which  were  not  pursued,  because  we  then  be¬ 
lieved  them  and  still  believe  them  to  be  impracticable. 

Following,  however,  the  intimations  of  the  court,  and  under  the 
advice  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Association,  an  official  communica¬ 
tion  was  made  to  the  present  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the  County, 
covering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  and  a  copy  of  the  complaint 
against  one  of  the  companies  referred  to. 

This  corporation  was  selected,  not  because  it  had  in  any  greater 
degree  than  others  failed  to  comply  with  the  law,  but,  because 
under  its  charter  and  the  law,  there  w’as  less  ambiguity. 

The  correspondence  between  the  Association  and  the  Prosecu¬ 
ting  Attorney  is  appended  hereto  and  speaks  for  itself. 

We  feel  it  due  to  the  community  to  publish  the  correspondence, 
in  order  to  show  how  unavailing  our  efforts  have  been  to  obtain 
redress  through  a  jury. 

The  efforts  of  the  Association  having  thus  proved  fruitless,  the 
Association  felt  its  utter  want  of  redress  for  flagrant  violation  of 
law. 

The  complaints,  however,  which  were  thus  made  to  the  court, 
and  to  the  prosecuting  attorney,  were  forwarded  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  to  the  several  companies. 

By  this  time  the  proceedings  had  attracted  marked  attention, 
and  the  efforts  of  the  Association  in  behalf  of  the  common  weal 
called  forth  great  public  sympath3^  Under  the  stress  of  irublic 
indignation,  the  companies  soon  busied  themselves  in  the  work 
of  repair,  and  although  even  now,  many  of  the  streets  oc- 
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cnpied  by  them  are  in  a  wretched  condition  —  nevertheless  a 
large  proportion  of  the  complaints  were  soon  remedied  by  the 
companies.  * 

The  Inspector  rejiorts  624  complaints  against  the  passenger  rail¬ 
roads  ;  of  these  re-snrveys  show  that  524  have  been  remedied. 
How  much  of  the  credit  of  this  result  belongs  to  the  Association, 
is  not  for  us  to  say,  or  in  our  power  to  calculate.  Tlie  facts  are  as 
stated.  It  is  just,  however,  to  remark,  that  veiy  manj’^  of  the 
complaints  referred  to,  ought  Jiot  in  equity  and  fairness  be  reme¬ 
died  by  the  railroad  companies.  It  is  not  unfrequent  that  a  street 
in  perfect  order  is  torn  up  by  a  builder  for  a  sewer,  gas  or  water  at¬ 
tachment;  the  relaying  of  the  pavement  belongs  to  the  city,  and  is 
paid  for  three  times  over  in  the  license  charge.  The  hole  is  tilled 
up,  cobble  stones  laid  on  earth,  clay,  ashes,  rubbish  or  sand;  in  a 
week  or  more  there  is  a  deep  hole  from  curb  to  the  centre  of  the 
street,  which  the  passenger  railroad  company  is  called  on  to  re¬ 
pair,  not  caused  in  any  degree  by  the  ordinary  travel,  but  by  the 
unskilful  manner  of  doing  the  work  by  the  city  workmen. 

The  following  table  shows  the  complaints  made  against  the 
several  passenger  railroad  companies,  and  indicates  how  far  the 
same  have  been  remedied  by  them.

Before  the  adjournment  of 

Councils 

during 

the 

summer. 

the  directors  presented  under  their  official  signatures  a  memorial 
to  Councils  in  respect  to  the  shameful  manner  of  repair  and 
construction  of  the  streets  of  Philadelphia,  together  with  two 
ordinances  which,  it  was  believed,  would  to  a  large  extent,  be 
beneficial  in  the  premises. 
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The  following  are  copies  of  the  memorial  and  ordinances; — 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadcljihia: 

“  The  Citizens’  Association  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Streets 
and  Hoads  of  Philadelphia,”  composed  of  many  hundreds  of  mem¬ 
bers,  by  its  Officers  and  Directors,  respectfully  represents  to  your 
Honorable  Bodies : 

That  there  has  not  been  heretofore  that  active,  efficient  and 
uniform  inspection  of  the  work  done,  and  of  the  material  used 
upon  and  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  the  highways  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  which  its  true  interests  demands.  That  the 
contractors  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  highways  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  want  of  such  proper  inspection,  and  have 
shamefully  disregarded  the  public  interests,  as  well  as  the  spirit 
and  the  letter  of  their  contracts,  thus  entailing  heavy  expenses 
upon  the  city,  and  serious  losses  upon  our  citizens.  Tnat  by  rea¬ 
son  of  the  want  of  such  inspection,  the  material  used  in  the  con¬ 
struction  and  repair  aforesaid  has  been  largely  untit  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  and  the  work  has  been  done  in  the  most  inefficient  manner 
tStreets  newly  paved,  and  streets  repaved,  have  in  one  year  been 
unfit  for  ti’avel  the  next.  That  the  practice  of  ''stretching”  cobble¬ 
stones  has  been  very  common.  That  the  stones  are  too  frequently 
pitched  into  position.  That  too  often  no  gravel  is  used  at  ail,  and 
rarely  of  the  depth  required  by  ordinance.  That  ashes  have  been 
used  in  violation  of  law,  and  w'ithout  being  screened,  mixed  wdth 
cellar  rubbage,  and  even  at  the  date  of  this  memorial,  a  part  of 
Federal  street  is  being  paved  between  Sewnteenth  and  Fight- 
eenth  streets,  without  curb.  That  this  street  has  been  repaved 
several  times  within  the  past  few  years,  and  is  now  being  repaved 
upon  a  mud  base  at  the  expense  of  tax-payers.  That  gutters 
generally  have  been  constructed  in  a  manner  dangerous  to  travel 
and  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  city.  That  under  their  present 
mode  of  construction,  filth  accumulates  therein,  and  cannot 
readily  be  cleansed  by  the  washing  of  rains  or  by  those  whose 
duty  it  is  to  cleair  the  streets.  That  the  streets  of  Philadelphia 
are  too  narrow’  to  justify  the  loss  of  space  devoted  exclusively  to 
dangerous,  unclean  and  almost  useless  gutters,  such  as  will  always 
exist  so  long  as  the  w'retched  system  of  paving  with  cobble-stones 
is  continued. 

Your  memorialists  have  taken  into  careful  consideration  the 
subject  of  cobble-stone  paving,  and  do  not  hesitate  to  jrro- 
nouuce  such  paving  as  dangerous  to  travel,  and  injurious  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  business  of  Philadelphia.  To  the  use  of  cob¬ 
ble-stone  pavements  do  W8  largely  attribute  the  filtby  condition 
of  our  streets;  and  although  perhaps  chea]jer  in  the  beginning, 
they  prove  iulinitely  more  costly  in  the  end.  ask  that  the  use 
of  cobble-stones  in  the  construction,  renewal  and  repaving  of  all 
streets  and  cartways  of  twenty-six  feet  and  upwards  in  width,  be 
prohibited  by  ordinance. 

Your  petitioners  also  represent  that  citizens  havm  been  ordered 
to  grade,  pave  and  curb  sidew’alks,  before  there  has  been  any  plan 
of  grades  confirmed.  That  they  have  been  ordered  to  do  so  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  confirmed  plan  of  the  city,  before  the  street  has 
been  regularly  and  lawfully  oj^iened  or  wTdened  by  process  of  lawn 
That  the  railway  companies  utterly  disregard  their  charters,  and 
the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in 
violation  of  the  recent  wise  and  salutary  ordinance  of  your  Honor¬ 
able  Bodies,  the  Chestnut  and  Walnut  Street  Eailway  Company, 
at  the  date  of  this  memorial,  is  using  ashes  in  the  repair  of  the 
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streets  between  their  tracks,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given 
to  the  Cliief  Commissioner  of  Highways.  Your  memorialists 
furtlier  re])resent  that  the  records  of  the  Citizens’  Association  show, 
that  the  citizens  from  all  sections  of  the  city  are  pouring  in  daily 
well-founded  complaints  of  the  shameful  condition  of  the  high¬ 
ways  of  Philadel]diia.  That  these  complaints  are  invariably  ex¬ 
amined  by  a  careful  inspector,  and  then  a  formal  notice  given  to 
the  proper  authorities.  When  the  comjtlaint  is  against  private 
citizens,  they  have  upon  notice  in  most  cases  remedied  the  evils 
complained  of. 

Your  memorialists  respectfully  submit  that  there  is  a  great  want 
of  skill  and  scieutitic  care  paid  to  the  construction  and  repair  of 
our  highways,  and  this  is  evinced  in  the  want  of  specifications, 
and  in  the  execution  of  the  work.  That  the  inspection  during  the 
progress  of  the  work  should  be  in  the  hands  of  careful  and  com¬ 
petent  civil  engineers,  and  under  the  care  of  the  Department  of 
yurveys,  whose  chief  officer  and  Surveyors  have  been  placed  in 
office  by  reason  of  their  education  as  civil  engineers.  In  this  re- 
sjiect  do  the  ordinances  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
memorialists,  rerpiire  alteration. 

Your  memorialists  have  caused  two  ordinances  to  be  prepared, 
and  submit  herewith,  which  it  is  believed  will,  to  some  extent, 
remedy  the  evils  complained  of,  and  we  respectfully  ask  that  they 
may  be  enacted  by  your  Honorable  Bodies.  Y^our  memorialists 
beg'  leave  to  submit  a  ix-tition  lately  made  to  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  ami  the  complaints  in  its  support,  against  the  several 
passenger  railway  companies,  with  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
thereon,  and  we  ask  that  Councils  shall  order  lawful  action 
thereon. 

Your  memorialists  refer  with  deep  regret  to  the  fact,  that  the 
community  at  large  is  dissatisfied  with  the  manner  in  whieh  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  relating 
to  the  public  highways  are  executed  by  those  upon  whom  the 
duty  falls,  and  w'e,  on  behalf  of  our  citizens,  now  appeal  to  you  as 
the  legislators  of  our  city,  to  take  immediate  and  efficient  action 
in  the  2)remises  and  we  will  ever  pray.

AN  ORDINANCE. 

To  pi-ovi<le  for  the  adequate  Inspection  of  the  work  .and  material  done  and 
furnished  on  and  in  the  Construction,  Paving  and  Repaving  of  the  Street* 
etc.,  of  Philadeiphia. 

Section  1. —  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordctin,  That  every  contract  which  may  be  here¬ 
after  entered  into,  witli,  for,  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  having  relation  to  the  cfmstruction,  paving  or  repaving  of 
any  street,  road,  lane,  alley,  or  other  highway  of  the  said  city,  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  contain  the  following  clause,  viz.:  “The 
payment  or  payments  for  the  work  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  made, 
become  due  or  demandable,  until  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur¬ 
veyor  of  the  City  of  Philadeljihia  shall  certify  on  the  bill  or  bills 
for  the  said  work,  that  this  contract  has  been  fully  and  strictly 
performed,  in  all  particulars,  on  the  jiart  of  the  contractor,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  specifications.” 

Sect.  2.  That  the  specifications  which  may  form  part  of  every 
contract  aforesaid,  shall  be  prepared  by  the  said  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  or  ordinances  which 
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are  now  or  shall  be  hereafter  enacted,  and  shall  be  endorsed  as 
prepared  by  him. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  aforesaid,  shall 
cause  a  constant,  regular,  thorough  and  efficient  inspection  to  be 
made  of  all  work  hereafter  to  be  done,  and  of  all  material  to  be 
used  in,  upon  and  about  the  construction,  paving,  repaving 
and  repairing  of  every  street,  road,  lane,  alley,  or  other  high¬ 
way  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  every  part  thereof,  underand 
by  virtue  of  every  contract  which  shall  be  hereafter  made,  in  re¬ 
lation  thereto,  by,  with,  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  4.  That  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  three  competent  civil  engineers,  at  salarijs  at 
the  rate  of  $1800  per  annum,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  him 
under  his  direction,  in  the  inspection  duties  provided  by  this  or¬ 
dinance,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  5.  That  every  contract  which  shall  hereafter  be  made 
with  any  contractor,  by,  for,  or  on  account  of,  or  by  the  authority 
of  the  City  of  Phiiadelphia,  for  any  of  the  work  or  material  upon 
the  construction,  paving,  repaving  or  repairing  of  any  street,  alley, 
road,  lane,  or  other  highway  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  or  of  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  of  which  shall  be  given  to 
the  contractor,  one  retained  by  the  city,  and  the  other  forwarded 
by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  the  said  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  and  Surveyor,  on  the  day  of  its  execution,  to  be  and  remain 
a  public  record  in  the  Department  of  Surveys. 

AN  ORDINANCE. 

To  prevent  the  further  use  of  Cobble-stones  In  the  Construction,  Paving  and 
Repaving  of  certain  streets  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  contract  to  be  made  by  or  for 
the  City  of  Philadeliihia,  for  the  paving  or  repaving  of  any  street 
or  other  highway,  or  any  part  thereof,  whose  cartway  is  of  the 
width  of  twenty-six  feet  and  upwards,  with  cobble-stones. 

During  the  year  nearly  10,000  citizens,  acting  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Association,  memorialized  Councils  in  respect  to  the  re¬ 
paving  of  Broad  and  other  streets  in  the  following  language  : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 

Philadelphia : 

The  petition  of  the  undersigned  citizens  of  all  the  wards  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  respectfully  represent: 

That  the  highways  of  Philadelphia  giving  access  to  the  city  from 
the  north,  south  and  west,  are  in  wretched  order  and  condition,  to 
the  detriment  of  the  best  interests  of  the  business  of  Philadelphia. 

That  Broad  street,  by  its  geographical  position  and  its  width,  is 
destined  to  become  the  great  thoroughfare  of  the  city,  north  and 
south,  and  that  Chestnut,  Market  and  Callowhill  streets  are  the 
main  entrances  from  the  west. 

That  these  streets  ought  to  be  at  once  newly  paved,  at  public 
expense,  with  the  most  desirable  materials,  and  in  the  most  sub¬ 
stantial  and  durable  manner,  by  men  who  will  do  the  work  well 
and  faithfully.  The  condition  of  the  streets  named  is,  in  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  undersigned,  a  disgrace  to  the  good  name  of  our  city. 

Therefore,  we,  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  who  with  others  under 
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Uie  autliority  of  law,  have  heretofoi'e  oomniitted  the  management 
of  our  highways  into  your  hands,  now  call  upon  you  to  remedy 
the  evils  comjilained  of.  We  do  this  respectfully  and  we  do  it 
earnestly,  on  the  !)rinciple  that  constituents  have  the  right  to  de- 
jnand  the  remedy  ot  grievances  at  the  hands  of  its  representatives 
in  all  lialls  ot  legislation. 

These  memorials  were  duly  presented  to  Councils,  referred 
to  committees,  and  still  slumber  in  committee  rooms.  This  is, 
perhaps,  the  fate  of  most  petitions.  Citizens  have  the  right  to 
|)resent  memorials,  and  their  chosen  legisl.ators  have  no  right  to 
spurn  with  silent  contempt  the  express  wishes  of  the  people. 
This  Associatioii  entertains  the  belief  that  the  present  condition 
of  the  streets  is  not  so  much  owing  to  the  travel  upon  the  same, 'as 
:t  is  to  the  want  of  proper  scientific  care  and  inspection  in  the 
construction  thereof.  In  order  to  remedy  this  diliieulty  in  the 
future,  the  ordinances  were  submitted. 

In  coiiclusion  the  Directors  h.ave  to  report  that  the  streets  of 
Thiladelphia  are  kept  dirty— that  they  are  badly  paved,  repaved 
and  repaired— that  obstructions  are  allowed  by  the  authorities  to 
remain  on  the  highways,  sometimes  occasioning  loss  of  life,  and 
that  the  public  is  taxed,  the  rich  and  poor,  in  due  degree,  to  pay  a 
horde  of  contractors  for  that  which  they  do  not  receive.  The  doc¬ 
trine  that  for  every  wrong  there  is  a  legal  remedy,  we  find  to  be 
i)eautiful  in  theory,  but  absurd  in  practical  operation  at  present. 

We  believe  that  the  Board  of  Health  should  be  at  once  reorgan¬ 
ized,  or  the  street  cleaning  duty  should  be  taken  out  of  its  jurisdic¬ 
tion  ;  and,  wherever  it  may  be  placed,  that  inspectors  shall  be 
appointed  who  will  be  held  to  the  most  stringent  liability,  under 
bonds,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  duty. 

W^e  believe  also,  and  recommend,  that  the  ordinances  hereto¬ 
fore  referred  to  should  be  enacted  by  the  Legislature,  and  thus,  to 
a  large  extent,  may  many  abuses  be  corrected. 

Your  Directors  have  to  submit  that,  if  the  Association  is  to  eon- 
tiime  its  usefulness  with  greater  results,  there  should  he  in  the 
treasury  ample  means  to  meet  its  expenses.  It  is  therefore  sug¬ 
gested  that  each  member  shall  send  to  the  office  of  the  Association 
the  name  of  a  new  member.  The  Board  of  Directors  have  felt 
cramped  in  their  operations  throughout  the  year  for  want  of  that 
liberal  iiatronage  which  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  those  who  are  willing  to  contribute  their  time 
to  gratuitous  public  service,  shall  be  properly  sustained. 

The  account  of  the  Treasurer,  which  has  been  duly  audited  and 
found  correct,  is  herewith  j^resented. 

The  foregoing  gives  the  experience  of  the  first  year  of  the  organ¬ 
ization,  and  it  is  hoped  the  second  may  be  even  more  productive 
of  good  results.

Gentlemen  You  will  remember  that  about  ten  days  ago,  in 
company  with  two  members  of  our  Association,  I  called  upon  you 
in  reference  to  the  shameful  neglect  of  duty  of  several  of  the  con¬ 
tractors  for  cleansing  the  streets.  Two  of  your  members  next  day 
visited  with  me  a  part  of  the  city  which  has  been  most  often  com¬ 
plained  of,  to  wit;  Twellth  street  from  Walnut  to  Wharton  street. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  that  this  street  has  been  suffered  to  be  in  a 
disgracefully  filthy  condition,  in  spite  of  very  numerous  com¬ 
plaints  to  your  Board,  and  also,  that  it  is,  on  this  very  day  in 
pretty  much  the  same  state,  I  write  now  to  ask,  very  respectfully, 
on  the  part  of  this  Association,  if  it  is  your  intention  to  pay  the 
street  contractors  of  that  part  of  the  city  their  usual  monthly 
allowance  for  the  month  of  November.

Sir: — Yours  of  the  7th  is  received.  I  feel  called  upon  to  say, 
that  failing  to  receive  a  response  to  either  of  my  lettei’s,  one  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Citizens’  Association  at  my  instance,  saw  our  soli¬ 
citor,  Mr.  Hagert,  who  could  give  no  satisfactory  reason  why  you 
failed  to  respond,  except  that  fora  brief  period  you  had  mislaid 
my  first  letter. 

I  have  great  reason  to  complain  of  a  breach  by  you  of  that  cour¬ 
tesy,  which  is  due  to  any  one  who  writes  a  respectful  communi¬ 
cation. 

I  do  not  consider  that  my  notes  or  either  of  them  were  “rude  or 
uncivil.”  I  addressed  you  a  respectful  official  note — you  failed  to 
respond.

Samuel  B.  Thomas,  Esq.,  Pres’t  of  the  Citizens’  Association. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter,  enclosing  a  report  by  your  inspec¬ 
tor  of  the  streets  occupied  by  the  Union  Passenger  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  together  with  a  copy  of  an  opinion  of  tlie  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  delivered  by  his  honor  Judge  Paxson.  Your  letter  also 
contains  the  two  following  resolutions: 

^'Resolved,  That  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  be  requested  to  send 
in  to  the  Grand  Jury  a  bill  of  indictment  against  the  Union 
Passenger  Railway  Company  for  maintaining  the  nuisances  set 
forth  in  said  report. 

'^Resolved,  That  the  District  Attorney  be  informed  that  this  As¬ 
sociation  will  produce  before  the  Grand  Jury  when  required,  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  truthfulness  of  the  fants  set  forth  in  said  report.” 

In  reply,  I  have  to  say,  tliat  it  is  only  in  certain  rare  and  excep¬ 
tional  cases,  and  where  there  is  some  special  necessity,  that  a  dis¬ 
trict  attorney  is  legally  justifiable,  in  sending  a  bill  of  indictment 
to  a  grand  jury,  without  a  complaint  on  oath  by  a  prosecutor,  and 
a  preliminary  hearing  before  a  committing  magistrate.  As  your 
letter  does  not  allege  or  even  intimate  the  slightest  reason  what¬ 
ever  for  departing  from  the  usual  course,  I  would  be  unwarranted 
in  doing  so.  Until  it  shall  appear  that  the  ordinary  remedies  are 
insufficient,  it  would  be  an  arbitrary  act  on  my  part  to  deprive  a 
defendant  of  his  rights,  simply  on  the  request  of  a  single  citizen, 
or  of  a  body  of  citizens,  however  respectable. 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  court  originates  inquiries 
are  fully  indicated  in  the  aide  opinion  above  referred  to,  and  the 
same  general  principles  apply  to  the  district  attorney.  The  court 
has  expressly  said  ‘‘  it  is  still  difficult  to  see  why  a  criminal  prose¬ 
cution  against  these  companies,  if  commenced  at  all,  should  not  be 
commenced  in  the  usual  manner." 

As  your  communication  does  not  suggest  any  inadequacy  in 
the  usual  manner,  I  must  decline  to  adopt  an  extraordinary  one.

Projeetinsr  water  boxes,  Nos.  704,  714,  812,  905,  900,  907,  909,  916, 
1026,  1104, 1128, 1210, 1208,  1220,  1230,  1314,  1402, 14o4,  1400, 1418  Wal¬ 
nut  Street. 

Prujecting  water-box,  curb  and  carriage  block  out  of  place,  No. 
1221  Walnut  Street. 

Northwest  corner  of  11th  and  Walnut  Streets,  a  granite  block 
reiuaiiiing  on  sidewalk. 

Southwest  corner  of  10th  and  Walnut  streets,  seven  large  tree- 
stumps  on  sidewalk. 

Holes  in  the  street  pavement  endangering  horses  and  carriages, 
corner  of  Walnut  and  21st  streets,  Walnut  and  5tli  streets,  isth 
street  above  Spruce,  Chestnut  and  30th  streets.  Filbert  below  20th 
street,  Spruce  and  16th  street,  Walnut  above  12th  street,  and  19th 
below  Chestnut. 

The  Locomotive  freight  trains  of  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road 
Company'  remain  on  or  near  tlie  crossing  of  the  Second  street  road 
to  Point  Breeze,  between  the  hours  of  3  and  5  P.  M.,  while  the 
road  is  much  traveled,  and  causing  much  fright  to  the  horses  and 
drivers  during  these  hours. 

Neglect  in  removing  coal  ashes  from  doors  and  pavement  when 
put  there  in  accordance  with  city'  regulations. 

A  large  box  of  ashes  (uncovered)  on  sidewalk  of  No.  503  Chest¬ 
nut  street,  opposite  Central  Police  Station  and  Mayor’s  Office,  has 
been  standing  there  since  day  before  yesterday,  another  very  large 
one,  also,  at  No.  841  Chestnut  street,  has  been  there  for  3  days. 

Projecting  water-boxes.  Nos.  1314,  1402,  1404,  1406,  1418  and  1426 
Walnut  street. 

On  Chestnut  street,  at  the  crossing  of  the  West  Chester  Rail 
Roatl,  the  planking  is  in  a  dangerous  couditiou  between  the  rails, 
and  full  of  holes. 

Of  the  dangerous  condition  of  culvert  on  Ridge  road  below 
Arnold’s  Hotel. 

Several  cui)ical  blocks  raised  considerably  above  the  level,  at  the 
junction  of  Railroad,  corner  of  2d  and  South  streets.  Several  ac¬ 
cidents  have  already  taken  place,  to  the  injury  of  two  or  three 
horses. 

Several  large  stones  opposite  No.  Ill  ^Yalnut  street,  have  been 
there  since  last  winter  when  the  piipes  -were  repaired. 

The  Belgian  pavement  at  21st  and  Walnut  streets  sunk  several 
feet  oil  Saturday — is  now  a  very'  dangerous  place.  The  police  at 
that  corner  have  notified  the  lieutenant,  but  nothing  has  been 
done  either  to  re2iair  the  break  or  to  place  bars  to  prevent  accident. 

The  carriages  on  the  jiublic  stands,  many  of  them  having  no 
numbers  at  all,  and  none  having  their  numbers  where  the  law  re- 
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quires,  on  the  centre  of  the  panel  of  each  door.  A  card  containing 
the  registered  number,  the  name  of  owner,  rates,  etc.,  is  required 
to  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place,  but  is  never  seen  ;  they  are 
either  under  the  cushion  or  in  the  pocket  of  tlie  driver. 

Streets  very  dirty,  as  follows:  Sixth  street,  above  and  below 
Green  street;  Callowhill  street,  above  and  below  Sixth  street; 
Walnut  street,  between  Third  and  Fourth  streets;  Third  street, 
below  Walnut;  Sixth  street,  above  Arch  ;  Twenty-second  street, 
between  Market  and  Arch  streets ;  Chestnut,  from  Twenty-second 
to  Twenty-third  street  ;  Twenty-third,  below  Chestnut  street ; 
Arizona  street,  above  Twelfth  street;  Chestnut  street  bridge, 
gutters  filled  ujj  to  the  curb. 

On  Sansom  street  between  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third 
streets  is  a  large  permanent  ash  heap  in  the  middle  of  the  street. 

The  very  bad  condition  of  Seventeenth  street,  between  Spruce 
and  \Valnut  streets,  and  Locust  street  from  Fifteenth  to  Figh- 
reeuth  streets,  as  to  paving. 

One  or  more  greasy  barrels  standing  in  front  of  ’Webb’s  grocerj^ 
d.ore,  southeast  corirer  of  Eighth  and  Walnut  streets.  This 
nuisance  has  been  of  long  standing. 

A  derrick  pole  in  the  gutter  on  west  side  of  Washington  square, 
has  been  there  for  a  month. 

A  cellar  door  on  a  level  with  the  pavement,  in  front  of  ISTo.  49 
north  Ninth  street  is  left  partly  open  at  night;  the  neighborhood 
is  dark,  and  persons  are  liable  to  fall  in. 

Three  feet  wide  alley  extending  from  Nineteenth  to  Twentieth 
street  above  Pine  street,  in  a  shocking  condition  of  filth. 

A  nuisance  in  shape  of  a  two-wheeled  truck  and  large  stump  of 
tree  at  No.  11115  Sansom  street,  taking  u})  nearly  one-half  of  the 
street  for  many  months. 

Long  blocks  of  granite  on  Twentj'-second  street,  northeast 
corner  of  Chestnut  street,  obstructing  the  highway,  have  been 
there  a  long  time;  as  well  as  empty  carts,  etc.,  remaining  out  at 
nights  and  Sunday. 

Ash  street  between  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  streets, 
and  Chestnut  and  Market  streets,  is  vei’y  much  out  of  repair,  and 
have  been  so  two  years  or  more. 

The  sewer  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Eighth  and  Market 
streets  has  been  overflowing  for  several  days  past.  The  proper 
authorities  have  been  notified  without  effect. 

For  at  least  four  months,  on  Walnut  street,  v,’estof  Thirty-ninth 
street,  and  on  same  street  west  of  Fortieth  street,  the  street  has 
remained  unpaved.  No  connection  made  with  the  culvert  or 
water-pipe. 

A  nuisance  in  the  shape  of  a  stone  slab  about  eight  feet  wide  by 
thirteen  feet  long,  on  Twenty-fourth  street  near  Chestnut  street, 
has  been  in  that  place  since  last  fall;  your  early  attention  is 
asked  with  the  request  that  it  be  removed. 

Pavement  on  Chestnut  street,  east  of  Darby  road,  north  side  in 
very  bad  condition,  being  of  wood  instead  of  bricks  or  flagstones, 
and  from  drainage  of  stable  rumiing  under  the  planks. 

The  health  and  comfort  of  the  portion  of  the  city  in  which  I 
reside  is  much  affected  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  streets  is  used 
as  a  stand  for  the  reception  of  night  carts.  On  Palethorp  street 
between  Diamond  street  and  Susquehanna  avenue,  immediately 
back  of  my  residence,  can  be  seen  at  any  hour  of  the  day  three  or 
four  of  these  nuisances.  They  remain  there  during  the  day  and 
are  used  at  night.  The  stench  from  them  at  times  is  sickening. 
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and  the  sight  disgusting.  This  nuisance  has  been  in  existence  for 
two  nionlhs  to  my  knowledge,  and  report  says  a  much  longer 
time.  The  carts  are  marked  ‘‘Timson,”  and  numbered.  I  do  not 
know  who  Mr.  Timson  is,  but  hear  that  iie  is  a  manufacturer  of 
Ijoudrette,  has  a  stable  on  the  south  side  of  Diamond  street,  and 
uses  the  public  streets  of  the  city  as  a  stable-yard  for  his  disease- 
engendering  carts. 

Cav'ing  in  of  water-box  (city),  middle  of  Rodman  street,  west  of 
Tenth  street. 

Darby  road,  between  Chestnut  and  Walnut  streets,  is  in  a  very 
filthy  condition,  gutters  on  west  side  particularly,  filled  with 
ashes. 

The  approaches  to  Chestnut  street  bridge,  also  the  bridge  proper 
are  very  dirty  and  reiiuire  cleaning.  The  eastern  approach  has 
been  cleaned  somewhat. 

The  dumping  of  manure  on  the  wharf  north  of  Chestnut  street 
bridge,  west  side  of  the  river,  has  begun  again,  and  will  be  as 
great  a  nuisance  as  it  was  last  year,  if  allowed  to  continue. 

The  action  of  tlie  Walnut  street  Railroad  iilacing  new  rails 
along  the  gutters  for  wrecks  before  the  same  are  laid,  also  the  lay¬ 
ing  of  old  rails  in  the  gutters,  and  allowing  them  to  remain  (at 
this  date)  for  more  than  10  days,  to  the  injury  of  the  community. 

A  dangerous  hole  in  the  street  opposite  Dr.  Lippe’s  or  Mr.  Gratz’s 
house.  Walnut  street  above  Twelfth  street. 

That  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  916  Market  street  is  almost  con¬ 
stantly  occupied  by  crockery  crates  and  hogsheads,  and  that  the 
packing  and  unpacking  done  there,  is  to  the  great  annoyance 
of  people  passing  and  to  the  injury  of  the  adjoining  store. 

Filthy  condition  of  the  following  streets :  Naudain  street,  from 
Eighteenth  to  Nineteenth  streets;  Eighteenth  street,  below  Lom¬ 
bard  ;  Rurton  street,  from  Seventeenth  to  Eighteenth  street; 
Lombard  street,  from  Fifteenth  to  Seventeenth  street;  Bedford 
street,  between  Spruce  and  Pine  streets,  above  Sixteenth  street. 

Bidewalk  obstructeil  by  stonecutter.  No.  1721  Pine  street. 

A  hole  on  sidewalk,  southwest  corner  of  Eleventh  and  Walnut 
streets. 

A  large  block  of  stone,  northeast  corner  of  Twenty-third  and 
Chestnut  streets. 

Board  yard,  northwest  corner  of  Twenty-third  and  Chestnut 
streets,  boards  overhanging  the  sidewalk. 

On  Twenty-second  street,  between  Chestnut  and  Market  streets, 
ten  vehicles  and  jiarts  of  vehicles  on  both  sides  of  highway. 

On  Twenty-second  street,  between  Market  and  Arch  streets, 
same  description  of  nuisances. 

On  Twenty-first  street,  above  Chestnut  street,  stone  obstruc¬ 
tions  on  sidewalk. 

Southwest  corner  of  Seventeenth  and  Sansom  streets,  whiskey 
barrels  on  sidewalk. 

Northwest  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Market  streets,  thirty  hogs¬ 
heads  and  three  barrels  on  Sixteenth  street,  on  sidewalk. 

Southeast  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Market  streets,  barrels  on 
sidewalk. 

Broad  street,  a  train  of  cars  in  front  of  locomotive  works,  side¬ 
walk  much  obstructed  with  castings. 

A  stump  on  sidewalk  of  No.  429  Walnut  street. 

A  nuisance  in  the  shape  of  coal  ashes,  on  Burton  street,  from 
Sixteenth  to  Seventeenth  streets,  extending  out  on  the  footway; 
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Kater  street,  from  Broad  to  Fifteenth  streets,  the  same  descrip¬ 
tion  of  nuisance,  of  long  standing. 

A  nuisance  in  the  shape  of  large  stones  remaining  in  the  street, 
and  on  the  sidewaik. 

Large  stones  on  sidewalk.  Sixteenth  and  Kater  streets. 

Large  hole  in  the  street,  Christian  street  above  Twelfth,  dan¬ 
gerous. 

The  bad  condition  of  Washington  avenue  from  Front  to  Broad 
streets,  and  of  Mary  street  (Second  ward);  these  streets  should  be 
repaved. 

That  the  contractor,  who  has  the  contract  for  paving  Moore  or 
Thirty-fourth  street  from  Chestnut  to  Market  streets,  is  not  com¬ 
plying  with  the  ordinance  regulating.paving  of  streets  ;  he  is 
placing  ashes  instead  of  gravel  as  a  base  for  the  cobble-stones. 

A  nuisance — large  dead  tree  Tenth  street  below  Walnut  street, 
west  side. 

Obstructions  on  highways.  Washington  avenue  between 
Fourth  and  Fifth,  and  Federal  street  between  Fourth  and  Ffth 
streets. 

Upper  part  of  Callowhill  street  and  Huntingdon  street  in  a  dirty 
condition. 

Holes  in  middle  of  Walnut  street  Passenger  Railroad,  opposite 
Nos.  1207  and  1209 — Water  stagnates. 

A  large  number  of  old  iron  rails  in  gutters  on  Walnut  street  from 
Eighth  to  Twelfth  streets. 

A  dangerous  hole  in  the  Belgian  pavement,  opposite  No.  1204 
Walnut  street. 

A  hlthy  gutter  on  the  north  side  of  Walnut  street,  between 
Eighth  and  Tenth  streets. 

Large  stone  in  gutter  north  side  of  Walnut  street,  by  fountain 
between  Sixtli  and  Seventh  ;  also,  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
Tenth  and  Walnut  streets. 

Ashes  thrown  in  Walnut  street,  in  front  of  Nos.  1017  and 
1019. 

The  cut  for  the  culvert  in  Forty-second  street,  running  north  of 
Baltimore  pike  is  made  by  blasting.  It  is  in  the  proximity  of 
dwellings,  and  of  constant  travelers  through  the  neighboring 
streets.  Oftentimes  showers  of  small  stones  are  thrown  out  of  the 
cuts  by  the  blasts,  which  falling  in  the  street  greatly  endangers 
human  life.  I  do  not  know  if  any,  or  what  law,  insures  protec¬ 
tion,  but  the  above  matter,  it  seems  tome,  is  well  deserving  of  con¬ 
sideration  by  your  society. 

A  deep  hole.  Twelfth  street  above  Race  street,  very  dangerous, 
and  should  be  repaired. 

We,  the  undersigned,  beg  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  present  horrible  condition  of  Washington  avenue  between 
Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  streets,  both  as  regards  paving  and  clean¬ 
ing,  and  request  your  early  attention  to  the  matter.  To  our  cer¬ 
tain  knowledge  the  street  has  not  been  cleaned  within  the  past 
five  years,  with  exception  of  gutters,  which  have  been  scraped  up 
twice.  The  condition  in  which  the  street  now  is,  and  has  been 
for  the  past  two  years,  requires  the  use  of  two  horses  to  perform 
the  work  that  can  be  done  by  one  on  good  paving.  A  personal  ex¬ 
amination  of  said  street,  w^e  have  no  doubt,  w'ould  satisfy  you  of 
the  correctness  of  the  above  statement.  The  above  is  signed  by 
ten  respectable  citizens  of  the  avenue. 

Bad  condition  of  street  pavement  on  Sixth  street  from  Poplar 
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street  to  G  irard  avenue  ;  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets  Passenger  Railroad 
Company  liable. 

Bad  condition  of  street  pavement  on  Christian  street,  from 
Twelfth  to  Broad  street.  Union  Passenger  Railroad  Company 
liable. 

Lumber  piled  on  footway  on  Fifth  street,  north  and  south  of 
Columbia  avenue,  and  on  Columbia  avenue  east  of  Fifth  street. 
Also  on  Geriuantov/n  road,  north  and  south  of  Columbia  avenue. 

Twice  within  the  last  two  or  three  months  I  came  very  near 
having  my  vehicle  smashed  between  jiassing  cars,  teams,  wagons, 
and  the  tool  liouse,  that  has  for  several  years  past  been  left  stand¬ 
ing  on  Market  street  west  of  Broad  street.  At  night  it  is  particu¬ 
larly  dangerous.  It  it  is  within  the  province  of  your  association 
to  require  its  removal,  you  will  accommodate  everybody.  It  is 
said  to  belong  to  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Pmilroad  Com¬ 
pany. 

Paving  of  Fourth  street  above  Berks  street,  contractor  paving  on 
ashes. 

Gutters  on  Walnut  street  above  Sixth  street,  broken  and  dan¬ 
gerous  to  vehicles. 

Christian  street  between  Broad  and  Seventeenth  streets,  broken 
pavement  for  three  blocks. 

Fucroachinents  by  builder  on  Christian  street,  between  Fif¬ 
teenth  and  Sixteenth  streets. 

Filthy  condition  of  cess-pools  at  premises  Nos.  2302  and  2304 
Market  street,  reported  to  the  President  by  policeman  No.  318. 

In  Sansom  street  above  Twenty-second  street;  the  deposit  of 
ashes,  heretofore  complained  of,  has  been  taken  from  the  middle 
of  the  street,  but  has  been  placed  upon  the  sidewalk. 

Highway  on  Tweiit.y-second  street  between  Walnut  and  San¬ 
som  streets,  east  side  of  railroad  track,  is  in  very  bud  condition, 
and  has  been  so  for  a  very  long  time. 

'J’he  very  bad  condition  of  sidewalk  at  southeast  corner  Fif¬ 
teenth,  and  Sansom  streets.  Owner  has  been  notified  by  the  po¬ 
lice  without  elfect. 

Iron  plates  out  of  place,  corner  of  Nineteenth  and  Walnut 
streets. 

Penn  steam  marble  works,  Coates  street  w'est  of  Broad  street ; 
heavy  blocks  of  marble  obstructing  the  street. 

Twelith  street  above  Vine  street,  v/agons  remaining  out  on 
Sunday. 

Twenty-second  street  between  Walnut  and  Locust  streets,  oppo¬ 
site  Children’s  Hospital;  one  slab  nine  to  ten  feet  long  obstructing 
the  highway;  other  large  stones  and  an  old  dray  body. 

Walnut  street  above  Twenty-second,  south  side,  street  taken  up 
for  the  introduction  of  water  above  a  year  ago,  is  dangerous  to 
travel. 

Furniture  obstructions  on  Market  street  above  Twelfth  street  on 
sidewalk.  Also  at  xn^os.  1430  and  1434  Market  street. 

Locust  street,  west  of  Fifteenth  street,  building  material  ob¬ 
structing  the  street. 

xV  nuisance  in  the  Twenty-sixth  ward,  corner  of  Eighteenth 
street  and  Washington  avenue,  pavement  in  bad  condition. 

City  authorities  repaving  in  Walnut  street  at  this  moment  upon 
aslies,  with  no  gravel  over  excavations  made  for  sewage  and 
water  2^ipes,  and  also  stretching  stones. 

tree  extending  too  much  over  the  street  at  No.  1333  Vine 
street. 
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Large  stone  left  in  Sansom  street,  opposite  number  2115,  part  of 
the  obstructions,  Thomas  Henderson  has  had  for  a  long  time  in 
front  of  nis  premises.  We  tliink  heshould  be  fined  for  this  wilful 
neglect,  as  the  stone  should  have  been  removed  at  the  time  the 
stump  was  taken  away.  Sidewalk  also  much  obstructed. 

Sixteenth  street,  between  Chestnut  and  Market  streets,  in  dan¬ 
gerous  condition  on  account  of  bad  order  of  cobble-stone  pave¬ 
ment. 

Christian  street,  between  Broad  and  Seventeenth  streets,  in  very 
bad  order. 

Eighteenth  street,  above  Beading  Eailroad,  and  between  Race 
and  Vine,  in  bad  order. 

Condition  of  Federal  street,  from  Fifteenth  to  Twentieth  streets, 
pavement  uprooted,  deep,  and  almost  impassable  ruts,  dangerous 
boulders  scattered  about,  the  condition  of  the  street  baffles  de¬ 
scription. 

The  condition  of  sidewalks  on  Federal  street,  between  Seven¬ 
teenth  and  Nineteenth  streets ;  south  side  covered  with  ashes, 
dirt  and  filth. 

Paving  with  ashes  on  Walnut  street  above  Sixth  street. 

Obstruction  on  Market  street  between  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth 
streets  ;  sidewalk  taken  up  by  grocers.  A  child  injured  on  account 
of  it.  Also  stovemakers  along  Market  street  obstructing  side¬ 
walk. 

Projecting  log  under  low  water  mark  of  the  Schuylkill  river  in 
city  wharf,  which  lately  sunk  a  stone  barge. 

In  front  of  George  J.  Burkhard  &  Co.,  Cedar  Vat  and  Tank  fac¬ 
tory,  a  large  wagon  remains  out  on  Sundays  and  nights;  has  been 
so  for  many  months. 

Graham,  north\vest  corner  IMarket  and  Sixteenth  streets  ; 
seventeen  hogsheads  and  one  barrel  on  Sixteenth  street,  and  ten 
hogsheads  on  Jones  street  (on  Sunday). 

Buttonwood  and  Flamilton  streets,  west  of  Broad  street,  much 
obstructed  with  car  wheels  (on  Sund  ly). 

Thirteen  coal  cars  in  front  of  Baird’s  locomotive  works  (on 
Sunday). 

Eight  hogsheads  at  No.  439  north  Thirteenth  street  (on  Sunday). 

Hamilton  street  above  Thirteenth  street,  obstructions  (on 
Sunday). 

A  hole  in  sidewalk.  No.  819  Walnut  street. 

The  footways  on  both  sides  of  Broad  street  have  been  in  a 
shocking  condition  for  five  years  at  least;  more  mud  on  the  foot¬ 
way  than  in  the  street.  As  I  walk  over  these  places  daily,  would 
like  your  Association  to  ask  that  the  pavement  be  renewed. 

We  beg  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  the  horrible  condi¬ 
tion  of  Carlton  street  east  of  Fifteenth  street,  as  regards  paving  and 
cleaning.  The  street  is  completely  filled  up  with  all  kinds  of 
offal  and  ashes,  in  some  places  as  high  as  several  feet  above  the 
sidewalk,  and  the  gutters  filled  with  stagnant  water,  having  been 
cleaned  but  once  in  five  years.  The  citizens  residing  in  the  street 
as  well  as  the  property  owners  petitioned  Councils  one  month  ago, 
to  have  the  street  put  in  proper  order  before  the  warm  weather 
set  in,  but  as  yet  nothing  has  been  done.  If  it  is  not  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  paved  before  long,  an  epidemic  may  grow  out  of  its 
pestilential  atmosphere.  As  it  is,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  sickness 
in  this  locality,  and  what  will  it  be  when  warm  weather  sets  in  ? 
and  as  Dr.  Atlee  stated  the  other  day,  if  the  street  was  not 
attended  to,  the  Doctors  might  be  in  the  street  all  the  time  at¬ 
tending  to  sick  calls.  A  personal  examination  of  said  street  we 
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liave  no  doubt  would  satisfy  you  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  above 
statements. 

The  sidewalk  between  Spruce  and  Pine  streets,  west  of  Forty- 
first  street,  is  very  much  out  of  repair  and  unsafe. 

The  condition  in  rainy  weather  of  the  sidewalk,  on  Dock  street 
between  Gold  street  and  Imdge  alley,  in  frontof  property  owned  by 
Dnited  States  government,  formei-'iy  Pennsylvania  bank,  is  very 
bad. 

Holes  and  loose  bricks  in  the  sidevralk  in  front  of  hTo.  262  south 
Eighteentli  street.  Proj^erty  owned  by  James  Harper. 

The  repaving  of  Proad  street  near  Market  street,  on  ashes. 

('ornhcr. — dTiree  large  pieces  of  granite  still  in  the  gutter  in  front 
of  his  place  Twenty-second  and  Chestnut  streets. 

Iidcs. — Stone  obstructions  on  Twenty-second  street  between 
Walnut  and  Locust  streets ;  granite  slabs  on  pavement  and  over 
gulters. 

In  front  of  Ward’s  wood  wTiarf,  several  pieces  of  stone  on 
Twenty-fourth  street. 

In  front  of  Green  and  Coates  street  Pvailroad  depot;  lumber, 
rails  and  two  snow-cars,  completely  occupy  the  space  between  rail 
and  curb,  north  side  of  Coates  street. 

Railroad  connecting  Sellers’  v.'orks  east  to  west.  Sixteenth  street 
above  Pennsylvania  avenue,  in  bad  condition,  also  obstructions 
along  Sixteenth  street. 

A  builder  takes  up  both  sides  of  Twelfth  street,  leaving  a  pas¬ 
sage  for  only  one  vehicle  at  Twelfth  and  Cherry  streets. 

Union  Passenger  Railroad  Company,  jjaving  on  Spring  Garden 
street  upon  nothing  but  ashes.  Seventeenth  and  Nineteenth  street 
Passenger  Railroad  Company  doing  the  same  at  Seventeenth  and 
Market  streets. 

Maintaining  a  useless  railroad  track  on  Twelfth  and  Sixteenth 
streets,  which  has  been  standing  in  an  incomplete  state  for 
months,  causing  the  street  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition.  Street 
full  of  loose  cobbles  and  deep  ruts.  No  cubical  blocks  in  certain 
jDortions  of  track,  gutters  out  of  repair,  and  in  a  filthy  condition. 

Long  lane  from  the  city  gas  works  to  Federal  street,  is  now  ami 
has  been  all  the  past  vrinter  in  almost  an  impassable  condition. 
We  desire  that  it  be  remedied  as  speedily  as  possible,  in  order  that 
our  business  may  not  suffer  any  longor  in  consecpience. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  vacant  lot  at  Seventeenth  and 
Christian  streets ;  the  writer  has  lived  here  for  two  years,  paid 
rent  regular,  and  appealed  to  our  landlord  in  vain  to  remedy  the 
nuisance.  Persons  come  for  sejuares  around  and  deposit  garbage 
on  this  lot,  and  swill  carts  are  backeil  even  to  our  gates,  and  left 
standing  all  day  Sunday  ;  wTien  it  rains  we  have  filth  washed  in 
at  our  doors.  We  sincerely  hope  this  may  receive  the  attention  of 
your  honorable  body. 

We  the  undersigned,  rent  houses  on  south  Eighteenth  street, 
below  Chestnut  street,  and  in  consequence  of  the  announcement 
made  by  the  Citizens’  Association,  respectfull.y  draw  attention  to 
the  state  of  the  alley  between  the  houses  Nos.  i06  and  108.  In  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  announcement  by  Alderman  Carpenter,  of  the  law 
respecting  coal  ashes,  we  hope  to  have  deliverance  from  the  nui¬ 
sance  (although,  even  now,  ashes  not  ours,  are  at  our  doors) ;  but 
without  influence  stronger  than  ours,  we  can  hardly  expect  free¬ 
dom  from  the  smell  of  garbage,  etc.,  and  in  seeking  to  deliver 
ourselves  from  the  untidiness  of  others,  we  must  either  collect  the 
rubbish  and  take  it  within  our  own  houses,  or  break  the  law  by 
sweeping  it  away  from  us  uiron  the  public  highway. 
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Sidewalk  southwest  corner  of  Thirty-sixth  and  Walnut  streets 
not  paved,  has  been  dug  out  for  paving  and  holds  water;  in  this 
condition  for  several  months. 

Condition  of  alley  running  off  Eleventh  street  and  VVarnock 
street  north  of  Master  street,  and  in  the  rear  of  the  residences  on 
both  Eleventh  and  Warnock  streets.  The  alley  has  been  in  a 
terrible  filthy  state  for  months. 

The  sitace  between  the  rails  along  nearly  the  entire  line  of  the 
railroad  tracks  on  Washington  avenue  from  Broad  street  to 
Swanson  street  are  not  paved.  To  secure  the  cleanliness  of  Wash¬ 
ington  avenue  it  is  necessary  that  the  space  between  the  rails 
should  be  paved.  I  have  to  request  that  the  railroad  Companies 
interested,  be  requested  to  have  the  spaces  named  paved. 

Garbage  is  daily  deposited  in  Third  street  below  Vv'alnut  street, 
from  Restaurants,  keeping  it  in  a  filthy  condition. 

To  the  length  and  close  connection  of  the  freight  trains  on 
^Market  street  west  of  Broad  street;  they  should  not  have  more 
than  a  single  car  at  once,  w’hich  would  go  far  to  solving  the  difli- 
culty. 

Acorn  alley,  southern  end,  has  not  been  cleaned  for  a  long  time ; 
the  filth  and  garbage  lies  in  it  now  to  about  the  depth  of  six  or 
eight  inches.  The  dwellings  w’hich  have  their  rear  on  this  alley 
are  injured  by  the  scene. 

Obstructions  on  sidewalk  Twelfth  street  below  Spring  Garden 
street,  put  there  by  R.  Wood.  This  obstruction  has  been  com¬ 
plained  of  by  many  citizens. 

Eighteentli  street  below  Vine,  obstructed  by  building  material 
and  plaster,  giving  room  for  but  one  vehicle  to  pass. 

Nuisance  of  cesspools  Nos.  115  and  117  Kershaw  street.  Imme¬ 
diate  attention  necessary. 

Paving  upon  ashes  on  Kershaw  street  between  Cherry  and 
Race,  and  Broad  and  Fifteenth  streets. 

Dangerous  condition  of  railroad  tracks  on  Broad  street,  between 
South  street  and  Washington  avenue. 

To  the  entrance  to  the  Park,  viz.,  the  entrance  to  the  Wissa- 
hiekon  portion,  chiefly  caused  by  Mr.  Dobson  having  raised  two 
dams.  The  bed  of  road  being  washed  out. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  pavement  in  front  of 
premises  southwest  corner  of  Nineteenth  and  Market  streets.  In 
the  middle  of  the  pavement  is  a  ridge  about  10  inches  high  the 
whole  length  ;  a  stumbling  block  to  pedestrians. 

Last  fall,  a  half  car  load  of  gravel  was  deposited  in  front  of  No. 

1433  Ridge  avenue  above  Coates  street,  for  repairing  a  culvert ; 

but  nothing  being  done,  snow  covered  it  over.  This  spring  the  • 

paving  was  done,  another  load  of  gravel  came  for  this  use ;  but 

the  old  lot,  hard  as  stone,  will  Jay  there  forever,  if  you  do  not  please 

to  interfere. 

Gaskill  street  between  Second  and  Third  streets,  is  being  re¬ 
paved  upon  a  foundation  of  ashes.  I  think  the  contractor’s  name 
is  Quinn. 

No.  222  south  Third  street,  pavement  out  of  order,  (John  Ten- 
nent,  owner.) 

Schmidt,  watchmaker.  Third  street  below  Walnut  street,  pave¬ 
ment  needs  repairs. 

Danger  to  persons  walking  by  northwest  corner  of  Arch  and 
Ninth  streets  while  tearing  down  building.  No  protection  over 
pavement.  A  little  girl  passing  narrowly  escaped  being  hurt. 

Appealed  to  a  policeman  without  effect. 

A  stump  dangerous  to  pedestrians  nearly  in  middle  of  pavement 
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sou  til  west  corner  of  Sansoni  and  Juniper  streets,  rear  of  Moro 
riiillips,  1319  Walnut  street. 

Iniuiber,  laiiroad  iron,  and  car  wheels  obstructing?  Coates  street 
north  of  railro.d  track  on  Coates  street;  opposite  Ureen  and 
Coates  railroad  eomjiany’s  depot. 

tseveral  boulders,  Thirteenth  street  below  Chestnut,  dangerous 
to  horses  and  vehicles. 

There  is  a  very  dirty  pile  of  slate  and  coal  dust  screening  and 
debris,  generally  allowed  to  accumulate  in  front  of  coal  yard  of  M. 
Jennings,  ISo.  430  Christian  street,  and  it  is  generally  at  its 
largest  height  aiul  bulk  on  Sunday.  It  is  very  annoying  and  dis¬ 
graceful.  I  sutler  to  a  great  extent  from  this  practice  of  his.  It 
keeps  everything  dirty,  ajiart  from  its  unhealtliy  tendency. 

Weccaco'e  avenue  is  now  impassable,  being  over  two  feet  under 
water,  from  Kelar’s  lane  to  the  freight  depot  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  company  at  Greenwich  point.  The  residents  are  now 
obliged  to  resort  to  boats  to  reach  their  houses,  lliis  avenue  is 
unsafe  several  monfJts  every  year.  It  should  be  raised  at  least 
three  feet  above  its  present  grade. 

The  paving  in  front  of  No.  Ill  Walnut  street,  repaired  a  short 
time  since,  it  is  six  inches  below  the  grade  of  the  street,  and  tills 
■with  w'ater. 

Condition  of  sidetvalk  southwest  corner  of  Ridge  avenue  and 
Master  street,  a  considerable  distance  out  Ridge  avenue,  and  also 
on  Master  street.  It  is  used  by  hundreds  of  ])eople  every  day, and 
has  been  out  of  repair  for  several  years.  In  very  wet  weather  it  is 
impossible  to  jrass  without  much  mud.  The  owners  should  be  re- 
(piired  to  re[)ave  it. 

'the  sidewalk  fronting  thepropertyof  the  Philadelphia,  German¬ 
town  and  Norristown  Railroad  Company,  bounded  by  Thompson, 
Eighth  and  ISIaster  streets,  are  in  a  liorrible  condition.  Nine- 
tenths  of  the  time  it  is  almost  impossible  for  foot  passengers  to 
get  along  there,  being  compelled  in  every  instance  to  take  the 
other  side  of  the  street.  The  proj^erty  is  a  large  open  lot,  it  being 
the  receptacle  for  old  carts,  ashes  and  otlal  of  every  description. 
If  it  is  not  thoroughly  cleansed,  it  will  surely  breed  a  pestilence  in 
that  neighborhood  this  summer.  I  think  they  should  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  have  the  sidewalks  immediately  repaved  and  cleaned. 

Locust  street  above  Fifteenth.  The  entire  sidewalk  taken  up 
■with  stone  and  stone-cutters. 

A  stump  on  sidewalk  of  No.  1313  W’alnut  street. 

The  nuisance  at  Graham’s  grocery,  Sixteenth  and  Market  .streets, 
is  still  unabated.  A  number  of  hogsheads  there  all  day  yesterday 
(Sunday,  April  24th). 

No.  14.34  Market  street  (H.  R.  Lewis),  a  shameful  obstruction  of 
street  by  furniture.  Also  two  furniture  stores  Market  street  above 
Twelfth,  same  obstructions;  these  have  been  repeatedly  notified. 

George  J.  Burkhard  &  Co.,  Broad  and  Buttonwood  streets/,  were 
notified  on  the  18th  of  April  to  remove  a  wagon  remaining  in 
front  of  their  premises  on  Sunday;  still  there  yesterday,  the  24th, 
with  pile  of  lumber  at  right  angles  with  the  curb. 

A  lot  of  hog  pens  on  Wharton  street  between  Eighteenth  and 
Nineteenth  streets,  from  ■u’hich  a  stench  arises,  very  injurious  to 
the  health  of  residents  of  the  neighborhood,  and  detrimental  to 
the  sale  of  property. 

Projecting  water  boxes.  Nos.  1402,  1404,  1707,  1712  Walnut  street. 

Projecting  water  boxes  Nos.  1518,  1522,  1524  Locust  street,  and 
No.  1812  Chestnut  street. 

Complaint  being  made  of  the  projection  of  gas  boxes  at  No.  1602, 
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1604, 1608, 1616, 1622, 1624, 1628  Market  street ;  the  inspector  called  at 
the  Gas  Co.’s  oftice,  and  was  told  tliat  they  should  be  attended  to. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  Poplar  street 
below  Nineteenth.  It  needs  repairing  badly.  The  railroad  com¬ 
pany  neglect  their  share  of  duty  likewise.  The  cars  have  run  off 
the  track  so  often,  that  bad  ruts  have  been  dug  by  the  sides  of  the 
rails,  cobble  stones  loosened  and  scattered  around  in  every  direc¬ 
tion.  For  several  years  I  have  endeavored  to  get  the  proper  au¬ 
thority  to  lay  down  stones  for  a  crossing  at  Poplar  street  and 
Ridge  avenue  without  success,  as  no  notice  has  ever  been  taken  of 
written  applications  to  that  effect.  As  it  is  now,  there  is  no 
decent  place  to  cross  the  street,  or  get  in  and  out  of  tlie  cars,  with¬ 
out  getting  over  shoe  tops  in  mud  in  rainy  weather.  If  your 
influence  can  obtain  the  necessary  repairs,  the  neighbors  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  appreciate  your  efforts. 

We  beg  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  bad  condition  of 
Delaware  avenue  north  of  Shippen  street.  In  May  of  last  year  the 
city  authorities  ordered  the  owners  of  wharf  property  in  that 
A’icinity  to  raise  the  bulk-heads  of  the  wharves,  preparatory  to  a 
repaving  of  that  portion  of  the  avenue.  This  was  promptly  com¬ 
plied  with,  and  the  avenue  was  repaved  with  Belgian  blocks,  from 
Almond  street  north  to  the  south  side  of  Shippen  street,  the  grade 
at  that  point  having  been  raised  about  twelve  inches.  There  the 
paving  was  stopped,  and  dirt  and  rubbish  were  dumped  on  the  old 
cobble  stone  pavement  of  the  avenue  at  the  foot  of  Shijipen  street. 
Occasionally  portions  of  the  old  pavement  were  torn  u}),  and  the 
cobble  stones  carted  away.  The  inlets  at  the  corner  of  tire  street 
became  choked  and  overflowed,  carrying  a  great  portion  of  the 
dirt  and  rubbish  into  the  dock.  Belgian  blocks  were  brought 
there  in  the  fall,  osten.sibly  for  the  purpose  of  ttnishing  the  re¬ 
paving  of  ISouth  street,  but  they  were  afterwards  removed.  This 
state  of  affairs  continues,  only  in  a  more  aggravated  form,  as  the 
constant  travel  along  the  avenue  has  cut  up  that  porticn  of  it, 
until  it  is  now  almost  impassable.  Also  Belgian  blocks  have  again 
been  brought  there,  and  piled  in  such  a  manner  that  the  width  of 
the  avenue  at  that  point  has  been  reduced  to  about  fifteen  feet. 
Although  it  was  stated  that  the  portion  of  Delaware  avenue  could 
not  be  paved  between  December  1st  and  April  1st,  without  tres¬ 
passing  upon  the  law,  yet  Almond  street  between  Delaware  ave¬ 
nue  ami  Fi'ont  street  was  paved  during  December  and  January 
last.  The  Board  of  Health  at  one  time  had  the  street  cleaned,  but 
that  is  all  the  relief  that  has  yet  been  granted.  AVe  think  tliis  a 
matter  worthy  of  your  imtnediate  consideration,  as  the  business 
interests  in  that  neighborhood  are  injured  thereby.  TheCommis- 
sioner  of  Highways,  the  Board  of  Health,  ami  the  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  have  been  notified,  an.i  we  have 
concluded  as  a  last  resort  to  ask  your  interposition  in  the  matter, 
asking  that  the  true  cause  of  the  delay  may  be  shown,  and  the 
relief  that  is  needed,  granted. 

The  very  bad  condition  of  Chesfmd  and  Wabiut  Street  Erdlroad. 
Holes  in  pavement  in  front  of  Nos.  InOo,  1025, 1310, 1314, 1S23. 1910; 
and  at  corner  of  Fifth  street.  Ruts  at  crossing  Broad  and  Walnut 
street,  east  side ;  west  side  very  bad  holes  and  ruts.  Twenty-first 
to  Twenty-second  streets,  the  whole  square  in  bad  condition. 
Twenty-second  to  Tweuty-thir<l  streets,  full  of  ruts  and  stones 
about  the  street.  Chestnut  street,  west  side  of  bridge,  cartway  cut 
up  in  holes,  gutters  in  bad  condition.  A  hole  between  Thirty-first 
and  Thirty-second  streets.  A  number  of  dangerous  holes  at  cross¬ 
ing  at  Darby  road  and  Chestnut  street.  From  Thirty-seventh  to 
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miirty-nintli  streets  cartway  badly  cut  up.  Between  Twenty-first 
and  Twenty-second  streets,  east  side  of  bridj^e  in  bad  cf)ndition, 
stones  pH)je(.-ting  above  the  gutter.s.  Holes  in  front  of  No.  2017. 
Hutters  sunk  in  front  of  Nos.  1705,1707,  1700  and  holes  in  pave¬ 
ment.  No.  101  tin  front  of  Hush’s  l)uilding,  street  in  bad  repair, 
fifteenth  and  Clu'stniit  street,  a  hole  ai’ound  city  water  box. 
Jioles  0(rposite  Nos.  510  and  531,  and  around  two  water  boxes  at 
h'ifth  and  Chestnut  streets.  Hole  opijosite  No.  313  Chestnut 
street.  A  hole  in  Cfiiestnut  street  opposite  iStrawl)erry  sti'eet. 
Tw(*  holes  at  Front  and  Chestnut  stieet.  Belgian  Mocks  only  on 
outside  of  laiis.  Elevations  and  depressions  along  the  track 
ttumerous. 

'F'nc  condition  of  Spruce  and  Pine  Street  Passenger  Pailroad. 
From  Thirteenth  to  Broad  sti’eet,  a  nunilier  of  holes,  a  Iso  above 
.Sixteenth.  Holes  in  front  of  Nos.  111-2,  l')u4,  11)20,  1923,  l.SOG,  1814, 
182s,  1844  and  track  cut  up.  Track  cut  uji  opposite  the  llailroail 
depot  on  Twenty- second  street.  Corner  ot  .Secoud  and  tSpruce  five 
holes.  Holes  opposi.e  Nos.  410,  434,  504.  533,  900,  910,  1008,  1104, 
1305,  1012,  2027,  2029,  2  -40,  2109,  2137.  From  Tenth  to 

.Eleventh  streets,  badly  cut  up.  lloles  on  both  sides  of  track 
opposite  Nos.  830,  635,  527,  533.  Street  cut  up  opposite  Nos.  247, 
240.  Holes  opposite  Nos.  230,  217.  Not  able  to  discover  a  single 
granite  block  on  either  side  of  I'ails  on  these  streets.  Elevations 
and  depressions  on  the  track,  numerous. 

Condition  of  Lomtxird  and,  South  Street  Passenger  liailroad. 
C-irnei' of  Front  and  Bine  street  track  in  liad  order  (outside).  A 
numlier  of  holes  in  front  of  Nos.  422,  424  l.ombard  street  above 
Front,  gutters  in  very  bad  condition.  A  larire  hole  in  front  of 
No.  112.  Holes  in  front  of  Nos.  210,  240,  340,  410,  431,  442,  022,  900, 
911,  920,  934,  1010,  1045.  A  hole  at  cro.ssiuti:  at  Tenth  and  Lombard 
Streets.  Holes  opposite  Nos.  1140,  1211,  1219,  1220,  1220,  1-500,  1538, 
1008,1014,  1033,  1038,  I7::i,  1821,  19.32,  2124,2220,  2222,  2025,  211-5. 
From  Twenty-first  to  Twenty-second  street  track  in  bad  oi’der. 
A  b;vd  liole  at  crossing  at  Tw-entieth  street.  Holes  oi-posite  Nos. 
1927,  1825,  1717,  1410,  1323,  1225,  lOOl,  1000,  811,  510,  511.  This  road 
lias  granite  blocks  on  outside  of  rail  all  tire  way.  Elevations  and 
de})ressions  numerous. 

Tile  filthy  condition  of  Carpenter  street  betw'cen  Nineteenth  and 
Twentieth  streets,  which  1  believe  lias  escaped  the  notice  of  the 
contractor  for  cleaning  streets. 

iStoneyard  corner  of  Twelfth  and  Noble  streets,  large  stones  ob- 
.strueting  the  highway. 

Dangerous  water  boxes  above  the  pavement  in  front  of  716  and 
812  Walnut  street. 

4'lie  pavement  at  No.  819  'Walnut  street  is  very  much  out  of 
rejiair  and  has  been  so  for  a  long  time.  Your  early  attention  to  it 
is  requested. 

I  have  notified  the  Board  of  TTealth,  and  made  other  efforts  to 
have  lu’oper  attention  paid  to  Drury  street,  in  the  rear  of  Chestnut 
street  between  Tliirteenth  and  Juniper  streets,  but  without  much 
success.  It  is  the  jilaee  of  entrance  to  my  business.  Last  week 
the  filth  was  scraped  together,  and  jiermitted  mostly  to  be  scat¬ 
tered  before  hauling  away.  The  sidewadk  is  filled  with  coal  ashes 
and  boxes.  Horses  are  fed  there,  so  that  all  combined  we  have  a 
ileiightful  fragrance,  while  the  citizens  on  the  opjmsite  side  of  the 
street  keep  their  ])avement  and  side  of  the  street  clean.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  if  the  Board  of  Plealth  would  notify  parties  properly, 
the  nuisance  would  be  abated.  Trusting  that  you  may  aid  me  in 
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my  endeavors  to  have  this  thoroughfai'e  properly  cleansed,  I  re¬ 
main,  etc. 

Projecting  water  box  in  front  of  ISTo.  1301  Chestnut  street. 

That  a  large  piece  of  building  stone  lies  on  the  street  in  the  way 
of  vehicles  in  front  of  property  N.  E.  corner  of  Nineteenth  and 
Spring  Garden  streets. 

Schell’s  stone  yard,  corner  of  Tenth  and  Vine  streets,  obstruct¬ 
ing  the  street. 

Projecting  gas  boxes  on  Tenth  street  from  Wood  to  Vine  street. 

A  tool  house,  S.  W.  corner  of  Twellth  and  Ellsworth  street, 
placed  there  by  your  company  last  November  to  the  great  annoy¬ 
ance  of  the  neighbors,  who  are  clamoring  for  its  removal.  (Twelfth 
and  Sixteenth  St.  P.  R.  R.  Co.) 

Night  carts  still  continue  to  obstruct  Maiden  lane  below  Gray’s 
Ferry  road.  Yesterday  one  was  there  marked  “  Symington,  43.” 

Weccacoe  avenue,  bom  Front  street  south,  is  impassable.  Pro¬ 
perty  fronting  on  it  paid  this  year  from  S2;5,000  to  ig28,000  tax. 
Highway  Department  spends  about  !?250  t^er  year  on  it.  Four 
horses  cannot  get  a  load  over  it  at  the  present  time. 

A  deep  hole  in  railroad  track.  Arch  street  above  Fifth.  This 
morning  a  wagon  stalled  which  took  half  a  dozen  men  to  extri¬ 
cate  it. 

Several  large  two-v/heeled  trucks.  No.  1906  Sansom  street,  left 
standing  all  night  in  that  highway. 

'ho  the  slovenly  and  insufficient  mode  of  attempting  to  clean  our 
streets,  which  is  done  but  once  in  a  long  while.  The  operation 
consists  in  slowly  scraping  the  dirt  together  into  heaps,  and  then 
one  or  two,  or  now-a-days  later,  a  few  carts  come  to  haul  away  what 
has  not,  in  the  meantime,  been  scattered  again  all  over  the  streets. 
For  instance,  I  state  that  south  Twelfth  street,  between  P’itzwater 
and  Catharine  streets,  rvas  thus  scraped  late  on  Tuesday  P.  M., 
26th  April.  The  dirt  was  partially  hauled  aw’ay  this  afternoon, 
April  27th,  and  some  of  the  heaps  still  remain.  (See  junction  of 
Twelfth  and  F'ulton  streets.) 

A  quantity  of  railway  bars  have  b.een  dumped  down  upon 
Twelfth  street  along  its  southern  extremity  uj)  to  Shi[)pen  street 
ever  since  October  of  last  year,  said  to  belong  to  the  Twelfth  and 
Sixteenth  Street  Railway  Co.,  which  company,  how'ever,  seems  to 
have  exhausted  itself  u  pon  this  feeble  effort  at  building  the  projected 
road.  As  the  iron  still  remains  as  a  public  nuisance  all  along  in 
front  of  our  dwellings,  preventing  carriages  from  being  driven 
close  to  the  curb-stone,  when  persons  wish  to  enter  or  descend  ifom 
them,  and  compelling  them  to  clamber  over  said  rails  into  the 
street  in  order  to  reach  them,  I  have  ntade  inquiry  but  cannot 
timl  out  that  there  is  a  company  like  the  Twelfth  and  Sixteenth  St. 
1*.  R.  R.  Co.  organized,  or  located  in  any  office  in  this  city,  wiiere 
complaint  could  be  brought,  or  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance 
could  be  enforced.  I  would  therefore,  for  my  neighbors  and  my¬ 
self,  beg  that  you  will  take  such  measures  as  w  ill  remove  the  cause 
of  complaint. 

A  projecting  water  box  at  No.  1606  Walnut  street. 

Mansbip  street,  running  south  from  Locust  street  east  of  Tw^elfth 
street,  w'auts  repaving.  It  is  full  of  ruts  on  end  near  Locust  street. 

The  bad  condition  of  sidew'alk  in  front  of  your  property  on  Prime 
street,  between  Otsego  and  Swanson  street. 

North  side  of  Market  street,  above  Darby  Road,  West  Philadel¬ 
phia,  a  stone  cutter’s  saw  worked  in  the  Greet,  w’hich  yesterday 
frightened  a  horse,  causing  him  to  wheel  around,  and  fall  on  his

rider,  hurting  him  severely.  Stone  slabs  at  this  point  obstruct  the 
street. 

I'lie  condition  of  the  Seventeenth  and  Nineteenth  Street  Pas¬ 
senger  Itaitroad  ComjKtny. — iSineteenlh  street  from  Carpenter  to 
Cliristian  streets,  botli  track  and  cartway  cut  up.  The  entire  way 
from  Christian  to  Bainbridge,  full  of  holes  and  badly  cut  up. 
From  Bainbridge  to  South,  full  of  holes,  and  gutters  bad,  holes 
opposite  Nos.  220,  218,  crossing  at  Sansom  street  low  and  in  holes, 
llole  opposite  No.  40.  From  Market  to  Barker  streets,  west  side, 
gutters  in  bad  condition.  North  of  INIarket  street,  holes  opposite 
No.  ,S6,  38  ;  corner  ol’  Areh,  south  side,  gutters  cut  up.  Hole  oppo¬ 
site  No.  Ids.  Ilace  to  Cherry  street,  west  side,  cut  uj).  A  hole  op¬ 
posite  No.  2.50  West  Logan  Square.  From  CaUowhill  street,  to 
Benn.sylvania  avenue,  street  cut  up  and  stones  projecting  above 
the  gutters.  A  hole  at  crossing  at  Hamilton  street.  Holes  oppo¬ 
site  No.  427,  42!),  .519,  521,  530,  538.  From  Mt.  Vernon  to  Wallace 
.street,  east  side,  cut  up  and  in  holes.  From  Coates  to  Parrish 
.street,  sunk  ami  cut  uri.  From  Girard  avenue  to  a  distance  of 
200  feet  south,  badly  cut  up.  Also,  north,  the  same  distance.  Hole 
ojjjiosite  No.  1321.  A  hole  at  crossing  at  Master  street,  blaster 
street  froniNineteenth  to  Seventeenth  street,  badly  cut  up  and  gut¬ 
ters  sunk.  From  Master  to  Tliompson  street,  cut  uj)  and  in  holes. 
A  hole  at  the  corner  of  Stiles  street.  A  large  hole  at  crossing. 
Seventeenth  and  Girard  avenue.  A  hole.  Seventeenth  street,  above 
Poplar,  also  (.jiriosite  No.  808.  Crossing  at  Seventeenth  and 
Brown,  sunk  badly.  Ihrles  oj)i)Osite  647,  G45,  603.  Seventeenth, 
above  Vine  street,  full  of  ruts,  and  stones  out  of  jilace.  Opposite 
No.  221,  street  cut  up  and  stones  out  of  place,  projecting  above  the 
gutter.  Hole  oirposite  No.  229.  Seventeeutli  street,  below  Race, 
stones  out  of  place  and  gutters  filled  up.  Opposite  No.  123,  121, 
gutters  raised  ujr.  Seventeenth  and  Areh  street,  crossing  very 
bad.  South  of  Market  street,  holes  ojiposite  No.  13,  111.  From 
Walnut  to  Locust  street,  gutters  and  street  bail.  Stones  projecting 
from  Locust  to  Spruce  street,  also  cut  up  and  in  holes.  From 
Fitzwater  to  Catharine  stj’ect  badly  cut  up.  From  Cathai  ine  to 
Christian  street,  the  same  with  laige  holes.  No  Belgian  stones 
on  this  road,  but  the  track  in  good  condition  all  the  way.  No 
elevations  or  depressions  on  this  road  of  any  account. 

Lot  of  ground  24th  ward,  east  side,  between  Fiftieth  and  Fifty- 
first  streets,  Lancaster  Turnpike  optaosite  F.  Manly's  furniture 
Store,  Hestonville,  stagnant  water. 

The  dangerous  condition  of  culvert  crossing.  Ridge  Road,  near 
Arnold’s  Hotel,  Falls  of  ychuylkill.  Several  severe  acciilents  have 
hapirened.  The  President  of  railroad  was  notified  some  time 
since  but  as  yet  it  remains  in  the  same  dangerous  condition. 

A  large  stone  in  gutter  opposite  No.  629  Arch  street,  has  been 
there  foi’  months.  Projecting  water  boxes  on  Spruce  street  Nos. 
5.30,  60S.  704,  724,  727,  813,  906,  919,  1003,  1010,  1030,  1104,  1434,  1619, 
1632,  904. 

Nuisance — Night  cart.s,  marked  “  Symington,  43,”  obstructing 
Gray’s  Ferry  road,  between  the  Arsenal  and  Maiden  Lane,  oppo- 
.site  a  row  of  new  houses. 

A  stump  on  sidewalk,  southwest  corner  Thirteenth  and  Wal¬ 
nut — property  owned  by  iirs.  Craig,  No.  1527. 

A  nuisance — Lot  of  hog  pens,  Lombard  street  between  Twenty- 
fifth  and  Twenty-sixth  streets,  nortli  side.  I^arge  stumps  obstruct¬ 
ing  sidewalk.  Nos.  919,  921,  925  Locust  street. 

No.  1509  Locust  street,  nearly  the  whole  sidewalk  taken  up 
with  slates. 
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The  numerous  leaky  swill  carts  noticed  throughout  the  city, 
distilling  a  continual  stream  of  the  essence  of  swill  on  the  high¬ 
ways. 

A  large  pile  of  ashes  and  gravel  on  Twenty-first  street,  above 
Spruce,  west  side,  placed  there  by  a  builder. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk.  No.  251  south  Fourth  street. 

To  the  shameful  condition  of  the  highway  in  Racestreet  between 
Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth  streets,  particularly  between  the 
rails.  It  is  cruel  to  drive  horses  on  this  track. 

Condition  of  pavement  in  front  of  our  store  on  Chestnut  street, 
southeast  corner  of  Twelfth  street.  The  street  was  dug  up  to  lind 
a  leak  in  the  city  gas  main,  and  then  repaved  in  the  most  careless 
manner,  without  a  proper  amount  of  gravel  for  bed,  for  the  stones 
to  rest  on. 

A  pile  of  stable  manure  averaging  from  two  to  three  tons,  daily 
to  be  found  on  the  siilewalk  of  Blight  street  above  Pine  street,  in 
rear  of  the  extensive  livery  stable  No.  ooo  south  Broad  street. 
Though  frequently  removed,  the  supply  is  immediately  rejilaced, 
and  in  its  removal  the  carts  are  so  overloaded,  that  a  part  of  their 
contents  is  scattered  along  their  route,  particularly  along  Blight 
street  to  Pine  street,  and  iii  the  deep  gutter  at  the  corner  of  Blight 
and  Pine  streets  (which  is  always  full)  where  it  i)utrifies  and 
becomes  exceedingly  ottensive.  Blight  street  in  that  neighbor¬ 
hood  is  occupied  by  a  large  number  of  resi)ectable  poor  people, 
who  have  repeatedly  joined  with  other  neighbors  in  remonstra¬ 
ting  with  the  proprietor  of  the  stable  against  the  continuance  of 
the  nuisance,  but  wdthout  etiect.  In  warm  weather  the  stench 
renders  it  imijossible  to  keep  the  window's  open  in  the  neighbor¬ 
ing  houses. 

A  nuisance  next  door  to  the  church  building  on  Seventeenth 
street  betw^een  Cherry  and  Race  street,  viz.,  an  exceedingly  offen¬ 
sive  smell  from  the  cess-pool  next  door  below  the  church.  Plspe- 
cially  is  it  so  during  the  summer  season  when  the  windows  have 
to  be  raised.  The  out-house  is  built  on  the  line  dividing  the  pro¬ 
perties,  and  offensive  matter  keeps  oozing  out  of  the  brick  wall 
nearly  alwa^’s,  and  especially  so  after  rain,  and  that  notwith¬ 
standing  it  was  recently  cleansed.  Can  it  not  be  remedied  ? 

The  filthy  condition  of  the  following  streets:  Steadman  street, 
Manship  street.  Prosperous  alley.  Quince  street  from  Walnut  to 
Pine  street,  Arizona  street,  Bi-yer  })lace.  Currant  alley;  T)Li[)on- 
ceau  street  very  filthy  from  Walnut  to  Spruce  street.  Alley  east 
side  of  Musical  Fund  Hall,  very  filthy. 

A  hole  in  sidewalk,  southwest  corner  of  Eleventh  and  Locust 
streets,  also  southwest  corner  of  Tenth  and  Locust  street. 

Please  do  the  resi<lents  of  Pemberton  street,  RIt.  Vernon  below 
Broad  street,  the  favor  of  notifying  the  owner  of  a  second-hand 
store.  No.  1316  Ridge  avenue,  to  have  his  wagon  removed  from  in 
front  of  our  doors,  as  it  is  a  great  nuisance  to  us,  for  it  draws 
crowds  of  boys  who  make  a  great  noise  in  hauling  it  up  and  down 
the  street;  we  have  told  him  several  times  to  remove  it,  but  he 
seems  to  take  no  notice  of  it.  So  we  thought  it  the  best  jdan  to 
put  the  matter  in  your  hands.  You  would  also  confer  a  favor  by 
sending  some  one  to  look  at  the  condition  of  our  street  through 
the  week  ;  it  is  a  disgrace  to  the  city  ;  it  only  gets  scraped  about 
once  a  year,  and  then  not  clean  ;  so  jdease  send  some  one  to  have 
the  matter  attended  to. 

Projecting  water  boxes  on  Locust  street,  at  Nos.  1504,  1630, 1704, 
1708,  1901,  1906,  1908. 
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The  pavemer.t  at  Xo,'529  Chestnut  street  is  very  much  torn  up. 
J.Iany  complaints  liave  been  made  of  it. 

The  obstructions  on  Twenty-second  street  between  Walnut  and 
Imcust  streets,  of  which  you  have  been  notified  before,  still  remain. 
Yesterday  (Sunday)  a  large  truck  on  the  sidewalk,  one-half  on 
tlie  sti’eet — stone  slabs — an  old  dray  body. 

Yesterday  (Sunday)  a  i)ile  of  logs  remained  in  front  of  your  saw 
mill  all  day,  contrary  to  law  (No.  043  north  Broad  stieet). 

The  condition  of  Walnut  street,  west  side  of  Broad  street  is  in  a 
filthy  coiulition  ;  i^iles  (rf  dirt  remaining  after  having  been  swept 
in  heaps. 

A  very  dangerous  place  northeast  corner  of  Thirty-first  and 
Hamilton  street,  has  been  so  for  two  months.  McGinley,  super- 
vi.sor  of  district,  has  been  requested  to  attend  to  it. 

There  was  last  week  a  I'larty  of  workmen  rejiaving  Locust  street 
between  Sixteenth  and  Eigli'teenth  streets,  wdiii/h  work  was  done 
so  badly  that  the  first  vehicle  passing  over  the  repaved  places,  cut 
into  them  like  so  much  mud.  I  watched  them  at  the  time,  and 
saw  that  they  were  not  doing  tlie  work  as  it  should  be  done, 
ramming  it  only  once. 

Your  attention  is  asked  to  the  condition  of  the  sidewalk  in  rear 
of  No.  1216  Chestnut  street,  at  wljich  place  is  a  great  nuisance. 
Has  l)een  there  for  a  year. 

Ridge  road  aliove  Girard  avenue,  east  side.  Gas  openings  on 
street  not  paved  over.  Have  had  plenty  of  time  to  settle. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  a  number  of  large  stones,  west  side  of 
Ninth  street  l)elow  Chestnut  street,  and  south  side  of  Chestnut 
street  above  Ninth,  left  there  by  the  supervisor  about  one  week 
ago,  after  repairs.  Should  be  removed  at  once. 

The  yard  and  alley  of  your  premises  being  below  the  proper 
grade,  thereby  injuring  the  jiroperty  of  your  neighbors,  the  water 
running  into  their  cellars.  Your  attention  is  requested.  Owner, 
No.  337  Darby  road. 

That  the  lillh  lately  removed  from  Albion  street,  between 
Twenty-tirst  and  Twenty-second  streets,  and  Summer  and  Race 
streets,  is  again  accumulating. 

On  south  Broad  street  below  Reed  street,  east  side,  on  the  open 
lot,  there  are  thousands  of  cait  loads  of  rotling  manure,  street  dirt 
and  filth,  the  s  ench  from  which  is  intolerable  to  persons  jiassing 
U]>  and  down  Broad  street. 

The  repairing  of  Sansom  street,  fronr  Seventeenth  to  Eighteenth 
street,  on  a  foundation  of  ashes  with  a  little  gravel  over  tliem.  This 
is  about  80  feet  east  of  Eighteenth  street.  Also  above,  the  cobble 
stones  are  already  loose.  Only  a  few  days  since  the  repairs  were 
made. 

A  large  stump  on  sidewalk,  southeast  corner  Locust  and  Tenth 
streets.  Should  be  removed. 

Street  leaving  at  south  crossing,  Seventeenth  and  Arch  streets. 
Horse  and  cart  stalled  on  tlie  5th. 

Our  inspector  reports  that  the  obstruction  at  No.  3200  Lancaster 
avenue,  is  in  the  same  place  still,  half  on  the  sidewalk  and  half 
on  the  street.  On  Market  street  the  saw  is  worked  on  the  side¬ 
walk. 

A  deep  hole  in  street.  Master  street,  No.  1840 — very  dangerous. 

Master  street,  between  Broad  and  Ridge  avenue  has  been  cleaned 
some  days,  but  the  heaps  of  dirt  remain,  and  are  being  scattered 
over  the  street. 

Kiumnce — a  hole  in  sidewalk.  No.  810  Walnut  street. 

Nuisance— Si  projecting  water  box.  No.  812  Walnut  street. 
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Paving  at  Tw'elfth  and  Catharine  streets — nothing  but  ashes  for 
a  base. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  Carlton  street,  be¬ 
tween  iSixteenth  and  Seventeenth  streets.  In  the  first  place,  said 
street  near  Sixteenth  street  is  much  cut  up,  and  unfit  for  travel ; 
and,  for  the  last  few  weeks  a  freight  car  has  been  left  on  the  side¬ 
walk  obstructing  all  pedestrians  who  may  pass  that  way.  Tliere 
is  also  a  large  cast  iron  pot,  or  boiler,  on  said  sidewalk,  and  a  little 
furtlier  on  you  will  find  a  number  of  iron  rollers  placed  on  the 
street,  and  in  the  channel,  and  no  cognizance  taken  of  it  by  our 
model  police.  The  brick  sidewalk  from  Sixteenth  to  Seventeenth 
street  is  altogether  broken  up,  and  will  require  a  new  pavement 
from  the  passage  of  carts  and  wagons  over  the  sidewalk,  without 
a  footboard,  which  the  law  provides  for,  and  for  which  is  a  fine  of 
$5.00  for  said  offence.  In  front  of  No.  1618  Carlton  street,  the  yard 
is  foul,  and  in  so  filthy  a  condition  that  a  visit  of  the  Board  of 
Health  cannot  be  maiie  too  soon,  as  the  weather  will  be  getting 
warm,  and  might  prevent  sickness  among  the  residents  of  said 
neigh  borh(jod. 

At  the  soutliwest  corner  of  Broad  and  Arch  streets,  where  the 
railroad  track  went  formerly  into  a  coal  yard  on  Broad  street,  the 
sidewalk  has  never  been  properly  put  in  order.  In  wet  weather 
it  is  a  bad  mud  hole,  and  the  opening  is  now  being  covered  with 
filth  and  coal  ashes.  It  will  soon  be  a  nuisance. 

Coates  street,  between  Tenth  and  Eleventh  streets,  newly  paved. 
In  bad  condition  already. 

Sidewalks,  Nos.  212  and  214  south  Third  street,  in  very  bad  con¬ 
dition. 

The  President  of  this  Association  made  a  personal  inspection 
yesterday  of  some  of  the  obstructions  said  by  you  to  have  been  re¬ 
moved.  He  found  that  to  be  a  mistake — the  dray-body,  truck,  and 
slabs  of  stone  still  remaining  on  west  side  of  Twenty-second  street 
below  Walnut.  At  No.  3200  Lancaster  avenue,  the  large  marble 
slab  still  there.  At  No.  3211  Market  street,  a  marble-saw  and  box 
removed  I'rom  the  street  to  the  sidewalk,  and  there  being  worked. 
Saw  it  in  operation  at  2  P.  M. 

The  Condition  of  Girard  College  Passeiigcr  Pallroad. — The  fol¬ 
lowing  places  have  been  noted  on  the  Arch  street  route,  which 
will  probably  accord  with  the  Ridge  avenue  rou^Bt-  Arch  street, 
between  Second  and  Third,  a  large  hole  in  track  and  several  in 
cartway.  Sunken  opposite  Nos.  309  and  310.  A  large  hole  oppo¬ 
site  No.  419.  From  Filth  to  Sixth  street  track  very  bad,  cartway  cut 
up  and  full  of  holes.  From  Sixth  to  Seventh  street  track  sunk,  and 
at  corner  of  Seventh  street  a  large  hole.  From  Ninth  to  Tenth 
street  very  much  sunk,  and  stones  out  of  place.  Several  holes  at 
Twenty-first  and  Arch  streets. 

The  Condition  of  the  Pace  and  Vine  Street  Passenger  Pailroad 
Com.pany. — Race  street  above  Second,  a  hole.  A  hole  corner  of 
Third  street.  A  hole  in  track  corner  of  Sixth  street.  Twelfth  to 
Thirteenth  street,  east  side,  cut  up.  Broad  and  Race  streets,  holes 
and  sunken.  Hole  around  water  box,  and  gutters  bad.  From 
Eighteenth  to  Nineteenth  street  the  track  one  continuous  line  of 
holes.  Vine  street,  between  Nineteenth  and  Twentieth,  several 
holes,  and  cartway  cut  up.  Dangerous  hole  corner  of  Sixth  and 
Vine  streets;  cartway  cut  up.  Holes  opposite  Nos.  527,  525. 

Bad  condition  of  the  pavement  from  Twenty-third  stivet  to  the 
bridge  on  Market  street,  south  side.  Needing  reirairs.  It  is  dan¬ 
gerous  to  pedestrians. 

The  obstructions  on  Twenty-second  street,  between  Walnut  and 
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Ijocust,  to  which  attention  has  l)een  so  often  callcf],  were  there  yes¬ 
terday  (tSunday),  as  follows:  an  old  dray-body,  a  large  two-wheeled 
truck,  stone  slabs,  etc. 

The  olistructions  along  Market  street  still  block  up  the  sidewalk 
at  Nos.  1:12(1,  1202,  1204,  1138,  1136,  1120,  1118,  1116,  1110,  1106,  1  26, 
1008,  0  4,  036,  022,  016.  . 

L)eep  rut'  and  loose  cobble-stones  and  holeson  Eighteenth  street 
above  and  below  8outh  street. 

The  bad  condition  of  sidewalk  in  front  of  No.  418  south  Front 
street,  in  rainy  weather. 

The  bad  condition  of  sidewalk  in  front  of  No.  424  south  Tenth 
street.  I  n  rainy  weather,  especially,  it  is  veiy  annoying  to  pedes¬ 
trians.  It  needs  re)iair. 

On  Sunday,  loth  inst.,  on  Gray's  Ferry  road  below  the  Arsenal, 
two  night  carts  I'emained,  one  on  (“ach  side  of  railroad  track,  com¬ 
pletely  obstructing  the  passage.  They  were  marked  “  Shisler.” 

The  water  liox  in  front  of  No.  966  ^Valnut  street  is  in  a  danger¬ 
ous  condition. 

On  April  23d,  1870,  we  notified  your  dejiartment  that  several 
boulders  were  on  'I'hii'teenth  sti'eet  below  Obestnut  street,  danger¬ 
ous  to  horses  and  vehicles.  They  still  remain  on  that  highway, 
disgraceful  to  those  whose  duty  it.  is  to  attend  to  it. 

Dangerouscondition  ofgutters  in  Wahiutstreet,  betw'een  Twelfth 
and  Thirteenth  streets. 

_  Air.  ( traig’s  drain  lia.s  not  heen  opened  yet,  and  my  cellar  is  get¬ 
ting  full  of  stagnated  tvater,  w'hich  is  a  nuisance,  i  have  been  to 
the  Hoard  of  Health  ;  they  have  taken  no  notice  of  it,  and  I  appeal 
to  you. 

1  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  an 
inlet  on  my  jiavement,  situation  No.  920  Warnock  street.  Twen¬ 
tieth  ward.  About  a  year  ago  the  culvert  from  Poplar  street  ex¬ 
tended  to  my  house;  that  was  the  reason  the  inlet  was  kept  on  my 
inivement.  About  a  year  ago  an  act  was  passed  to  extend  the  cui- 
vert  toGir-ard  avenue.  The  assistant  conti'actor  promised  me  that 
when  they  got  to  tlie  end,  he  would  take  it  away.  It  has  not  been 
done,  nor  has  it  been  cleaned  in  that  time.  I  do  not  think  that  it 
would  be  of  any  use  to  clean  it,  for  I  think  the  opening  to  the  cul¬ 
vert  has  lieen  sto[)ped  ever  since  they  built  it.  If  at  the  end,  it 
would  do  some  good.  The  stench  is  bad  on  a  warm  day.  I  luive 
complained  in  vain. 

A  stump  on  Walnut  street,  betw’een  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets, 
north  side,  near  the  entrance  at  Walnut  street  gate  to  Indepen¬ 
dence  sipiare.  This  stump  was  jiartially  removed,  but  enough  re¬ 
mains  aliove  the  )Kivement  to  make  it  dangerous. 

Tile  filthy  condition  of  (Jliarles  street  tietween  Fourth  and  Fifth. 

A  long  stri()  of  stagnant  v/ater  on  Federal  street,  which  is  very 
unhealthy,  and  the  smell  from  which  is  very  bad.  It  has  jire- 
vented  the  sale  of  several  houses  adjoining,  and  tenants  now  occu- 
jiying  threaten  to  leave.  I  lodged  a  complaint  with  the  Board  of 
Health,  but  from  jiast  experience  I  leel  that  it  will  be  greatly  ex- 
pediteil  by  your  assistance. 

To  the  miserable  condition  of  Lindsay  street,  between  Fitzwater 
and  Bainbridge  streets,  west  of  Hixteenth  street.  Twenty-sixth 
ward.  Also,  to  stagnant  water  in  holes  therein,  very  otlensive  and 
injui'ious  to  the  liealth  of  the  neighborhood. 

A  large  stump  on  the  sidewalk  of  Daniel  M.  Fox  &  Son,  Fifth 
street,  below  Green  street,  needs  attention. 

A  large  hole  in  sidewalk,  No.  154  north  Fifteenth  street  needs 
attention. 
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A  hole  in  sidewalk,  southeast  corner  of  Thirteenth  and  Pine 
streets,  needs  repair. 

IS’or  thwest  corner  of  Tenth  and  Lombard  streets,  sidewalk  very 
much  out  of  repair. 

A  stump  in  sidewalk,  No.  148  north  Fifteenth  street,  also 
needs  reijairin^. 

A  cart  load  of  granite  blocks  at  Thirteenth  and  Fitzwater  streets, 
has  been  there  two  weeks. 

Three  large  stumps  on  sidewalk,  northeast  corner  of  Thirteenth 
and  Lombard  streets. 

Street,  and  especially  gutters,  filthy  on  Seventeenth  street,  be¬ 
tween  Locust  and  Spruce  streets. 

Large  piles  of  dirt  takc-n  from  inlets  at  Twelfth  and  Carpenter 
streets  some  days  ago,  still  remain,  to  which  your  attention  is 
called. 

Nimance — On  south  Twelfth  street,  below  Bainbridge  street, 
railroad  iron  blocking  up  the-gutters,  so  that  water  cannot  flow 
freely.  It  has  accumulated  since  last  fall.  W'e  think  it  a  subject 
for  you  to  take  hold  of. 

Piles  of  dirt  taken  from  inlets  early  last  w'eek,  still  remain  at 
Rodman  and  Twelfth  streets ;  so  informed  by  the  Alderman  at  the 
corner. 

The  gutter,  south  side  of  Walnut  street,  above  Ninth,  this  morn¬ 
ing  is  offensive,  very  filthy. 

AVe  again  call  your  attention  to  obstructions  on  Tw'enty-second 
street,  between  Walnut  and  Locust  streets,  w'est  side  of  railroad 
track.  Our  patience  is  pretty  nearly  exhausted  in  this  case,  and 
if  not  removed  soon  by  you,  will  endeavor  to  have  the  law’s 
enforced. 

Lime  boxes,  an  immense  pile  of  dirt,  building  stone,  etc.,  ob¬ 
structing  Locuststreet,  below  Broad  street  (no  longer  used).  Mr. 
Lang,  on  Broad  street,  above  Locust  street  (beer  saloon)  ])romised 
our  I  nspector  a  week  ago  to  have  them  removed.  Your  attention 
is  called  to  this  nuisance. 

Olistructions  on  Coates  street,  near  Tw’enty-fifth,  lumber,  rail¬ 
road  iron  and  car  wdieels,  taking  up  the  space  between  the  rails 
and  curb  on  north  side,  and  railroad  iron  obstructing  the  street 
on  the  south  side. 

Sidewalk  torn  up  and  needs  repair,  north w’est  corner  Fifth  and 
Vine  street. 

Bad  condition  of  sidew’alk.  No.  730  south  Sixth  street. 

Two  stumps  on  pavement.  No.  728  south  Sixteenth  street. 

A  large  stump  on  sidewalk,  southeast  corner  of  Sixth  and  Ship- 
pen  streets. 

A  stump  on  sidew’alk.  No.  420  south  Tw’elfth  street,  needs 
attention. 

The  railroad  company  are  putting  down  new  rail  on  Nineteenth 
street,  and  are  repaving  upon  ashes  between  Chestnut  and  AValnut 
streets. 

A  stump  on  sidewalk,  in  front  of  No.  5!1  south  Eleventh  street. 
Projecting  w’ater  box.  No.  914  Spruce  street  needs  attention. 

Two  large  stumps,  southeastcornerof  Tw’elfth  and  Girard  streets. 
The  large  stone  which  has  been  so  long  in  Sansom  street,  near 
No.  2115,  is  now  in  the  middle  of  the  sidewalk,  and  has,  1  believe, 
been  left  there  by  Henderson,  who  occupies  the  premises. 

A  number  of  large  stones  on  Thirteenth  street,  below  Chestnut 
street,  have  been  there  for  a  long  time  ;  sometimes  in  the  middle 
of  the  street,  at  others,  in  the  gutters.  If  this  comes  within  your 
duty,  please  remedy. 
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The  gutters  on  Sansom  street  are  in  a  shocking  condition,  be¬ 
tween  Twentieth  and  Twenty-hrst  streets,  full  of  stagnant  water. 
Also,  to  the  condition  of  a  small  alley.  No.  2021  Sansom,  and 
Twenty-firststreet,  between  Pine  and  Spruce  streets,  in  bad  repair, 
stones  out  of  place  and  rlangerous. 

Projecting  water  boxes.  Nos.  32G  and  328  south  Sixteenth  street. 

Three  night  carts  remaining  yesterday  (Sunday)  on  Gray’s 
Ferry  road,  between  the  Arsenal  and  Maiden  Fane.  One  marked 
*•  Symington,  43,”  and  two  “Shissler.” 

Three  bad  breaks  in  the  sidewalk,  in  front  of  the  State  House, 
the  bricks  being  entirely  out  of  all  of  them,  particularly  bad  in 
front  of  Tax  Office. 

A  stump  on  sidewalk,  in  front  of  No.  529  soutli  Eleventh  street, 
nee<l.s  attention.  Also,  a  projecting  water  box  on  sidewalk.  No. 
1U30  Spruce  street. 

Several  large  stones  on  Broad  street,  between  Lombard  and 
South,  dangerous  to  veliicles. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk,  northwest  corner  of  Sixteenth  and 
Lomlrard  streets. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  and  earnestly  called  to  a  huge  pile 
of  dirt,  which  has  lain  in  Twenty-first  street  ab<rve  Spruce  street, 
lirr  over  three  weeks.  It  was  tlirown  out  of  a  lot,  and  has  not 
been  touched,  or  put  to  any  use  since,  and  is  a  very  great  nuisance 
and  annoyance  in  many  ways  to  property  holders  in  the  vicinity, 
who  would  be  glad  if  you  could  do  anything  towards  its  removal. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk,  northwest  corner  of  Seventeenth  and 
Addison  street. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk,  No.  235  south  Sixth  street. 

Pemberton  street  below  Broad  street  is  very  filthy,  also  wagons, 
barrels,  etc.,  remain  out  on  iSunday. 

A  large  llag-stone  at  the  crossing  at  Ninth  and  Walnut  streets, 
projects,  so  as  to  damage  carriages,  if  run  over  the  middle  of  the 
track.  Ninth  street  above  Walnut  street  is  in  very  bad  condition. 

Barrels  are  left  out  on  Sunday  at  northwest  corirer  of  Twelfth 
and  Wood  streets. 

Projecting  water-box,  northwest  corner  of  Chestnut  and  Thir- 
teentii  street. 

A  wagon  remaining  all  night  on  street,  Eidge  avenue  above 
Twenty-first  street,  west  side,  belongs  to  H.  Ashworth,  who  has 
been  notified  by  the  police. 

Building  material  and  rubbish,  lime  boxes,  etc.,  on  Thirty-fifth 
street.  No.  (500,  in  front  of  a  I'ow  of  new  houses.

The  i)ro[)er  authorities  ought  to  be  required  to  have  our  street 
lamps  kept  clean;  they  never  looked  so  dirty;  during  Mayor 
Henry’s  admirdstration  we  had  bright  lights,  not  since. 

A  large  number  of  stones  on  Christian  street,  and  on  Sixteenth 
street,  below  Christian,  west  side. 

At  the  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Kater  streets,  just  below  Soutli 
street,  a  stone  cutter  obstructs  the  street  ivitli  marble  slabs. 

Sixteenth  street,  between  Christian  and  Catharine  streets,  on 
that  villainous  railroad,  I  witnessed  what  might  have  been  a  veiy 
serious  accident,  but  for  a  number  of  men  close  at  hand,  who 
came  to  the  assistance  of  the  driver  and  owner  of  the  team.  As 
it  was,  one  of  tlie  horses  was  considerably  injured.  I  liave  the 
name  and  place  of  business  of  the  owner.  The  company  should 
be  indicted  for  keejiing  the  street  in  so  bad  a  condition. 
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A  lot  of  rubbish  remaining  after  street  paving  on  Summer  street 
between  Seveuteentli  and  Eighteenth  streets. 

A  hole  in  sidewalk  in  front  of  No.  146  south  Third  street. 

A  large  hole  in  sidewalk  in  front  of  Girard  Bank. 

Holes  in  sidewalk  in  front  of  Nos.  907  and  911  Chestnut  street. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  at  southeast  corner  of  Tenth  and 
Eodman  street,  has  been  so  for  a  long  time,  and  needs  attention. 

A  stump  on  sidewalk  in  front  of  No.  236  south  Tenth  street. 

A  lot  of  logs  in  the  street,  at  northeast  corner  of  Seventeenth 
and  Ellsworth  streets. 

A  number  of  large  slabs  of  marble  obstructing  the  highway  for 
a  long  distance.  Southeast  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Hlls worth 
streets. 

A  projecting  water-box  on  sidewalk.  No.  906  ^yalnut  street. 

A  number  of  night  carts  allowed  to  remain  on  Gray’s  F erry  road, 
between  the  Arsenal  and  Maiden  Lane,  com2:)leteiy  obstructing 
the  passage-way  between  the  rails  and  curb.  We  think  that  the 
policeman  on  this  beat,  by  notifying  owners  (whose  names  are 
marked  on  the  side)  might  remedy  the  evil.  These  parties  have 
been  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  fined,  but  do  not  seem 
to  regard  such  proceedings,  if  your  men  report  them  as  often  as 
seen,  we  have  no  doubt  of  the  result.

The 
nuisance  is  in  Race  street  below  Fifteenth  street,  south  side.  Also 
the  pavement  that  joins  mine  is  full  of  holes;  that  is  in  Fifteenth 
street,  above  Race  street,  east  side.  If  you  will  see  to  it,  I  will  be 
under  great  obligation. 

A  tiag-stone  at  crossing.  Carpenter  above  Seventeenth  street,  out 
of  Jilace;  dangerous  to  pedestrians  at  night — has  been  so  for  a 
w^eek.

A  large  and  dangerous  stump  on  sidewalk,  southwest  corner

Rows  of  trees  in  middle  of  sidewalk.  Broad  street  below  Girard 
avenue,  east  side,  the  pavement  having  been  widened.  I  think 
them  a  great  nuisance. 

Broad  street,  next  above  Hart’s  stables,  hogsheads  on  sidewalk, 
(Sundays.) 

A  wagon  stands  in  front  of  Hart’s  stables,  marked  Jas.  Denney, 
(Sunday.)

A  pile  of  old  building  stone,  on  Locust  street  below  Broad  street, 
south  side.  The  other  obstructions  from  the  same  ijlace  on  Broad 
street,  have  been  removed. 

An  allejq  Twenty-first  below  Sansom  street,  east  side,  in  filthy 
condition.  Has  been  so  for  a  long  time  and  complained  of. 

Your  favor  of  yesterday  was  received  last  evening.  1  am  (tlianks 
to  the  Citizens’  Association  for  their  prompt  action)  not  annoyed 
by  night  carts  at  present.  Some  fellow  did  dump  a  load  of 
night  soil  at  my  gate  a  few  weeks  since  (in  malice  I  think)  but 
the  odor  has  vanished  and  I  suppose  we  must  pul  up  with  the 
sigfd,  which  remains.  The  carts  v/hich  were  stationed  on  Pale- 
thorp  street  at  the  time  of  my  complaint,  were  promptly  removed, 
with  the  exception  of  the  body  of  one,  v/ithout  v/heels,  which  still 
remains  in  the  old  situation.  It  is  on  a  public  street,  and  is,  to  me 
at  least,  an  unsightly  nuisance.

Old  wagons  and  other  obstructions  on  Eighth  street,  south  of 
Girar<l  avenue. 

Filtli.y  condition  of  Washington  avenue,  betw^een  Broad  and 
Sixteenth  street,  south  side  of  the  track.  Sidewalks  in  front  of 
113  south  Sixteenth  street,  and  1430  Chestnut  street  in  bad  con¬ 
dition. 
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There  is  a  very  tlangerous  hole  between  two  flag  stones  at  cross¬ 
ing  at  Broad  and  AValmit  streets,  west  side,  about  the  size  of  a 
horse  shoe.

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk,  in  front  of  No.  513  north  Eleventh 
and  1:226  Clicstnut  street. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk.  No.  115  north  Thirteenth  street. 

g\n  unpaveil  sidewalk,  corner  of  Twenty-thiid  and  Cherry 
streets.  The  Supervisor  should  attend  to  this  immediately. 

Jjower  Dublin  is  infested  with  road  cattle,  including  horses,  and 
in  one  instance  on  Second  street  Pike,  at  five-milestone,  a  herd  of 
twenty  cows  were  being  pastured  two  weeks  since,  attended  by 
boys. 

A  flag  stone  at  the  crossing,  middle  of  Ridge  avenue,  ojiposite 
Sharswood  street  (Twentieth  Ward]  sticking  up  and  very  dan- 
gei'ous. 

A  stump  on  sidewalk,  southeast  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Sansom 
stieet.

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  No.  516  south  Tenth  street,  needs  re¬ 
pair. 

The  Chestnut  and  Walnut  Street  Passenger  Railroad  Company 
is  now,  and  was  yesterday,  violating  the  late  ordinance  forbidding 
the  use  of  ashes,  on  Walnut  street  from  Ninth  to  Twelfth  streets. 
Twelve  patches  of  repair  can  now  be  observed. 

To  the  condition  of  Broad  street,  from  Filbert  to  Arch  street.

1  lie  condition  of  Kidge  avetiue  fiom  Columbia  avenue  to  Dau- 
jihin  street,  whieli  is  utterly  unlit  for  travel,  having  been  turn- 
jiiker!,  and  within  the  year  ordereil  to  be  paved.  Eaiiroail  also  in 
wretclied  order. 

tiiisiruetions  on  Twenty-second  street  between  Walnut  and 
Tax'nst  streets.  Large  .stones,  slab.s,  etc.,  jdaced  there  by  Oliver 
hales,  k^imilar  nuisances  belonging  to  this  man  wei'e  rei'noved  a 
sliorc  time  since;  these  are  worse,  if  possible,  than  tliose  re¬ 
moved.  This  man  must  be  tiiieil  at  (juce,  ami  continue  to  be  lined 
as  long  as  he  violates  the  ordinances. 

Trucks,  carts  and  wagons  left  eveiy  night  on  Twenty-second 
street  below  Ciiestnut  street.

A  dangerous  hole  in  Hag  sidewalk  in  front  of  La  Pierre  house. 
Pad  condition  of  street  jiavement  on  Fifteenth  street  l)elow 
Ijocust  street,  east  side.  Water  remains,  and  beci^mes  stagnant. 
Filtliy  condition  of  alley  in  rear  of  4A»  andPll  Walnut  street. 
Fliis-sler’s  carts  are  at  this  moment  on  Maiden  Lane.  A  night 
or  two  ago,  two  or  Ihree  loads  ot  cesspool  tnanure  were  dumped  iu 
the  road,  and  still  remain.

Yesterday  15th  inst.  (Thermometer  at  80  degrees)  “  Shissler’s” 
night  carts  remaining  on  Maiden  Lane,  and  “  Symingtons”  on  ■ 
Gray’s  Ferry  road  to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  residents. 

Condition  of  Streets  ocevpied  by  Green  and-  Coates  Street  Passen¬ 
ger  Failroad  Comp)any. — Coates  street  to  Front,  cartway  cut  up, 
and  one  bad  hole.  Below  Second  street  for  some  distance,  cart¬ 
way  and  track  in  bad  condition.  Holes  opposite  Nos.  203,  214. 
Second  to  Third  street,  cartway  badly  sunk  for  most  of  the  square. 
0)q)Osite  No.  302  a  dansrerous  hole  in  track,  and  cartway  in  bad 
condition.

Paving  a  small  street,  running  north  from  Columbia  avenue, 
above  Twentieth  street,  entirely  upon  ashes  (McAtee,  contractor) 
immediate  attention  required. 

A  quantity  of  dirt  swept  from  your  t^remises,  very  offensive,  cor¬ 
ner  of  Tenth  and  Ivy. 

A  quantity  of  large  stumps  in  gutter,  and  on  pavement  on  Col¬ 
umbia  avenue,  near  Twenty-first  street. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  horrible  condition  of  Fulton 
street  (Third  ward)  between  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  street  below 
Fitzwater  street,  more  particularly  to  the  street  paving.  It  is  one 
continuous  line  of  holes  ami  ruts,  the  receptacle  of  all  kinds  of 
filth  and  garbage,  making  it  impossible  for  the  contractor  to 
cleanse  it,  and  if  not  repaved  soon,  will  engender  disease,  which 
to  some  extent  is  now  prevailing,  and  the  physicians  who  visit 
those  patients,  attribute  their  sickness  to  the  horrible  filthy  con¬ 
dition  of  the  streets.  We,  the  undersigned,  who  sutler,  do  heartily 
endorse  the  aforesaid  statement,  and  we  do  earnestly  request  that 
your  early  attention  be  directed  to  this  insutferable  nuisance. 
Signed  by  thirty-one  residents  of  the  neighborhood. 

To  a  lot  of  dirt  and  rubbish  in  Stam^Jer’s  alley,  back  of  No.  222 
Pine  street. 

For  nearly  a  year  the  entire  front  of  my  pavement  has  been 
covered  with  the  building  material  of  the  church  adjoining.  For 
the  greater  part  of  the  time  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  on  my 
pavement  from  the  street.  Coal  cannot  be  put  in,  and  there  has 
been  an  entire  disregard  to  requests  to  abate  the  nuisance.  It  has 
been  a  source  of  great  and  unnecessaiy  annoyance,  not  only  to  my 
own  family,  but  to  all  the  neighbors.  A  week  since,  an  invalid 
had  to  be  carried  to  the  next  street,  to  be  put  into  a  carriage,  it 
being  impossible  to  get  near  it.

A  large  and  dangerous  hole  in  sidewalk,  No.  1215  Fitzwater 
street. 

A  bad  sidewalk.  No.  1214  Vine  street,  needs  attention. 

A  bad  sidewalk  in  front  of  “  Massey'  &  Collins’’  brewery.  Tenth 
and  Filbert  streets. 
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Union  Passenger  Railroad  Company  paving  on  aslieson  Seventh 
street,  above  Walnut.  Second  complaint. 

A  pile  of  dirt  at  the  corner  of  Locust  and  As]>en  streets,  should 
be  removed. 

Yesterday  (Sunday)  the  gutters  on  Twelfth  street,  between 
INIarket  and  Arch,  were  in  a  filthy  condition  in  frontof  the  market 
house — garbage  and  tilth  of  various  kinds  nunle  it  very  ott'ensive. 

Contractor  paving  on  ashes  in  Ronaldson  street.  Early  atten¬ 
tion  recj  nested. 

Both  above  and  below  WYlnut,  on  Twenty-fourth  street,  trucks 
and  several  carts  (Sunday).  ^ 

On  Twenty-third  street,  lietween  Walnut  and  Locust  streets, 
trucks  and  wagon  on  S'.'.nday. 

Pile  of  lumber  on  street  and  siuew’alk.  No.  218  south  Nineteenth 
street. 

Bad  sidewalks  at  No.  715  and  725  Walnut  street. 

Dangerous  w'ater  lioxes  at  N((.7i)8,  8(J6,  hho,  907,  913  Walnut  street. 

A  dangerous  stum[i  in  sidewalk,  one  foot  above  the  level.  No. 
822  Walnut  stieet. 

A  large  Hag  wanting  iji  sidewalk.  No.  813  “Walnut  street,  dan¬ 
gerous  without  it. 

,  A  huge  pile  of  dirt  in  front  of  1131  Bainbridge  street,  been  there 
some  time. 

To  the  extremely  bad  condition  of  Long  Lane,  it  being  almost 
impo.ssible  for  resi<lents  of  that  neighborhood  to  n)ake  their  way 
to  and  from — horses  have  on  sevei'al  occasions,  and  within  two 
weeks,  lost  their  lives  in  attemi)ting  to  draw  their  loads  over  this 
thoroughfare. 

Ronaldson  street  has  just  been  paved,  and  done  in  a  wretched 
manner.  There  is  hardly  a  solid  tramway  stone  in  the  gutters, 
already  sunken  in  many  jilaces,  the  water  remaining  in  the  gut¬ 
ters,  two  or  three  inches  cleep.  The  attention  of  the  highway  de¬ 
partment  is  particularly  called  to  this  piece  of  w'ork,  it  being  only 
jiaved  upon  ashes,  and  ratnmed  with  the  same. 

Thi'ee  wagons  and  carts,  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Wood  streets, 
last  night,  op|)osite  a  pile  of  building  material,  only  leaving  space 
for  one  vehicle  to  pass. 

The  condition  of  Master  street  from  Nineteenth  to  Twenty- 
fourth,  needs  attention  from  the  highway  department. 

Please  call  the  attention  of  the  highway  department,  or  the 
Railroad  Company  to  the  condition  of  Eighth  street,  betw'een  Wil¬ 
low  and  Noble  streets  ;  it  is  full  of  holes. 

To  the  olistruction  on  Oxford  street,  w'estof  Broad  street,  caused 
by  digging  a  drain  or  culvert,  and  throwing  the  dirt  across  the 
whole  street,  so  much  so,  as  to  stop  the  travel  on  Oxford  street, 
which  is  entirely  unnecessary.  A  passage  way  can,  and  should  be 
left  open. 

Pavement  on  Corinthian  avenue,  between  Coates  and  Brown 
street  was  torn  up  some  four  or  hve  weeks  ago,  and  aliout  three 
weeks  ago  work  was  entirely  suspended,  leaving  the  sti’eet  im- 
jiassable.  This  case  demands  immediate  attention.  The  congres¬ 
sional  committee  and  escort  a  few  days  ago,  were  obliged  to  go 
another  route  to  reach  the  college. 

Condition  of  paving  on  Darby  road,  between  Market  and  Locust 
streets. 

Bad  sidewalk  on  both  sides  of  i>remises,  northwest  corner  of 
Tenth  and  Chestnut  streets. 

Gutter's  very  foul  and  offensive.  Eighteenth  street,  below  Chest- 
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mit  street.  Garbage  constantly  deposited  from  an  alley  at  No.  106 
south  Eigliteenth  street. 

A  nuisance,  an  odorous  sewer  at  southeast  corner  of  Sixth  and 
Walnut  streets. 

Ninth  street,  west  side,  above  Poplar  street,  is  in  a  very  bad 
condition,  it  is  dangerous  for  a  loaded  cart  or  wagon  to  jrass  over  it. 

Shocking  condition  of  a  small  street  or  alley,  running  east,  from 
Twelfth  street,  above  Walnut.  It  is  said  to  belong  to  property 
holders  backing  on  it;  whether  or  not,  it  should  be  attended  to  at 
once. 

Great  delay  in  construction  of  sewer  in  Walnut  street,  between 
Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  streets. 

Two  inlets  at  the  corner  of  Eighteenth  and  Spruce  streets,  out 
of  repair,  allowing  foul  air  to  escape  on  account  of  defective  traps. 

Defective  sidewalk.  No.  262  south  Eighteenth  street,  loose  bricks 
before  reiK)rted. 

To  the  unsafe  and  dangerous  condition  of  sidewalk,  along  side 
horse  railroad,  on  Ridge  road  and  Wissahickon  creek,  should  be 
repaired  immediately. 

The  condition  of  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  at  Mar¬ 
ket  and  Sixteenth  streets.  There  are  mere  open  ruts  where  there 
should  be  properly  covered  gutters. 

A  stonecutter  rit  Thirty-third  and  Market  streets,  obstructing 
street  ami  sidewalk  with  slabs. 

The  bridge  across  the  railroad  on  the  plank  road  from  German¬ 
town  to  Philadelphia,  is  very  unsafe,  and  tlie  city  will  save  money 
by  repairing  it,  or  obliging  those  whose  duty  it  is,  to  do  it. 

The  want  of  flag-stones  at  Seventeenth  and  Afton  streets — it  is 
bad  in  rainy  weather.  This  street  has  been  repaved  twice,  but  no 
flags  jdaced  at  this  point. 

A  pile  of  rubbish  on  Sixteenth  street,  above  Pine  street,  from 
the  repairing  of  third  house  in  row,  on  north  side  of  Pine  street, 
above  Fifteenth. 

The  filthy  condition  of  a  small  street,  running  north  from  Fed¬ 
eral  street,  above  Fifteenth.  It  requires  attention,  being  before 
reported  by  Mr.  Long. 

Yesterday  (Sunday),  iron  and  clay  pipes  on  sidewalk  at  Nos. 
364S  and  3650  Market  street. 

Y'esterday  (Sunday),  large  box  and  sign  on  sidewalk  at  Nos. 
3630  and  3632  Market  street. 

L'esterday  (Sunday),  barrels  and  hogsheads  in  front  of  tavern 
southwest  corner  of  Thirtieth  and  Chestnut  streets. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  Twelfth  street,  below  Arch,  east  side. 

Filthy  condition  of  gutter  on  west  side  of  Broad  street,  below 
Chestnut  street. 

Stone  obstructions  on  Twenty-second  street,  between  Locust  and 
"Walnut  streets,  owned  by  "William  Robinson,  No.  1336  Rodman 
street,  of  long  standing. 

Bad  condition  of  crossing  at  southeast  corner  of  Sixth  and  Race 
streets ;  flag  stone  out  of  place. 

Your  sidewalk  in  bad  condition,  needing  repairs.  M.  Clark, 
No.  1721  Pine  street. 

The  very  bad  condition  of  Christian  street,  between  Twenty- 
second  street  and  Gray’s  Ferry  road.  This  street  was  repaved 
about  one  year  ago. 

Twenty-second  street,  above  Christian  street,  was  dug  up  last 
winter  by  Armstrong,  and  the  clay  carted  to  a  brick  yard  at 
Twenty-third  and  Federal  street ;  the  holes  were  left  open,  causing 
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j)oo]s  of  stagnant  water— the  neighbors  complain— can  anything 
be  done? 

Tlie  large  l)oulder  still  remains  on  AValnut  street,  below  Eighth  ; 
also  several  large  stones  on  Walnut  street  opposite  Seventh  street, 
with  a  large  iron  rail. 

Filthy  condition  of  alley  in  the  rear  of  Dr.  Boardman’s  Church, 
Twelfth  and  Walnut  streets;  constant  complaints  are  being  made. 

Toa])ileor  dirt  and  decayed  leaves  in  Independence  Square; 
are  becoming  otieiisive,  south  side,  near  the  gate. 

I  woidd  resiject fully  call  your  attention  to  the  paving  of  Six¬ 
teenth  street,  from  Oxford  street  to  Columbia  avenue;  the  base  is 
ashes. 

Hole  in  sidewalk,  bricks  torn  up,  southwest  corner  of  Juniper 
and  Walnut  streets. 

The  o))en  hjt,  soutliwest  corner  of  Broad  and  Arch  streets,  was 
surr(nimled  by  a  fem-e  which  was  torn  down  for  lirewood  for  ttie 
steam  engines  at  the  tire  on  Broail  street  above  Aiadi  street,  some 
time  ago,  aiul  has  never  been  reiilaced  ;  it  is  dangerous.  A  wagon 
also  remains  at  this  point. 

Every  night  (exce[>t  perlnqis  Sunday),  two  large  wagons,  for 
hauling  iron,  remain  on  Broad  street  l)elow  Ilace  street.  Last 
night  one  of  them  was  atiout  fifteen  feet  out  froui  the  curb.  On 
tne  same  street,  last  night  at  10  o’clock,  twelve  large  wagons  and 
trucks  were  counte<l.  The  large  stones  removed  some  time  since, 
now  remain  on  the  sidewalk — (langerous. 

Twenty-second  street,  below  Chestnut,  two  carts  remain  all 
niglit;  one  opi)osite  Henderson’s. 

A  wagon  left  at  night  on  FiU)ert  street,  west  of  Fifteenth  street, 
ojiposite  station  house.  Two  of  our  directors  stoj)})ed  yesterday 
evening,  between  six  and  seven  o'clock,  and  spoke  to  tlie  officers 
abf)ut  it,  and  were  informed  that  it  would  be  taken  in,  but  at  ten 
o’clock  it  was  still  there  and  no  doubt  remained  all  night.  Your 
Honor’s  attenti(jn  is  called  to  this  violation  of  city  ordinance, 
directly  under  the  e\  es  of  the  officers. 

Wagons,  carts,  etc.,  are  left  standing  all  night  on  Wood  street, 
both  east  and  west  of  Broad  street,  greatly  obstructing  that  street. 

A  wagon  marked  M.  I).  Toomey,  Nos.  248,  250  ami  252  Market 
street,  remained  all  night  on  Filbert  street,  west  of  Fifteentli,  on 
Sunday  the  third,  and  JNIonday  the  Iburth,  nearly  op|)Osite  the 
jtolice  stsition,  reported  to  the  Mayor  July  2d.  Other  vehicles  are 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  same  neighborhood. 

A  tllthy  and  disease-breeding  gutter  from  Eighth  to  Ninth 
streets,  on  north  side  of  Walnut  street,  and  the  same  on  Ninth 
street  above  AValnut  street. 

Projecting  gas-box  on  south  side  of  Filbert  street  below  Sixteenth 
street,  dangerous. 

An  iron  boiler  on  sidewalk,  on  Sunday  last,  at  No.  1429  Market 
street. 

The  gutter  or  drain  running  across  AATalnut  street,  at  the  corner 
of  Broad  street,  west  side  wiih  iron  covering,  is  so  small  or  shal¬ 
low,  that  it  is  a  great  nuisance  in  rainy  weather,  causing  the 
street  to  be  overflowed  by  reason  of  getting  choked  up.  Two  or 
three  feet  further  west  is  a  deep  rut,  which  endangers  the  limbs  of 
valuable  horses,  and  very  apt  to  break  vehicles.  The  Citizens’ 
Association  is  requested  to  give  this  their  attention. 

Sidewalk  in  front  of  your  premises.  No.  242  north  Fifth  street, 
needs  repair. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk,  No.  523  Chestnut  street. 

Large  block  of  stone  on  sidewalk,  at  No.  426  Walnut  street. 
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Paving  Ellsworth  street  from  Seventeenth  to  Eighteenth  streets, 
on  ashes,  at  this  date. 

Race  street  below  Fifteenth  street,  south  side,  the  gutter  is  so 
low,  that  the  water  stagnates,  and  is  very  offensive. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk.  No.  830  Walnut  street. 

Your  sidewalk.  No.  912  Walnut  street,  in  bad  condition,  needs 
repairing. 

To  the  grading  of  Ellsworth  strbet,  between  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  streets.  Afton  street  between  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteentli  street.  Eighteenth  street  between  Washington  ave¬ 
nue  and  ij'ederal  street;  which  are  of  insufficient  depth,  also  to  the 
fact,  that  instead  of  paving  on  gravel  and  ashes,  they  are  paving 
on  mud  and  ashes,  with  about  one  load  of  gravel  to  the  hundred 
feet,  so  that  instead  of  a  gravel  bottom,  it  is  a  mere  sprinkling.  I 
hope  the  acompanying  complaint  will  be  attended  to  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  whatever  paving  is  already  done,  taken  up  and  done 
right,  according  to  existing  ordinances.  I  am  the  owner  of  1002 
feet  frontage,  for  which  I  have  to  pay  a  heavy  bill  for  paving,  and 
of  course  I  am  deeply  interested. 

The  very  bad  condition  of  street  pavement  at  southwest  corner 
of  Sixth  and  Catharine  streets,  needs  repairing  badly,  water  stag¬ 
nates  and  is  very  offensive. 

Obstructions  of  lumber  on  Fifth  street  above  and  below  Colum¬ 
bia  avenue,  on  Columbia  avenue,  from  Fifth  street  to  German¬ 
town  avenue,  and  on  Germantown  avenue  above  Columbia 
avenue.  The  lumber,  we  understand,  belongs  to  M.  Raleigh  &  Co., 
who  have  been  repeatedly  notified,  and  who  should  be  fined  before 
the  nearest  magistrate  at  your  instigation. 

Last  night  and  every  night  (except  perhaps  Sunday),  vehicles 
obstruct  Sansom  street  from  Nineteenth  to  Twenty-second  street, 
a  great  nuisance  to  the  neighbors,  and  to  persons  driving  down 
that  highway. 

Bad  condition  of  sidew'alk,  at  No.  433  Chestnut  street. 

Yesterday  (Sunday)  ten  barrels  on  sidewalk  southwest  corner  of 
Twelfth  and  South  street. 

Yesterday  (Sunday)  two  hogsheads  on  sidewalk,  northeast  cor¬ 
ner  of  Twelfth  and  Lombard  streets. 

A  lime-box  has  obstructed  Fifteenth  street  above  Spring  Garden 
street  for  a  long  time. 

A  filthy  alley  in  re,ar  of  Nos.  131  and  133  south  Fifth  street,  needs 
attention. 

Loose  cobble-stones  on  Thirteenth  street,  between  Spruce  and 
Walnut  streets. 

The  footway  crossing  at  corner  of  Broad  and  Parrish  streets,  is 
out  of  oriler,  so  high  that  water  lies  between  it  and  the  Nicholson 
pavement. 

Projecting  tree-stumps  at  southwest  corner  of  Third  and  Cypress 
alley  ;  southwest  corner  of  Third  and  Spruce  streets.  No.  241  south 
Third,  24-5,  247  and  249. 

Southeast  corner  of  Third  and  Pear  streets,  curb-stone  worn  by 
wagons,  etc.,  very  dangerous. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk,  No.  261  south  Third  street. 

The  flag-stone  crossing  at  the  corner  of  Third  and  Vine  streets 
is  very  much  raised,  making  it  dangerous  for  travel,  for  either 
horse  or  man. 

Several  large  trucks  or  stone  w'agons  obstruct  Sansom  street 
west  of  Nineteenth  street  every  night,  and  at  noon  each  day. 
Owned  by  Henderson,  1906  Sansom  street. 

Several  carts  occasionally  blockade  the  highway  all  night,  on 
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Sansom  street  west  of  Nineteenth  street.  They  belong  to  William 
Summers  (contractor  Point  Breeze  Gas  works)  who  resides  No. 
11)30  Sansom  street. 

A  pile  of  stones  on  Thirteenth  street  above  Bainbridge  street, 
obstructing  the  highway. 

aYnGnace— Lumber  on  Twelfth  street,  below  Walnut,  placed 
there  on  the  sixtli,  some  of  it  in  the  gutters,  obstructing  tiie  water¬ 
course  and  collecting  tilth,  endangering  the  health  of  tlie  neigh¬ 
borhood.  In  places  vehicles  cannot  get  up  to  the  curb,  or  coal  be 
got  in  without  difficulty.  Large  jhles  of  stones  and  railroad  iron 
also  obstruct  the  street. 

Cars  belonging  to  your  company  are  frequently  .allowed  to  re¬ 
main  on  the  crossing  at  Gray’s  Ferry  road  and  the  United  States 
arsenal,  obstructing  the  road  to  tlie  great  inconvenience  of  the 
public. 

Bad  condition  of  foottvay  at  No.  322  Walnut  street,  needing  re¬ 
pairs.  Also,  to  the  accumulation  of  tilth  in  rear  of  offices  betts  eeu 
Third  and  Fourth  street,  on  Walnut  street. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  No.  118  south  Nineteenth  street.  (P. 
II.  I^aw,  agent.  No.  225  south  Fourth  street.) 

The  contractor  for  building  the  Church  at  Twenty-first  and 
Walnut  streets,  occupies  nearly  the  whole  width  of  Tvveuty-tirst 
street.  Scarcely  room  for  a  single  vehicle  to  pass. 

A  pile  of  dirt  on  Chestnut  street,  below  Fifth,  should  be  re¬ 
moved. 

Large  piles  of  stones  obstructing  the  street  at  southwest  and 
nortliwest  corners  of  Broad  and  Walnut  streets. 

atench  arising  from  the  rendering  of  semi-putrified  fat  at  a  hog 
butchery.  No.  834  north  Third  street. 

P'ilthy  condition  of  Charles  street,  before  reported.  It  needs  at¬ 
tention. 

To  the  repaving  of  Walnut  street,  between  Fifth  and  Seventh 
streets.  They  are  stretching  the  stones,  the  paving  very  irregular, 
and  the  workmen  very  uncivil. 

Stones  and  piles  of  laibbish  left  by  the  pavers  in  Fulton  street. 

Large  granite  slabs  and  blocks  obstructing  tlie  Iiighway  and 
footway  on  Sansom  street,  below  Twenty-second  street.  Some  of 
them  are  marked  O.  F.  and  belong  no  doubt  to  Oliver  Fales.  He 
should  be  fined  without  notice,  having  .so  often  defied  the  law. 

A  flag-stone  out  of  place  at  Twenty-third  and  Chestnut  streets, 
needs  repairing. 

An  ugly  break  in  the  sidewalk  No.  2217  Chestnut  street.  Baily 
&  IMcDonald. 

Sidewalk  No.  912  Walnut  street,  broken,  needs  repair;  owner 
notified  July  8th.  A  word  from  you  would  no  doubt  remedy  the 
evil. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  in  front  of  No.  221  south  Fifth  street. 
Needs  attention. 

An  accumulation  of  filth  cornerof  Walnutand  Swanwick  streets. 

To  the  condition  of  the  sidewalk  at  No.  457  iliehmond  .street, 
below  Palmer,  as  it  is  a  perfect  nuisance.  We  have  called  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  it  repeatedly, 
and  it  is  still  in  the  same  condition,  tsigned  by  a  number  of  the 
residents  of  that  neighborhood. 

Filthy  condition  of  Arizona  street;  heaps  of  decayed  vegetable 
matter. 

Obstructions  on  Twelfth  street,  large  flag-stones  at  the  corners 
of  Walnut,  8pruee,  Pine  and  Bodinan  streets,  and  in  many  places 
where  the  rails  have  been  laid  for  some  time,  piles  of  gravel,  cobble- 
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stones,  etc.,  remain,  rendering  travel,  particularly  at  night,  dan¬ 
gerous.  These  things  should  be  removed  at  once. 

Holes  and  bad  condition  of  footway  Nos.  830  and  912  Walnut 
street.  The  owners  have  been  notified  by  us,  but  do  not  attend  to 
them.  We  think  a  word  from  you  would  have  the  desired  eflect. 

Fifthy  condition  of  Duijonceau  street,  corner  of  Walnut  street, 
caused  by  dirt  beiiig  removed  from  the  sewer  and  not  taken  away. 

Very  dangerous  condition  of  lot  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Arch 
and  Broad  streets.  Yesterday  the  well  on  this  lot  was  filled  with 
water.  A  citizen  passing,  observed  a  number  of  children  playing 
about  the  well,  at  great  risk  of  being  drowned.  The  place  should 
be  fenced  in.  Three  large  boulders  at  northwest  corner,  and  large 
]»ile  of  railroad  stones  at  the  southeast  corner  of  same  street.  A 
wagon  still  remains  at  the  corner  as  a  fixture,  night  and  day,  and 
Sundays. 

An  officer  of  Citizens’  Association  walked  between  the  hours  of 
eleven  and  twelve  o’clock  a.  m.,  from  Twelfth  and  Walnut  street 
to  Filbert  street,  out  Filbert  to  Seventeenth,  down  Seventeenth  to 
Chestnut,  up  Chestnut  to  Eighteenth,  down  Eighteenth  to  San- 
som,  out  Sanson  to  Twenty-second,  up  Twenty-second  street  to 
Market  street,  and  then  took  the  car.  Saw  the  first  policeman  at 
Thirty-sixth  street;  left  the  car  at  Forty-first  street,  walked  to 
Forty-second  street,  then  to  Chestnut  street,  and  took  the  car. 
Not  another  policeman  was  seen  till  Broad  street  was  reached. 
(Sunday.) 

The  wagon,  marked,  “  M.  D.  Toomey,”  before  reported,  was 
standing  yesterday  (Sunday)  opposite  police  station.  Filbert  street, 
above  Fifteenth,  at  11  o’clock,  A.  M. 

Yesterday  (Sunday)  at  northeast  corner  of  Eighteenth  and 
Chestnut  streets,  Robert  Black  &  Son,  grocers,  counted  thirty  old 
hogsheads,  barrels  and  boxes,  with  lot  of  old  boards. 

On  Twenty-third  street,  between  Market  and  Chestnut  streets, 
lumber  projecting  over  the  footway  at  Bucknell’s  (Sunday). 

Footway,  No.  3223  Market  street,  cluttered  uiJ  with  cases  (Sun¬ 
day). 

A  number  of  hogsheads  and  barrels  at  3966  Market  street  (Sun¬ 
day). 

Earthen  pipes  obstructing  footway  at  4044  Market  street  (Sun¬ 
day). 

Marble  obstructions  at  Thirty-third  and  Chestnut  streets  (Sun- 
day{. 

Large  number  of  wagons  and  carts,  standing  in  some  places, 
three  abreast,  on  Broad  street,  below  Vine,  and  belo^v  Race  streets. 
Two  long  wagons  remain  nightly  in  direct  violation  of  law. 
Previous  notice  has  been  given. 

The  wretched  condition  of  the  highway  in  Sixteenth  street, 
above  Arch,  the  cobble-stones  all  in  ruts  for  several  squares,  but 
particularly  near  Arch  street.  Complaint  has  been  made  to  the 
authorities,  but  all  repairs  are  delayed  until  the  railroad  is  built, 
Avhich  maj'  never  be. 

On  north  Broad  street,  above  the  Punch  Bowd,  on  the  west 
side,  where  the  road  has  just  been  paved  and  finished,  the  dirt 
hauled  there  to  fill  up  fhe  low  lots  west  of  Broad  street,  is  placed 
in  the  street,  blocking  it  up. 

A  large  and  dangerous  hole  in  middle  of  railroad  track  at 
the  junction  of  the  Chestnut  and  Walnut  street,  and  Fifth  and 
Sixth  Street  Passenger  Railroads,  should  be  repaired  immediately. 

The  railroad  company  have  left  Twelfth  aud  Christian  street  in 
a  most  dangerous  condition,  stones  out  of  place,  and  a  large  piece 
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of  lumber  between  the  rail  and  curb,  rendering  travel  very  dan¬ 
gerous,  2)articularly  at  night. 

The  inlets  to  the  sewers  >it  Twelfth  and  Christian  streets  are  in 
a  shameful  condition. 

Inlets  at  Eighteenth  and  Spruce  streets.  Traps  imperfect,  allow¬ 
ing  foul  air  to  escape.  The  neighborhood  is  rendered  offensive  by 
the  smell.  Before  reported.  A  fruit  stand  obstructs  the  highway 
at  Fourth  and  Walnut  streets. 

A  large  tank  on  the  highway  at  the  corner  of  Jefferson  avenue 
and  Benrose  Ferry  road,  a  dangerous  obstruction,  causing  horses 
to  frighten. 

To  tlie  dangerous  condition  of  road  between  Laurel  Hill  toll- 
gate  and  railroad  bridge.  The  driving  portion  of  road  being  very 
narrow,  and  washed  out,  so  much  so,  that  the  rails  are  some  dis¬ 
tance  abov’e  the  road,  making  it  very  dangerous  for  wagons  to 
turn  out.  Several  accidents  have  already  hapijened.  It  should 
be  attended  to  immediately. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  at  No.  808  Walnut  street. 

The  tdockading  of  the  Kater  Market,  or  rather  sidewalk.  South 
street,  above  Fifteenth  street,  and  the  adjoining  sidewalk.  It  is 
a  serious  injury  to  the  occu2)ants  of  tlie  market  house.  Your  at¬ 
tention  to  tlie  same  is  requested. 

A  projecting  water  box  in  front  of  No.  203  south  Twelfth  street. 

A  large  hole  in  sidewalk  in  front  of  No.  407  south  Fifth  street. 

To  the  very  dangerous  condition  of  the  covering  of  gutter  at 
Twelfth  and  Wood  street,  it  lequires  attention.  Several  accidents 
have  already  occurred. 

The  bad  condition  of  sidew^alks.  Nos.  420,  422,  424  south  Tenth 
street. 

Flags  at  crossing  Broad  and  Coates  streets,  north  side,  are  out  of 
jilace. 

At  the  corner  of  'Walnut  and  Swauwick  streets,  filth  is  again 
accumulating. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  on  Walnut  street,  below  Fourth  street, 
at  the  entrance  to  the  school  and  chinch.  Immediate  attention 
to  its  rejiair  is  requested. 

A  jirojecting  gas  box  in  front  of  St.  .Joseph’s  Orphan  Asylum, 
No.  7b0  Sjiruce  street.  Attention  is  requested  to  have  it  j^laced  on 
a  level  with  the  pavement,  as  it  is  dangerous  to  pedestrians,  esije- 
cially  at  night. 

A  projecting  water  box  in  front  of  premises.  No.  704  Spruce 
street. 

The  shameful  condition  of  Twelfth  street,  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Christian  street,  stones  are  scattered  about.  The  residents  are 
com  iilaining. 

Cuthbert  street,  between  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  streets,  is  en¬ 
tirely  blocked  up  with  building  material. 

Hiiles,  ruts,  and  loose  stones  on  Eighteenth  street,  below  South, 
and  Spruce,  above  Sixteenth  street. 

A  hole  on  Twentieth  street,  between  Sansom  and  Chestnut, 
before  rejwrted. 

A  trench  has  been  dug  on  Thirteenth  street  above  'Washington 
avenue,  for  the  introduction  of  water  into  the  premises  of  David 
Kerr,  by  W^illiam  W.  Fisher,  plumber.  No.  41  north  Tenth  street, 
and  not  finished,  which  is  dangerous  to  travel. 

A  large  hole  in  middle  of  track.  Walnut  street  above  Juniper 
street. 

A  large  hole  in  sidewalk  in  front  of  premises  No.  611  Walnut 
street. 
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Opposite  Nos.  2-54  and  25S  south  Sixteenth  street,  street  pavement 
needs  attention. 

Twelfth  street  extending  south  from  southwest  corner  of  Wal¬ 
nut,  is  very  much  obstructed  v/ith  building  material. 

All  officer  of  the  Citizens’  Association,  between  the  hours  of 
11  and  12  o’clock  A.  M.,  passed  from  Twelfth  and'  \V’'alnut  streets, 
up  Twelfth  to  Arch,  up  Arch  to  Broad,  up  Broad  to  Creen,  out 
Green  to  the  Park,  and  not  a  police  officer  to  be  seen.  Keturniug 
from  Park,  down  Green  to  Sixteenth,  down  Sixteenth  to  Filbert, 
down  Filbert  to  Broad,  down  Broad  to  Sansoru,  down  Sansom  to 
Twelfth,  and  Twelfth  to  Walnut  street,  not  a  police  officer  to  be 
seen.  In  the  evening  from  six  to  seven  o’clock  P.  M.,  walked 
down  Twelfth  to  Spruce,  up  Spruce  to  Broad,  down  Broad  to 
Pine,  and  returned  by  way  of  Broad  and  Walnut  street,  to  Twelfth 
street,  and  not  a  police  officer  to  be  seen.  (.Sunday). 

Sixteenth  street  between  Vine  and  Wood  is  much  obstructed  by 
building  material  and  rubbish,  the  buildings  having  been  riuished 
some  time. 

A  projecting  water  box  in  front  of  No.  128  south  Sixth  street. 

Twelfth  street  above  Sansom  street,  a  quantity  of  bricks  and 
dirt  left  by  contractor  on  the  street,  should  be  removed. 

Disgraceful  condition  of  Twelfth  street,  north  side  of  Christian 
street,  left  so  by  the  Tenth  and  Eleventh  street  railroad  company, 
to  which  attention  was  called  August  20th  and  September  7th. 

Several  loose  flag-stones  at  crossing.  Broad  street,  north  side  of 
Coates  street.  You  were  notified  on  the  6th  inst.,  they  still  re¬ 
main,  and  are  very  dangerous. 

Lots  of  sand,  mortar  and  old  brick,  on  Twenty-first  stz’eet  below 
Locust  street,  laying  there  not  used  for  three  months  jzast,  and  a 
great  nuisance  to  the  neighborhood. 

Ridge  avenue  from  Columbia  street  to  Dauphin  street,  vras  or¬ 
dered  by  City  Councils,  some  three  months  since  to  be  paved  with 
rubble  stones.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  made  a  con¬ 
tract  with  one  McAtee.  The  work  was  to  be  commenced  at 
once.  The  contractor  has  refused  to  commence  the  v/ork,  and 
will  not  unle.ss  Councils  pass  an  ordinance  to  increase  the 
price.  Now  I  wish  your  body  to  comijel  him  to  commence  the 
work  forthw’ith,  before  the  season  is  too  late,  or  compel  the  city  to 
give  it  to  some  one  else. 

High  curbs,  dangerous  to  pedestrians  at  night,  corner  of  Seven¬ 
teenth  and  Coxe  streets. 

Sidewalk  at  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Catharine  streets,  north¬ 
west  corner  needs  repair. 

Bainbridge  street  is  almost  impassable,  owing  to  rubbish  depos¬ 
ited,  and  holes  in  the  cobble-stone  pavement,  from  Gray’s  Ferry 
road  to  the  wharf. 

About  two  months  ago,  the  street  opposite  No.  1323  Walnut 
street,  was  broken  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  with  the  sewer. 
The  owner  of  the  property  is  anxious  to  have  it  repaired,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  public,  who  use  the  highway,  and  have  the  right 
to  demand  the  repair. 

A  nuisance  in  the  shape  of  dirt,  gravel,  etc.,  left  after  repairing 
the  yard,  and  should  be  removed,  in  ■  rear  of  No.  1532  Christian 
street. 

At  southwest  corner  of  Eighteenth  and  Walnut  street,  an  oyster 
cart  remains  all  night.  Last  evening  a  large  quantity  of  shells  re¬ 
mained  between  eight  and  nine  o’clock,  very  offensive  to  the 
neighborhood,  all  of  which  is  contrary  to  law,  both  wagon  and 
shells  remaining  on  street  after  sundown. 
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On  Walnut  street  between  Seventeentli  and  Eigliteenth  streets, 
south  side,  a  box  obstructs  the  highway.  This  box  covered  a 
liydrant  used  for  building  purposes,  the  building  has  been  finished 
tor  months,  the  box  still  remains  a  fixture. 

The  bad  condition  of  Ifroad  street  above  Columbia  avenue,  full 
of  holes  and  ruts*. 

To  tlie  very  liad  condition  of  Ridge  avenue  above  Columbia 
avenue.  Why  has  not  Mr.  McAtee  fulfilled  his  contract  to  pave 
with  rubble  pavement? 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  in  front  of  your  ijremises,  No.  327 
south  (Second  street. 

Loo.se  stones.  Walnut  street,  below  Third,  south  side.  Belgian 
blocks  standing  a  foot  high. 

A  wagon  and  slop  barrels  southwest  corner  Twenty-first  and 
\’ine  streets  on  sidewalk,  day  and  night. 

To  condition  of  street  No.  618  south  Tenth  street;  cobble-stones 
sunk,  needs  attention. 

To  the  crossing  in  track  corner  of  Twelfth  and  Callowhill  streets, 
a  huge  stone  out  of  place;  should  be  attended  to  immediately. 

A  large  number  of  persons  who  drive  down  Broad  street  to  Point 
Breeze  Park,  comi)lain  bitterly  of  the  condition  of  the  road.  At¬ 
tention  is  requesteii. 

Sidewalk  in  tiont  of  premises  No.  532  Pine  street,  needs  repair. 

At  Broad  and  Columbia  avenue  there  are  three  or  four  large  iron 
stop-water  boxes,  raised  four  or  live  inches  above  the  level  of  the 
ro.ad,  whi(di  should  be  remedied  at  once.  Several  accidents  have 
already  taken  place.  It  is  impo.ssible  in  the  evening  or  at  night 
to  pass  them  without  danger  to  life  or  limb.  This  matter  should 
receive  ju’ompt  attention. 

We  again  notify  you  of  the  bad  condition  of  Broad  street,  north 
of  Coates.  The  stones  at  crossings  out  of  place;  the  boulders  and 
other  large  stones  at  Broad  and  Arch  streets,  to  which  attention 
has  so  often  been  called,  still  remain. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalks  No.  4.3  south  Eleventh  street  and  1349 
Chestnut  street. 

Yesterday  (Sunday)  and  Saturday  night,  large  iron  plates  were 
allowed  to  remain  in  front  of  Pennsylvania  Railroad  depot.  Thir¬ 
teenth  street,  below  Market.  A  very  dangerous  obstruction  at 
night. 

A  large  pile  of  building  stone  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Twenty- 
first  and  Market  streets.  Messrs.  Nathan  Sellers  &  Co.,  No.  2108 
Market  street. 

Projecting  gas-boxes  on  Spring  Garden  street,  from  Twenty-first 
to  Twenty-second  street. 

Large  hole  in  sidewalk  northeast  corner  of  Ninth  and  Market 
streets. 

Large  hole  around  telegraph  pole,  northwest  corner  Twentieth 
and  Pine  streets — dangerous. 

The  inlet  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Eighth  and  Market  streets 
has  for  sometime  past  been  obstructed.  By  our  own  efforts  it  has 
been  partially  opened.  It  needs  attention. 

A  ]vHe  of  dirt  from  inlet,  corner  Broad  and  Walnut  streets,  has 
remained  several  days. 

An  iron  plate  at  Broad  and  Walnut  streets  has  been  out  of  place 
some  days. 

A  dangerous  hole  around  fire  plug  on  Carpenter  streetbelow 
Nineteenth. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  No.  530  south  Fifth  street. 
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A  broken  hitching-post  in  front  of  Jos.  Harrison’s,  No.  221  south 
Eighteenth  street. 

A  dangerous  hole  around  fire  plug  at  Broad  and  Baiiibridge 
street. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalks,  No.  .533  Chestnut  street,  and  No.  71?t 
Locust  street. 

At  the  southwest  corner  Thirteenth  and  Kater  streets,  at  cross¬ 
ing,  a  flag-stone  out  of  place. 

Inlets  choked  up  at  northeast  corner  Thirteenth  and  Fitzwater 
streets  and  Thirteenth  and  Kingston  streets. 

A  filthy  alley.  Locust  above  Ninth  street,  and  on  east  side  of 
Musical  Fund  Hall. 

A  projecting  water-box,  southeast  corner  Spruce  and  Quince 
streets. 

Barley  street,  from  Eleventh  to  Quince  street,  is  in  a  filthy  con¬ 
dition. 

A  filthy  cartway,  between  Market  and  Girard  street,  from  Ele¬ 
venth  to  Twelfth  streets. 

The  filthy  condition  of  Mark’s  lane,  Bryer  place,  Kelly  street. 
Auburn  street.  Baker  street.  Paschal!  street,  Milton  street.  Carbon 
street,  Arizona  street,  Rodman  street,  Fulton  street,  all  needing 
immediate  attention. 

Twenty-third  street,  from  Bainbridge  to  Washington  street,  or 
avenue,  and  a  new  thirty  feet  street,  calied  Mount  Holly  street, 
are  being  jmved  on  ashes. 

To  a  large  heap  of  ashes  in  Vaughan  street,  between  Locust  and* 
Walnut  streets;  has  been  there  for  six  months — very  dangerous. 

A  large  hole  around  a  fire  plug.  Walnut  below  Broad  street. 

Large  flags  and  blocks  of  granite  obstruct  the  highway  on  Twen¬ 
ty-second  street,  below  Walnut.  Messrs.  Dolan,  Shields  &  Co. 

An  overflowing  cess-pool  in  rear  of  No.  1319  Cherry  street  and 
No.  8  Marston  street. 

A  large  pile  of  old  bricks  and  rubbish  southeast  corner  Fifteenth 
and  Spruce  streets. 

Bad  condition  of  street  pavement  Sansom  street,  between  Fif¬ 
teenth  and  Sixteenth  streets. 

The  bad  condition  of  sidewalk  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Market 
and  Sixth  streets.  It  needs  repairing.  Messrs.  Gummey  &  Sons, 
agents. 

The  filthy  condition  of  gutters  along  Twelfth  street,  from  Market 
to  Fitzwater  street.  Nothing  has  been  done  toward  cleansing  this 
street,  between  Locust  and  Walnut,  since  the  heated  term  of  July 
last,  notwithstanding  your  contractor  for  that  district  assured  the 
President  of  this  Association  that  there  should  be  no  further  cause 
for  complaint.  The  residents  of  the  street  have  been  terribly  pun¬ 
ished  for  months  past — in  dry  weather  with  dust,  and  in  wet 
weather  with  mud  ankle  deep.  Cannot  something  be  done?  You 
informed  our  Secretary  some  time  since  that  nothing  could  be 
done  until  the  railroad  was  finished.  It  has  been  finished  through 
the  district  spoken  of  for  months;  still  the  residents  have  to  suffer. 
We  respectfully  ask  relief  at  your  hands  as  soon  as  possible.  A 
pile  of  dirt  still  remains  at  Broad  and  Walnut  streets. 

Violation  of  City  Ordinance  in  relation  to  Oyster  Wagons,  which 
imposes  a  fine  of  five  doliars  for  any  person  leaving  wagon,  cart, 
or  shells  on  the  highway  after  sundown.  This  law  seems  to  be 
entirely  disregarded,  as  they  are  to  be  found  all  over  the  city  at 
night.  Last  night  at  Fifteenth  and  Chestnut  streets.  Seventeenth 
and  Chestnut  streets.  Twelfth  and  Thurlow  streets.  Twelfth  and 
Bainbridge  streets,  Twelfth  and  Fitzwater  streets,  Eleventh  and 
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Fifzwater  ptreeis,  Teiith  and  BaiiibridHfe  streets,  Tenth  and  Lom- 
baial  streets,  were  seen  by  oilieers  of  this  association,  wagons  and 
large  piles  ofshells  in  almoat  every  instance.  Yonr  special  atten¬ 
tion  is  I'espectl'nlJy  called  to  this  subject. 

An  old  curb-stone  lying  in  the  gutter  in  South  street,  below 
Tentii ;  has  been  there  since  August  last,  and  belongs  to  the  city. 

Bail  condition  of  sidewalks  Nos.  south  Twelfth  street,  41 
south  Fourth  street,  821  Walnut  street,  70  north  Second  street,  56 
south  tsecond  street,  220  north  Second  street,  250  north  Second 
street,  north  Second  sti'eet,  corner  of  Be  Grande  street. 

A  large  ])ile  of  dirt  left  on  Twelfth  street,  below  Walnut,  after 
rejiairs  done  to  the  residence  of  Dr.  Meigs,  No.  1218  Waliiutstreet. 

Several  stones  broken  in  front  of  Bank  of  Commerce,  (sidewalk.) 

A  hole  in  Eainbridge  street,  below  Twelfth,  break  in  water  pipe, 
water  running. 

li'on  plate  of  inlet  out  of  place  at  southeast  corner  of  Second  and 
Vine  sti'cets,  leaving  a.  large  hole,  dangerous  to  pedestrians. 

Pile  of  dirt  aj)d  tool-house,  slrould  be  removed  from  Filbert 
street,  below  Sixteenth. 

Tile  fruit-stand  stilt  remains  on  the  highway,  corner  of  Fourth 
ami  Waluiit  streets. 

The  tihiiy  condition  of  Duponceau  street,  Steadman  street.  Union 
street,  Jayne  street,  Juniijer  street,  from  Pine  to  Spruce,  Pine 
street,  from  Sixtli  to  Seventh,  Yiiie  street,  from  Tenth  to  Eleventh. 

Bad  break  in  sidewalk  No,  2(14  soutli  Fourth  street,  and  an  ugly 
hole  in  cellar  door,  in  wliich  atnighf  a  person  might  catch  his  foot. 

A  large  pile  of  rubbish  and  lime-boxes  left  there  by  builders,  in 
front  ot  No.  221J  Broad  street — lager  beer  saloon  kept  by  Lange. 

Twelfth  street,  below  Locust,  east  side,  three  or  four  wagons  re¬ 
main  all  night,  part  o)i  sidewalk  and  jiart  on  highway. 

Southwest  corner  Broad  and  Bai)itni(ige  street;  projecting  curb, 
so  bad  that  it  is  almost  dangerous  for  jiedestrians  to  pass  over  it. 

Northeast  corner  of  Broad  and  Alaska  street;  the  curb  is  raised 
from  eight  to  ten  im-hes  above  the  pavement,  making  it  dangerous. 

Noi'thwest  corner  ot  Twelfth  and  Stnithers  street;  a  very  ugly 
projecting  curb. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  in  front  of  No.  12S  north  Ninth  street, 
corner  of  Cherry. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  No. 
146  north  Tliird  street.  Tire  uudeisigaed  had  a  severe  fall  on  ac¬ 
count  of  its  bad  condition. 

Three  gas  or  water  ojienings  on  Columbia  avenue,  east  of  Ridge 
avenue.  Also,  three  carts  standing  o[)posite  the  above-mentioned 
o|ieniugs,  and  vehicles  in  passing  are  obliged  to  drive  in  over  these 
openings. 

Caving  in  of  inlet  northeast  corner  Thirteenth  and  Eainbridge 
streets — very  dangerous. 

Filthy  condition  ot  Quince  street.  Spruce  street,  from  Eighth  to 
Tenth,  Barclay  street,  from  Sixth  to  Seventh,  Seventh  street,  from 
Pine  to  Locust,  and  Middle  alley,  from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street. 

The  iuJet  atBroad  street  and  McGoweti’s  building,  below  Walnut 
street,  is  dangerous  to  teams.  A  horse  in  passing  close  to  the  curb 
was  suddenly  thrown  into  the  hole,  and  through  the  assist¬ 
ance  ot  Capt.  Saunders  and  officer,  No.  219,  the  animal  was  extri¬ 
cated  from  the  perilous  predicament.  I  made  such  arrangements 
as  would  aftbrd  protection  until  the  case  should  be  reported  to  the 
highway  department. 

The  condition  ot  Juniper  street,  from  Chestnutto  Penn  Square. 
There  are  several  holes,  which  are  being  enlarged  by  the  vast 
amount  of  business  concentrating  at  the  railroad  depot. 
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Bad  condition  of  sidewalks,  at  Xo.  104  Market  street,  and  Isos. 
18, 110,  114  and  128,  north  Front  street,  which  need  repairs. 

A  number  of  wooden  tlasks,  on  the  sidewalk,  in  front  of  Flush 
&  Roper’s  iron  foundry,  on  Fifth  street,  below  Columbia  avenue. 
They  are  a  great  nuisance,  and  their  removal  is  requested. 

Twentieth  sti’eet,  between  Arch  and  Filbert  streets,  is  much  ob¬ 
structed  with  large  svagons,  etc.,  remaining  all  night.  An  oyster 
wagon  just  below  Arch  street,  was  there  night  before  last,  in  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  receiit  act  of  the  Mayor. 

The  tihhy  condition  of  Currant  Alley,  below  Walnut  street; 
piles  of  dirt  left  by  street  cleaners,  and  dirt  from  inlet  remaining 
several  days. 

On  the  22d  of  October  last,  we  addressed  you  a  note  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  Twelfth  street,  below  AValnut,  asking  that  something 
might  be  done.  We  now  repeat  this  request.  The  tiith  this  day 
remaining  between  Walnut  and  Locust  streets,  on  Twelfth,  is  dis¬ 
graceful  to  any  civilized  place.  Your  contractor,  James  Callan,  is 
not  tit  for  the  position  he  occupies.  He  should  not  be  paid  one 
dollar  until  he  performs  his  duly. 

Yesterday  (Sunday)  eight  vehicles  in  front  of  Hart’s  stables, 
upon  the  sidewalk,  Broad,  above  Mount  Vernon  street.  Two  ve¬ 
hicles  in  front  of  Xo.  62,4.  These  two  places  have  been  complained 
of  by  many  citizens  for  having  vehicles  constantly,  not  only  on 
the  highway,  but  on  the  sidewalk. 

An  immense  pile  of  building  rubbish  on  Green  street,  below 
Broad,  north  side. 

A  large  pile  of  bricks  at  southwest  corner  of  Fifth  and  Locust 
streets.  There  for  some  time. 

A  pile  of  boulders  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Commerce  streets, 
left  there  by  pavers,  and  being  very  dangerous,  should  be 
removed. 

Leaky  condition  of  manhole  at  Twelfth  and  Walnut  streets; 
constantly  wet. 

There  are  gangs  of  corner  loungers  who  infest  the  norihwest 
corner  of  Che.stnut  and  Twelfth  streets,  not  only  at  night,  but 
during  Sundays — a  great  nuisance  to  the  public  and  injurious  to 
the  business  ot  the  druggist  at  that  corner.  We  earnestly  ask  you 
to  correct  this  evil. 

The  filthy  condition  of  Alaska  street.  Sixth  to  Eighth  streets  ; 
Ronaldson  street,  Xinth  to  Tenth  street;  Filbert  street.  Sixth  to 
Seventh  street ;  Illinois  street;  Ben  nett  street.  Seventh  to  Eighth. 

Lime  box  and  rubbish  in  front  of  church.  Broad  and  Jefl'ersoii 
streets. 

A  very  offensive  sewer  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Willow  streets. 

Bad  break  in  sidewalk,  Xos.  416,  418,  510  south  Fourth  street, 
and  Xo.  141  south  Fifth  street. 

The  alley  in  rear  of  Lr.  Boardman’s  Church,  has  been  declared 
a  nuisance  by  the  Board  of  Health.  It  was  brought  before  coun¬ 
cils  a  short  time  since,  and  referred  to  the  commissioner  of  high¬ 
ways.  A  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  on  Walnut  street, 
who  back  on  this  alley,  are  very  anxious  to  have  it  repaved  before 
the  winter  sets  in,  and  now  are  ready  and  svilling  to  pay  for  the 
same,  and  pray  it  may  be  done  forthwith. 

A  crossing  stone  out  of  place,  corner  of  Eighth  and  Good  water 
streets — dangerous. 

Gutters  on  Walnut  street,  Sixth  to  Seventh  streets,  and  on 
Seventh  above  Walnut  street,  are  filthy. 

Filthy  condition  of  Mintzer  street.  Seventh  to  Eighth;  Race 
street.  Third  to  Fifth;  Vine  street.  Fourth  to  Sixth;  Crown 
street,  from  Race  to  Callowhill ;  south  Eleventh  street,  from 
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Rainbridge  to  Carpenter  street;  Rodman  street,  Milton  street, 
JLebanon  street,  all  want  tdeansing  badly. 

Piles  of  boulders,  left  by  pavers  at  the  corner  of  Ninth  and 
Rainbridge  streets. 

A  large  and  dangerous  hole  in  street  opposite  No.  759  south 
Nintli  street. 

Rad  condition  of  sidewalk,  in  front  of  premises  occupied  by 
Roard  of  Plealth. 

Rad  condition  of  sidewalks  in  front  of  Nos.  808  and  810  Walnut 
street. 

Paving  is  now  going  on  in  Dickerson  street,  w'est  of  Sixteenth, 
contrary  to  ordinance;  there  tieing  only  four  or  five  inches  of 
gravel  according  to  statement  of  McConnell,  contractor,  but  in 
the  opinion  of  others,  tliere  is  not  three  indies  over  the  ashes. 
The  ashes  are  tilled  with  every  rubliisli  imaginable  on  Reed  street 
from  Fifteenth  to  Seventeenth,  which  is  being  pi’epared  for 
paving. 

Flag  stone  out  of  place  corner  of  Locust  and  Juniper.  Danger¬ 
ous. 

Spruce  street  from  Eighth  to  Tenth  street  was  scraped  up  on 
Tuesday  last,  this  morning,  Pb'iday,  the  piles  of  dirt  w'ere  still 
there.  The  large  pile  of  dirt  on  Twelfth  street  below  Walnut  still 
remains,  notwithstanding  Callan,  tlie  contractor,  had  an  order  for 
its  I'emoval  some  days  since. 

The  constant  violation  of  the  ordinance,  preventing  push  carts 
using  tlie  sidewalk. 

Rad  tireak  in  sidewalk  No.  228  south  Rroad  street.  Mrs.  Neil- 
son.  Rad  break  in  sidewalk  northivest  corner  Dean  and  Locust 
streets.  Dennis  Dunn. 

.Sidewalks  out  of  rejiair  northeast  corner  Twelfth  and  Spruce 
streets,  and  249  and  297  south  Twelfth  street. 

Filthy  condition  of  Third  street  from  Coates  to  Poplar  ;  Eighth 
street  from  Christian  to  Fitzwater ;  Fitzwater  from  Eighth  to 
Tenth  street;  and  Fourth  from  Market  to  Chestnut  street.  . 

Lumber  obstructions,  Rroad  street  below  Wallace,  and  opposite 
Rrown  street. 

Flag  stone  out  of  place  at  crossing  on  Federal  street  west  side  of 
Thirteenth  street. 

Yesterday  (8unday)  up  to  seven  o’clock  P.  M.,  and  no  doubt  it 
remained  all  night,  was  a  wagon  in  front  of  Hart’s  stables,  stand- 
ijig  with  the  hind  wheels  against  the  curb,  and  the  shafts  out. 
This  wagon  is  marked  .fas.  Denny,  Ridge  avenue  and  Green 
street,  it  may  be  seen  any  Sunday  at  this  jjlace,  unless  this  causes 
its  removal. 

A  large  pile  of  dirt  and  rubbish  in  front  of  premises,  709  Walnut 
street. 

Rroad  street  bet\veen  Arch  and  Vine  streets,  is  at  present  in 
very  fair  condition,  the  curbs  having  been  reset,  and  the  sidewalks 
much  improved,  but  the  bricks,  stones,  old  lumber  and  stone 
sleepers  still  remain,  and  will  be  fixtures  for  the  winter,  unless 
your  department  order  their  removal. 

Opening  in  the  street  for  water  or  gas  at  1523  Walnut  street, 
needs  repaving. 

Filthy  condition  of  Noble  street  from  Second  to  Third  street ; 
and  an  alley  running  east  from  PJfteenth  street  above  Spring 
Garden. 

Fifteenth  street  above  Spring  Garden  was  torn  up  opposite 
some  new  buildings,  about  six  months  ago,  to  introduce  water  or 
gas.  Not  yet  repaired. 

A  large  pile  of  dirt  and  stones  at  southeast  corner  of  Arch  and 
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Seventh  streets,  on  Seventh  street  side,  obstructing  the  highway. 

To  the  stone  cutting  and  large  stones  that  obstruct  Eighteenth 
Btreeth  above  Greeen  ;  they  occupy  over  two-thirds  of  the  street. 

Large  stone  on  sidewalk  on  Steadman  street  west  of  Twelfth, 
has  been  an  obstruction  for  two  years. 

To  the  very  bad  and  unsafe  condition  of  Ridge  road,  east  side  of 
new  portion  of  railroad  laid  by  the  Ridge  avenue  and  Manayunk 
Passenger  Railroad  Company,  full  of  water  and  deep  ruts. 

The  alley-way  or  gutter  is  out  of  repair,  and  water  constantly 
troubling 'foot  passengers  at  premises  Kos.  236  and  238  south 
Tweuty-tirst  street. 

Sidewalks  out  of  repair  at  No.  49  south  Third  street;'  northeast 
corner  of  Broad  and  Chestnut;  113  south  Sixteenth  street;  No. 
1331  Spruce  street;  and  west  side  of  Eleventh  street  north  of  Vine. 

A  large  pile  of  ashes  on  Third  street  opposite  Branch,  east  side, 
has  been  there  for  over  six  weeks,  deposited  by  residents  of  Deii- 
naker’s  avenue. 

Reported  this  morning  to  High  Constable  John  Curley,  the 
building  obstructions  on  Broad  street  north  of  Chestnut,  which 
extend  ft-om  thirty-five  to  forty  feet  into  the  street,  when  the  per¬ 
mit  gives  but  ten  feet. 

Break  in  railroad  track  on  Sixth  street  just  north  of  Arch. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalks  No.  113  south  Sixteenth  street ;  No. 
226  north  Fourth  street ;  No.  835  Arch  street,  and  northeast  cor¬ 
ner  of  Sixteenth  and  Kater  streets,  all  needing  attention. 

Mr.  Sterling,  211  south  Tenth  street,  keeps  two  large  dry  goods 
boxes  on  sidewalk. 

Tw’o  large  stones  out  of  place  at  crossing  at  Apple  Tree  alley 
and  Fourth  street,  dangerous  to  horses  and  vehicles. 

Two  night  carts,  filled  with  cesspool  manure,  marked  G.  A. 
Shissler,  No.  32,  were  yesterday  at  three  o’clock  P.  M.,  on  Passyunk 
road,  west  of  Penrose’s  Ferry. 

A  church  building  is  now'  going  on,  Federal  street,  below  Broad, ' 
and  notwithstanding  it  isopen  ground  on  both  sides,  they  obstruct 
the  highway  with  building  matei’ial,  and  dress  stone  in  the  middle 
of  the  sidew'alk. 

On  Thirteenth  street,  northwest  corner  of  Hamilton,  five  hogs¬ 
heads  on  sidewalk,  and  four  hogsheads  on  sidewalk  on  Button- 
wood  street  above  Twelfth,  north  side. 

No.  450  north  Twelfth  street  (Kille  &  Hall),  a  large  pile  of  lum¬ 
ber  obstructing  the  highway.  These  parties  should  be  fined  with¬ 
out  notice,  as  they  have  frequently  been  spoken  to  for  the  same 
thing. 

Twelfth  street,  below  Arch,  large  piles  of  loose  cobble  stones. 
Should  be  removed. 

Filthy  condition  of  Twelfth  street,  betw'een  Vine  and  Callowhill, 
particularly  the  gutter  on  the  w'est  side;  full  of  filth  corner  of 
Struther’s  street. 

Twelfth  street,  between  Market  and  Filbert,  east  side,  in  filthy 
condition,  has  been  so  for  months,  on  Sunday  and  every  other 
day. 

Filthy  condition  of  gutters  on  Broad  street,  west  side,  between 
Flbert  and  Cuthbert  streets. 

Broad  street,  between  Arch  and  Vine,  previously  reported  to 
you,  is  still  cluttered  up  with  rubbish.  We  respectfully  request  an 
answer  whether  you  intend  to  order  this  district  cleaned  up  or  not. 

Sixteenth  street,  above  Spring  Garden,  in  same  condition  as  re¬ 
ported  on  25th  of  November. 

A  grocer’s  wagon  on  Brandywine  street,  east  of  Twentieth  street, 
marked  M.  Lewis. 
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Wallace  street,  north  side,  west  of  Nineteenth,  obstructed  by 
buildini^  material — building  tinished. 

It  is  high  time  the  highway  should  be  cleared  in  front  of  Syna¬ 
gogue,  Broad  and  JMount  Vernon  streets. 

Southeast  corner  Broad  and  Hamilton  streets,  large  lot  of  lumber 
obstructs  the  street. 

Lumber  and  iron  frame  work  on  street  and  sidewalk  in  front  of 
Baldwin’s  works. 

No.  1419  Coates  street  (V/allace  &  Leighton),  hogsheads  and 
barrel  on  sidewalk. 

Vehicles  in  frontof  Hart’s  stables,  at  right  angles  with  the  street; 
Denny’s  wagon  with  them. 

A  large  stone,  which  was  for  about  two  years  on  Broad  street, 
west  side,  above  Filbert  street,  has  been  recently  placed  in  the 
gutter. 

Fulton  &  Walker,  carriage  and  wagon  builders,  occupy  the 
street,  corner  of  Twentieth  and  Filbert,  with  wagons  undergoing 
repairs,  all  day,  and  late  in  the  evening. 

Building  material,  on  Filbert  street,  below  Tenth,  in  front  of 
No.  9:11,  occupy  more  than  the  legal  width.  Builder’s  name  is 
Dougherty. 

Obstruction  from  carts  and  wagons,  and  a  large  iron  roller,  or 
something  of  the  kind,  all  night  in  front  of  No.  AiO  Broad  street. 
Nelson  (  Javett. 

The  gutters  in  front  of  Nos.  72-5  and  727  Walnut  street,  completely 
blocked  up  with  dirt,  and  trodden  down  hard. 

A  large  pile  of  ashes  on  Sansom  above  Broad  street — from  La 
Pierre  llouse. 

Obstructions  left  on  Market  street  over  night.  No.  110(3,  .T.  W. 
Bansom.  Last  night  thirteen  empty'  whiskey  barrels  at  southeast 
corner  Market  and  Twelfth  streets,  and  twenty-five  barrels  and 
.four  hogsheads  along  Twelfth  and  on  Market  street.  On  Tenth, 
below  Market  street  (Charles  Ellis,  Son  &  Co.),  eighteen  boxes, 
hogsheads  and  barrels.  At  Simes,  druggist,  a  large  hogshead, 
nearly  in  centre  of  sidewalk. 

Several  days  ago  High  Constable  Curley  was  spoken  to  about 
building  obstructions  nortli  of  Chestnut  street,  on  Broad  street. 
Permitallows  ten  feet  from  curb— thirty'-five  to  forty  feet  are  occu¬ 
pied.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  lessen  these  obstructions,  car- 
j)enter  work  now  going  on  in  the  middle  of  Broad  street. 

Large  hole  in  sidewalk  in  front  of  premises  No.  537  Washington 
avenue. 

Large  hole  in  sidewalk  in  front  of  premises  No.  902'Moyamensiug 
avenue. 

Curb  very  high  above  pavement  at  No.  1656  Sansom  street, 
southeast  corner  of  Sansom  and  Seventeenth,  and  No.  419  Locust 
street. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  at  southeast  corner  of  Seventh  and 
South  streets. 

Bad  condition  of  paving  and  crossings  at  Eighteenth  and  Car¬ 
penter  streets. 

Bad  condition  of  Gray’s  Ferry  road,  where  the  culvert  has  been 
made  on  Ellsworth  street.  (James  Armstrong,  contractor.) 

Yesterday  (Sunday)  a  large  empty  hogshead  and  lime-box,  on 
Twelfth  street  north  of  Mount  Vernon  street.  Appears  to  be  of  no 
use  there,  obstructing  the  highway. 

Sixteenth,  above  Spring  Garden  street,  in  same  condition  as  re¬ 
ported  November  2.5th. 

Highway,  Walnut  street,  east  of  Sixteenth,  north  side,  was  re- 
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paved  some  time  ago,  but  now  is  in  bad  condtion,  as  represented 
by  neiglibors. 

'inlet  clioked  up  at  northeast  corner  Seventli  and  Chestnut 
streets,  making  tlie  street  in  an  almost  imi)assable  condition. 

On  Saturday,  December  10,  tlie  sidewalk  was  deluged  in  many 
jjlaces  from  the  washing  of  j)avements,  the  water  freezingas  it  fell 
from  the  bucket  or  hose.  Along  Green  street,  not  only  were  many 
of  the  sidewalks  rendered  dangerous  to  pedestrians,  but  the  wood 
}»avement  in  places  was  covered  with  ice,  very  dangerous  to  horses. 
Cannot  sometliing  l)e  done  to  stop  this  horrid  practice. 

Dad  condition  of  sidewalk  No.  7tJo  soutli  Thirteenth  street, 
southwest  corner  Eleventh  and  Pine  streets.  No,  GdT  south  Twelftlr 
street,  1927  S}>ruce  street,  ib3  south  Fil  th  street,  and  southeast  cor¬ 
ner  of  Fifth  and  Library  streets. 

Building  material  left  on  highway,  Locust  street,  between  Thir- 
ty-tlflh  and  Thirty-sixtlr  streets,  and  also  cobble  stones  left  by 
jiavers  at  northeast  corner  of  Thirteenth  and  Spruce  street. 

A  very  unsiglitly,  somewhat  dangerous  tree,  on  north  side  of 
Spruce  street,  above  Tenth;  it  is  certainly  an  obstruction,  and 
should  tje  removed. 

Condition  of  alley  in  rear  of  First  Presbyterian  Cliurch.  Garbage 
deposited  there  by  residents  of  No.  6.‘)3  iSpruce  street. 

There  are  still  piles  of  Lioulders  ami  stone  sleepers  remaining  on 
Broad  street  between  Arch  and  Vine  streets,  vrliich  at  anytime 
may  be  covered  witli  snow  and  rendered  even  more  dangerous  >han 
at  present.  You  informed  us  a  long  time  ago  that  these  stones  had 
been  sold.  We  do  not  understand  why  tlie  purchasers  have  not 
removed  them.  If  you  have  jiower  to  order  their  removal,  we  beg 
jsou  will  do  it.  We  should  like  to  liear  from  you  on  the  suiiject. 

Bad  condition  of  sidewalk  No.  121S  Walnut  street,  (Dr.  Maury.) 

ijarge  jiiles  of  dirt  on  Locust  street  aiiove  fSixth,  and  on  Twenty- 
lirst  street  above  Sansom. 

A  large  hole  in  street,  northeast  corner  Seventh  and  Arch  streets. 

Builders  and  i)umpmakers  obstruct  Twenty-third  and  Columbia 
avenue.  No  room  for  vehicles  to  pass. 

Two  lime  boxes  remaining  on  Twenty-lirst  street  above  Chest¬ 
nut  for  a  month  after  the  house  was  tinished,  obstructing  the 
highway. 

Filthy  condition  of  Bingham  street.  Piles  of  ashes  on  sidewalk  ; 
also,  Budd,  Lillyan,  Carbon,  and  Auburn  streets,  and  Pryor’s 
court.  Tlie  dirt  in  some  of  them  having  been  swejji  in  piles,'  and 
allowed  to  remain  until  frozen;  and  now  being  covei'ed  witli 
snow,  renders  tliein  almost  impassable. 

The  curiistone  and  sidewalk  in  tVont  of  the  lumber  yard  of  P. 
Bowen  &  Son,  on  south  side  of  Whishington  avenue,  corner  of 
Eleventh  street,  is  so  much  out  of  lepair,  and  sunk  lielow  proper 
grade,  as  to  become  a  mud  and  slush  inidrlle  in  wet  weatlier  ;  tlie 
more  so  on  account  of  never  being  cleaned  after  a  snow.  It  is 
very  damaging  to  my  business;  it  has  lieen  repeatedly  re])orted  to 
the  Higliway  department,  and  long  ago  by  Mr.  P.  Bowen  with¬ 
out  effect. 

To  tlie  very  great  nuisance,  and  unlawful  act  of  T.  Stein, 
brewer,  in  allowing  the  water  from  brewery  to  overflow  the  rail¬ 
road  and  Ridge  road,  making  it  very  dangerous  for  pedestrians, 
and  more  particularly  for  horses  and  vehicles.  Must  receive 
prompt  attention. 

Gutters  at  northwest  corner  of  Walnut  and  Broad  streets 
blocked  up  with  ice  yesterday,  and  water  flowing  in  every  direc¬ 
tion,  rendering  it  diflicult  for  pedestrians  to  get  along.  Some¬ 
thing  should  be  done  at  once,  to  clear  this  place. 
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
